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His world crumbling, cop pulls trigger

Scott Schindler loved being a Des 


Plaines cop. And he was a good one. 


• He was'the kind of cop who would 
go out of his way to help. His smile 
was familiar around the front desk of 
the police department. 


But when his career began to col- 


lapse and his marriage fell apart, he 
couldn't cope with life. Scott Schindler 
took his own life Tuesday night in the 
quiet of his mobile home, 


"He would have bent over back- 


wards to do something for you," said 
Patrolman Michael 
AJbrecht, who 


worked with Schindler about seven 


years. "You wouldn't have to ask 
twice." 


IN SPITE OF his ready smile, in- 


side Schindler was an ill man. A few 
years ago he had most of his stomach 
removed 
because 
of ulcers. 
He 


learned only last year he was suffer- 
ing from epilepsy and was scheduled 
to undergo surgery to remove his 
spleen in a few weeks. 


He was a very tense man, his 


friends say, and would get upset when 
two or more calls would come in on 
the department telephone at the same 
time.

He was still looking for work two 


weeks ago when he met some of his 
friends on the street. He needed mon- 
ey to pay medical expenses. His dis- 
ability pension paid only half his sala- 
ry and he was forced to sell some of 
his personal possessions. 


Schindler was despondent over his 


marriage, which also was falling 
apart. His second marriage began 
only 13 months ago and already was 
going the way of his first. Schindler 
received divorce papers Saturday. 


BUT SCHINDLER'S friends knew 


him as more than a man under the 
strain of a failing career and mar- 
riage. They knew him as a wheeler- 
dealer in a happy sort of way, a 
chronic and compulsive buyer and 
seller. 


"We used to say if you ever need 


anything, see Scotty and see if he'll 
sell it cheaper," one acquaintance 
said. 


But when his health began failing, 


Schindler wasn't his doctor's favorite 
patient. 


"He always did the wrong thing 


when it came to taking care of him- 


self," Sgt. Garry Vande Vusse said. 
"When he was told to go easy on food 
because of his ulcer, he'd eat pizzas. 
When he was told to eat in little bits, 
he'd eat fantastic meals. As far as 
health was concerned, he had the 
wrong judgment." 


SCHINDLER WAS a collector and 


connoisseur of jewelry, guns and 
coins. They were his favorite hobbies 
and he was recognized as an authority 
in the three fields. 


But Schindler's real hobby was his 


job. In December he said, "I really 
love this job. It's something I like to 
do. You meet people and things are 


interesting " 


But with the loss of his job, Schind- 


ler lost his sense of purpose. With- the 
loss of his health and money, Schind- 
ler perhaps lost his desire to achieve. 
And it was these losses and his crum- 
bling marriage that eventually led to 
Schindler's ultimate loss — his life. 


His 20-year-old wife was in their 


living room ironing clothes late Tues- 
day night. 


He quietly walked into a bedroom, 


placed a Smith & Wesson revolver 
under a pillow, pressed it against his 
head and pulled the trigger. 


He was 29 years old.

Nab 5 in meter tamper ploy

A Cook County Grand Jury Wednes- 


day indicted five men, including a 
Chicago policeman, in an electric me- 
ter tampering scheme allegedly or- 
ganized by the crime syndicate that 
has bilked Commonwealth Edison Co. 
out of an estimated $20 million since 
1974. 


The indictments were the first to re- 


sult from a 10-month investigation^ 
into an apparently organized crime 
ring that circulates among medium- 
sized businesses offering to reduce 
their meter readings for a fee of up to 
$1,500. In some cases, meters have 
been adjusted to reduce the readings 
by up to 40 per cent a month. 


The Herald last August first dis- 


closed the widespread incidents of 
meter tampering. 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey said the 


ongoing investigation into electrical 
meter tampering has revealed similar 
cases of tampering have occurred 
with meters on natural gas lines. 


"WHEN THE FINAL accounting is 


completed, the financial loss to Peo- 
ples Gas and Northern Illinois Gas 
companies might exceed the $20 mil- 
lion lost by Commonwealth Edison," 
Carey said. "The ultimate victim is 
every consumer who pays a just bill. 
These companies cannot help but pass 
on the cost of this theft to the honest 
consumer in the form of higher 
rates,"

IT SOUNDS GREAT, you say. Do it. 


So the guy, or one of his cronies in the 
meter rigging business, arranges to 
come back with his tool box and with- 
in a matter of minutes the job is done. 


Owners of at least seven Northwest 


suburban businesses who were at- 
tracted to the gimmick, however, 
found themselves as well as their 
electric meters fixed 


They were mum Wednesday after 


they were granted immunity for their

JFK, King panel extended

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Wednesday extended the life of its As- 
sassinations Committee through the 
rest of the congressional term, giving 
it nearly two more years to in- 
vestigate the murders of John Kenne- 
dy and Martin Luther King Jr. 


The trouble-plagued committee may 


have helped to save its own life in a 
d r a m a t i c last-minute move, per- 
suading its controversial chief counsel 
to resign in order to appease repre- 
sentatives offended by his abrasive 
style and his role in committee power 
struggles. 


As the crucial vote (230-281) ap- 


proached, the panel's future seemed 


further clouded by the apparent sui- 
cide in Palm Beach, Fla., of a witness 
considered "crucial" to claims there 
may be new evidence on the Kennedy 
assassination. 


GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT 


of Palm Beach, Fla., was found dead 
in an apparent suicide shortly after he 
discovered his testimony was wanted. 


Some representatives fought renew- 


al of the panel's mandate to the end, 
casting doubt on its capabilities and 
challenging the validity of spending 
taxpayer money on fresh investigation 
of either murder. 


"This investigating committee is a 


sick cat," said J. J. Pickle, D-Tex. He

The defense attorney for Frank DeLuca Wednesday night dis- 


puted reports that his client, charged with Patricia Colombo in the 
1976 murders of Miss Columbo's Elk Grove Village family, offered 
a jail cellmate $10,000 to kill two witnesses. Michael J. Toomin, 
private Chicago attorney who will represent DeLuca, 39, at the 
trial Monday, said, "1 do not believe that those allegations will be 
borne out at the trial." DeLuca allegedly offered cellmate Clifford 
Childs. 29, $10,000 cash to kill two employes who worked at the 
Walgreens store DeLuca managed at Arlington Heights and 
Biesterfield roads in Elk Grove Village. DeLuca reportedly das- 
cussed the Columbo killings with them before he was arrested. 


DeLuca and Miss Columbo, 20, are being held in lieu of $250,000 


bond each at Cook County Jail, Chicago. They will be tried Mon- 
day before Judge R. Eugene Pincham for the May 4, 1976 slayings 
of Frank, Mary and 13-year-old Michael Columbo of 55 E. Brant- 
wood Dr., Elk Grove Village. 


Miss Columbo was arrested May 15, 1976, and DeLuca July 17, 


1976. DeLuca reportedly was lodged in a cell with Childs at the 
county jail, where the alleged solicitation occurred. Childs since 
has been freed on ball to await a trial for armed robberies he 
allegedly commlted in Chicago in July 1975. Toomin and Assistant 
Cook County Public defenders assitmed to represent Miss Colum- 
bo, have requested separate trials for their clients. 


Ciancana pal found shot to death 


A reputed crime syndicate chief 


with close ties to slain mobster Sam 
Giancana was found shot to death in 
his burning car late Tuesday. It was 
the fourth gang-style assassination in 
Chicago this month. 
/ 


Charles Nicoletti, 61, was shot three 


times in the back of the head with a 
small caliber pistol as he sat in his 
car at the Golden Horns Restaurant 
parking lot in west suburban North- 
lake. His assassins then firebombed 
his car. 


Police dragged Nicoletti out of the 


burning car at about midnight. He 
died about 5% hours later in the in- 
tensive care unit of Northlake Com- 


munity Hospital. 


"It would appear he was shot by 


someone from the back seat," North- 
lake Police Chief Lee Gehrke said. 
"He couldn't have known he was go- 
ing to be shot... All three bullets hit 
close together in the rear of the head 
and lodged in his brain." 


AUTHORITIES said Nicoletti had 


close ties with Giancana, former Chi- 
cago crime syndicate boss who was 
shot and killed in his Oak Park home 
in June 1975. The Giancana slaying 
never has been solved. 


Giancana had been named as one of 


the syndicate mobsters whom the CIA 
reportedly recruited in an assassina- 


tion plot against Cuban leader Fidel 
Castro There has been speculation 
the killing of President John F Ken- 
nedy could have been in retaliation 
for the plot. 


The Nicoletti slaying was the fourth 


this month of men believed to have 
been victims of the Chicago mob or 
"outfit " While the other victims were 
small-time members of the syndicate, 
a u t h o r i t i e s considered Nicoletti 
among the top four leaders in the Chi- 
cago mob 


STEPHEN SCHILLER, executive 


director of the Chicago Crime Com- 
mission, said when Giancana fled to 
Mexico in the 1960s, the mob had to 


find someone to take over as oper- 
ating head in Chicago. 


"There are many who think Nico- 


letti fitted into that, but that it was 
only an interim post," Schiller said. 
"Maybe he was asking for too much. 


"All of their industry is in a state of 


flux . . . and the void of leadership at 
the operating level has contributed to 
this (rash of killings)," Schiller said. 


"Very rarely is anyone ever prose- 


cuted for one of these types of slay- 
ings," Schiller said "Maybe the law 
enforcement agencies think the assas- 
sin has done the community a favor in 
some sense "

U.S. to 6hang tough9 on arms rejection 


Soviet 
leader 
Leonid 
Brezhnev 


Wednesday flatly rejected both of 
President Carter's disarmament pro- 
posals and presented no new Kremlin 
offer on arms reductions, a dis- 
appointed Sec. of State Cyrus Vance 
said. 


In Washington, President Carter 


said he will "hang tough" and keep 
pressing the Soviets for nuclear arms 
cuts despite their abrupt rejection of 
U.S. proposals. But he warned he 
might approve development of new 
weapons if Moscow will not cooperate. 


"1 am not discouraged at all," Car- 


ter told a special White House news 
conference he summoned to comment 


on the setback suffered by Vance's 
arms negotiation mission in Moscow. 


"Cyrus Vance said he was 'dis- 


appointed,' not 'discouraged,'" the 
President said of comments Vance 
made snortly after Kremlin leaders 
told him they found unacceptable both 
U.S. proposals for further strategic 
arms limitation. 


CARTER WENT into unprecedented 


detail on the U.S. proposals and said 
he assumed the Kremlin simply found 
them too "radical" in their sweeping 
proposals to reduce nuclear missile 
arid bomber forces. 


But he noted that the arms talks 


will continue and that eight working 
committees have been established to 
discuss a wide range of other arms 
control and nuclear testing issues. t 


The President insisted he has seen 


no "evidence" to prove the Soviet re- 
jection was motivated by anger over 
his human rights crusade. He said, 
however, he will continue speaking 
out in defense of human rights world- 
wide. 


"My guess," he said, "is that this 


(U.S. nuclear arms limitation) pro- 
posal is so substantive and such a 
radical departure in putting strict lim- 
its • and reductions on existing mis- 


siles, and a prohibition against the de- 
velopment " and deployment of new 
missiles in the future, that the Soviets 
simply need more time to consider 
it." 


UNDER QUESTIONING, he con- 


firmed he had told a Congressional 
delegation he intended to "hang 
tough" and keep pressing for an 
agreement that would put brakes on 
the nuclear arms race. 


Carter said the talks will continue 


with the Russians in the first half of 
May. 


Asked if he thought the Soviet rejec- 


tion of the American proposals was 


connected with U.S. criticism of So- 
viet abuses of human rights, Carter 
said, "I cannot certify to you that 
there is no linkage in the Soviet minds 
. . . but we have no evidence there 
was."

12 burned crash victims 
go to Army care center 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) — Twelve badly burned 


American tourists, swathed in U.S. Air Force sheets, 
were carried off a mercy flight from the Canary Islands 
Wednesday to begin receiving the best burn care the 
military can offer. 


The 12 were among the most seriously injured of 


about 70 persons who survived Sunday's on-the-ground 
collision of two 747 jumbo jets at Santa Cruz de Tene- 
rife in the Canary Islands. Two other survivors died, 
one of them aboard the USAF C141 Starlifter en route to 
the United Stales, bringing the death toll from the crash 
to 577. 


The 12. along with two victims who could walk, were 


taken to Brooke Army Medical Center which contains a 
world renowned burn treatment center set up during 
World War II for Injured soldiers. 


"I FEEL GOOD to be alive," said Edward Hess, 39, a 


food broker from Phoenix, Ariz., one of those able to 
walk. 


Dr. Basil A. Pruitt Jr., head of the burn center, said 3 


of the 12 were in "very serious" condition with burns 
on more than SO per cent of their bodies. He said the 
prognosis for the three was "very guarded." 


Pruitt refused to identify the patients by name, sex or 


injuries but he said the three most seriously injured 
were 36,58 and 73 years old. 


"! would be optimistic for virtually ell but those of 


advanced age with very extensive burns and those are 
very guarded," Pruitt said. 


PRUITT SAID each of the injured probably would be 


hospitalized for one day for every per cent of the body 


surface burned. He said some would later need skin 
grafts but the first priority was treating the burns. 


"Those (bandages) were removed and the burns were 


cleansed. They are now, in bed and they are all as 
satisfactory as can be expected with their injuries and 
the lengthy aero-evacuation," Pruitt said. 


The Starlifter landed at Kelly AFB at 6:50 a.m. after 


an all-night flight from Grand Canary Island with one 
stop at McGuire AFB, N.J., to disembark 10 other sur- 
vivors. 


After two hours, the C141 took off for the U.S. Marine 


base at El Toro, Calif., with the remainder of the air- 
lifted victims. Seven critically injured remained hospi- 
talized in Santa Cruz and seven others decided to re- 
main in Santa Cruz. 


"WHEN THE PLANE had the collision, there was a 


big explosion. I and 10 other people were in the very 
front of the first class section. The plane exploded be- 
hind the first class section; we didn't get the full im- 
pact," Hess said. 


"Maybe 30 seconds later the fire started. There were 


quite a few explosions, coming one after another. Most 
of us couldn't get out. Then something exploded, like an 
oxygen tank or something, and it blew the flames away 
and allowed us to escape. I lost my wife. I got out and 
started yelling back to her and she finally did get out." 


Hess' wife, Mary, 36, suffered burns over 60 per cent 


of her body.

He 
pulled me up, and I climbed over the 
seats because the people were in the 
aisles," Mrs. Hopkins said.

"I jumped first, and I told her to 


. follow," he said. 


Despite his fractured foot, he drag- 


ged her away as the flames engulfed 
the rear of the plane.

around the world, will pick up his 
plane in Pennsylvania and prepare it 
for the May 20 departure from Kenne- 


dy Airport in New York. 


"The flight itself isn't the big thing, 


it's getting the plane ready," Conrad 
said. He said the engine will •>need a 
major overhaul before the trip. 


CONRAD MADE the nonstop New 


York to Paris trip once before, in 
1954. He said it will take him about 26 
hours, a brief period of time in the air 
in comparison to his 8%-day flight 
and numerous 50-to 60-hour flights. 


"One thing I know how to do better 


than anybody is how to stay awake," 
Conrad said. "You have to develop the 
ability to do it, you gradually build it. 
up. It isn't as hard as it sounds. One 
of the tricks is that you don't eat any- 
thing." 


Conrad said instead of eating be 


takes "a little drink of water," ^about 
an ounce, every hour. 


"That drink sure tastes good," Con- 


rad said. "It just goes to show you it 
doesn't take much to make a person 
happy." 


AN ALBUM OF Conrad's flight-in- 


spired music entitled "Let's Fly," has 
sold about 14,000 copies following 
lectures by Conrad. 


A book about Conrad, "Into the 


Wind," was published by Random 
House in 1975. 


"Sometimes I think I'm a better 


mechanic than pilot," Conrad said. If 
that is true, judging from his flight 


record, he must be the world's fore- 
most mechanic. 


Conrad has made more than 170 


trans-Atlantic flights in light aircraft 
since he learned to fly while a student 
at the University of Minnesota in 1927. 
He holds numerous world records for 
consecutive hours of flying light air- 
craft in addition to the record for the 
fastest around-the-world flight that 
began and ended in Miami. 


THE WINONA, Minn., native has 


c o n d u c t e d many flight training 
schools, including a program arimed 
at getting young persons interested in 
flying. 


Two attempts to fly around the 


world via the North and South poles in 
1968 and 1969-70 were unsuccessful, 
with the latter flight ending when 
Conrad _was forced to belly-land his 
crippled plane about a mile from the 
South Pole. 


Conrad said his May 20 flight is not 


dangerous, although if he crashed 
"there isn't a one-in-100,000 chance 
they'll find you." 


Since his wife died in 1971, Conrad's 


closest followers are his 10 children. 
He said they aren't worried about his 
Lindbergh reenactment flight. 


"They just kind of take it for grant- 


ed," Conrad said. "It's just another 
flight."

said it is relatively easy to rig an 
electrical meter. "There's no such 
thing as a tamper-proof meter," Ne- 
xon said. "There are a number of 
measures that would make tampering 
less easy to achieve and much harder 
for the person doing the tampering to 
a void detection." 


Nexon would not specifically de- 


scribe ways to improve the construc- 
tion of an electrical meter to avoid 
tampering, but said the utility intends 
to start using those measures.

Democratic mayoral candidate Edward Hanrahan liled suit

Child abuse group activity: study 


Child abuse Is a group activity, with members of a family con- 


doning, supporting or sparking abusive actions by others, a new 
study by the Council for Community Services in Metropolitan Chi- 
cago shows. Judith Buben, who headed the' two-year study of court 
records, hospitals and abusive parents, said Wednesday'the image 
of the mother as the main offender is not completely accurate. She 
said the women in the study often were involved with men who 
"don't support them emotionally." The women, in turn, take out 
frustrations on their children. 


The study also showed that, in relation to the amount of time 


spent with the child, a man Is more likely to be an abuser, and to 
abuse the child more severely. In families headed by single wom- 
en, male friends often were found to have beaten the children 
more than the women did. 


Huels slated in Daley llth Ward 


Speculation that state Sen. Richard M. Daley would run for 


alderman of Chicago's llth Ward ended with the Democratic par- 
ty's endorsement of Patrick Huels, 29, for the post. Huels, who 
served as administrative assistant to Sen. Daley, was slated by 
unanimous vote of the llth Ward precinct captains to replace 
Mlchaej A. Bilandic as alderman. Acting Mayor Bilandic ia run- 
ning for mayor. The last five mayors of Chicago came from the 
llth Ward where the family of the late Richard J. Daley lives. 


Illinois briefs 
RTA support cited 
as GOP vote sellout 


Two of the Illinois General Assembly's most outspoken oppo- 


nents of the Regional Transportation Authority Wednesday ac- 
cused the Senate Republican leadership of selling out by voting to 
restore $16 million to the RTA budget. The measure, which re- 
stores to the fiscal 1977 budget $16 million of the $24 million anti- 
RTA forces cut out last summer, passed the Senate by a bare 30- 
vote majority. It now goes to the governor for consideration, State 
Rep. Cat Skinner Jr., R-Crystal Lake, and state Sen. Bill Morris, 
D-Waukegan, said Republicans provided the seven votes to allow 
the bill to clear the Senate. During floor debate on the bill, Morris 
said, "Those of us in the collar counties put in from $2 million from 
McHenry County to $14 million from DuPage County and get back 
nickels and quarters in return." He recommended the money be 
held until a "more equitable formula" is worked out but the bill 
passed only minutes later. 


New bills, meantime, were filed that would: 
• Permit local governments to legalize off-track betting. The 


measure, H1238, would require local approval, either by ordinance 
or by resolution of a governing body. It provides for public hear- 
ings before any final decision is made. 


• Increase the state gas tax from 7.5 cents per gallon to 10 cents 


per gallon. The bill, H1280, sponsored by Rep Harlan Rigney, 
R-Freeport, would earmark the resulting revenue for maintenance 
and resurfacing of existing state highways. Rigney said his plan 
will enable the state "to develop a new road program of direct 
benefit to the old primary system rather than always aiding the 
Interstate system." 


• Increase from 1 per cent per month to 2 per cent the penalty 


on delinquent property taxes in Cook County. Sen. Arthur Herman, 
D-Chlcago, filed the legislation, S429. 


• Provided for election of 48 additional Cook County Circuit 


Court judges, 12 at a time over the next four general elections. 
Rep. Daniel Houlihan, D-Chicago, is the sponsor of the bill, H1222. 


• Extend daylight savings time until the second Sunday in No- 


vember. Rep. Penny Pullen, R-Park Ridge, is the sponsor of the 
measure, H1259. Daylight time currently ends the last Sunday in 
October. 


NIU asks health service probe 


The president of Northern Illinois University Wednesday said he 


has asked the director of the school's student health service to 
investigate allegations of mistreatment of patients. When univer- 
sity president Richard Nelson receives the reports, he will turn 
them over to the State Board of Regents. "There apparently is 
some problem with the health service and so the president will 
report to the board of regents as to what the nature of the problem 
3s, and what should be done if there is a problem," said Chicago 
attorney J. Robert Barr, chairman of the board of regents. 


A string of charges about bungling at the health service began 


with the March 1 death of Ronald Pietrzak, who died of pneumonia 
while being admitted to the health center. Pietrzak's wife said he 
had spent two hours seeking help from a doctor, but none was 
available. Nelson said he is waiting for a report from the DeKalb 
County coroner as to the exact cause of Pietrzak's death. 


U of I student plunges to death 


A University of Illinois student plunged to his death Wednesday 


from an eighth floor window of a private student dormitory, police 
said. Champaign police identified the victim as Michael Jo Kusma- 
noff, a junior from Wood River, 111. Kusmanoff died of brain dam- 
age in the emergency room of Bumham City Hospital Wednesday 
night. Police said he fell from an eighth story window in Illini 
Tower, landing on a second-floor sundeck. Kusmanoff did not live 
in the 16-s'ory structure. 


Bond quits for top aviation post 


Illinois Transportation Sec. Langhorne M. Bond has resigned to 


become head of the Federal Aviation Administration in Washing- 
ton, aides to Gov.

"We've reviewed the shooting in- 


cident and the chase, and from the 
facts we've been able to glean, the 
shooting was legally authorized," said 
Deputy Chief Paul Buckholz of the Ar- 
lington Heights police. 


Police have ruled Patrolman Rob- 


ert Turro, of Arlington Heights, was 
justified in firing six shots, and Patrol- 
man 
Michael Soucy, 
of 
Buffalo 


Grove, in firing three shots at drlvev 
Dale J. Christensen, of 725 N. Patton 
Ave., Arlington Heights. 


AN ARLINGTON Heights police ad- 


ministrative review board consisting of 
Chief Robert P. Derks, Capt. Morris 
English and Buckholz met Wednesday 
morning and determined Turro was 
justified in opening fire, Buckholz said. 


A Buftalo Grove police board of re- 


view met Monday, and also found 
Soucy was justified in firing his gun, 
said Sgt. Art Voigt of the Buffalo 
Grove police. 


Voigt said such a hearing is routine 


following any instance In which a po- 
liceman discharges his gun. 


The patrolmen had been involved in 


n high-speed chase of a car driveq by 
Christensen that began shortly after 3 
a.m. Sunday after 
an Arlington 


Heights policeman tried to stop Chris- 
tensen's car for speeding. 


CHRISTENSEN .allegedly 
eluded 


police at speeds of up to 100 m.p.h. 
through northern Arlington Heights, 
running stop signs and red lights 
while police, including Turn), pursued 
him. 


Arlington Heights police called on 


Buffalo Grove police to lend assis- 
tance, and Soucy parked his squad 
car as a roadblock across Hintz Road 
near Arl'ngton Heights Road in an at- 
tempt to halt Christensen. 


Buckholz said Christensen saw the 


roadblock, drove onto the shoulder of 
the highway to go around it, and ap- 
peared to aim his car directly at 
Soucy. 


Soucy jumped to one side and shot 


at the car. while Christensen roared 
by, police said. One bullet pierced the 
front windshield of Christensen's 'car 
and tore into a right side headrest, 
and a second one entered through a 
rear seat window and also struck the 
head rest, Buckholz said. 


Toward the end of lhe chase, Chris- 


ten^en had trouble controlling his car 
on westbound Hlntz Road between Ar- 


lington Heights Road and Kennicott 
Avenue, and nearly ran down a pedes- 
trian who was walking his dog, Buck- 
holz said. 


AFTER THE SECOND near-miss, 


Turro, who was in close pursuit, 
opened fire, Buckholz said. One slug 
penetrated the left fender of Christen- 
sen's car, Buckholz said. 


The chase ended when Christensen's 


car overshot the intersection of Hintz 
and Rand roads, and Turro's squad 
car collided with its quarry. 


Police arrested Christensen 
and 


charged him with speeding, reckless 
driving, driving without lights, at- 
tempting to elude police, disobeying 
police, driving without a valid Arling- 
ton Heights village sticker and reck- 
less conduct. 


Police also charged 
Christensen 


with aggravated assault after he alle- 
gedly nearly ran down Soucy; dam- 
age to village property for the colli- 
sion with Turro's squad car; and un- 
lawful use of weapons, after police 
found a switchblade knife in Christen- 
sen's car. 


Christensen was released Monday 


after he posted $5,000 bond, and or- 
dered to appear April 22 in the Arling- 
ton Heights branch of Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


No one was injured in the chase or 


the crash, Buckholz said.

Most homeowners appear happy the 


campaigners speak quickly so they 
can return to their weekend activi- 
ties: washing the car, raking the 
lawn, painting, etc. 


"I've got a long distance phone call 


to get back to," one man told Cannon 
as he grabbed the orange VIC handout 
and hurried away. 


BLISTERS HAVE been plentiful in 


the campaign. "I discovered street 
shoes are better than hush puppies for 
this," Ryan said. And aching leg mus- 
cles are discussed regularly at the 
mid-week candidates' nights spon- 
sored by the various homeowners' as- 
sociations and .business groups. 


in a year when no one issue is 


dominating the minds of Arlington 
Heights residents, dogs, rather than 
irate citizens, provide steady scares 
for the candidates. 


"Sometimes it's more dangerous 


than being a mailman," Cannon said 
recently after another close call with 
Fido. 


Both candidates are energetic attor- 


neys with enough strength left over to 
keep a fast pace on the campaign 
trail. Though Cannon is no slow-poke, 
'Ryan is the faster walker. "You have 
to set an example for the people work- 
ing with you," Ryan said. 


THE MAYORAL candidates Usually 


campaign in groups of three or four in 
order to cover more ground. 


"So and so who is running for may- 


or is across the street and we hope 
you will vote for him on April 5," is a 
near-standard line for the volunteer 
campaign workers. 


Ryan makes a special effort to 


wave and yell hello to people across 
the street from him. And, unlike,- Can- 
nori, Ryan writes a quick "Sorry I 
missed you, Jim" on those campaign 
brochures left in unanswered doors. 


Ryan usually ends up spending 


more time talking to people because 
when they hear he is the mayor, they 
initiate conversation. "I'm finally get- 
ting to meet the mayor," -one man 
said. "You're better looking in real 
life," said one woman. 


RYAN AND CANNON agree the 


bell-ringing campaigns also are bene- 
ficial in .terms of learning what par- 
ticular issues are of concern to the 
residents. 


"You 
can learn a lot about neigh- 


borhoods and people that you wouldn't 
otherwise learn," Cannon said. "Ev- 
ery once in a while they'll tell you 
what their pet gripe is and usually it's 
something you've never considered. 
In those situations you let them talk 
and they'll tell what they think the 
solution is," he said. 


"How 
are you today, my friend," 


Ryan asked one woman last Saturday. 
' "Well, I'll tell you,"- the woman 
said. "Dear, the mayor is here," she 
yelled to her husband. "What's going 
to happen with the Catholics down 


here," she asked Ryan, referring to a 
site a few blocks away near St. Viator 
High School where the Lincoln Green 
low-income housing project, has been 


> proposed. 


"Honestly, I'm Beared. We've lived 


here three years and we're honestly 
wondering if we should move," the 
woman said. 


"Don't sell your house. Stay here. I 


think we will prevail in court on this," 
Ryan replied. 


AS THE DAY WEARS on it is no- 


ticeable that both candidates are 
walking slower. 


"The hardest thing is the night be- 


fore, telling yourself you're going to 
commit the time to this. But once I 
get going, I really enjoy it," Ryan 
said. 


"Some people say that for every 


hand that you shake, that constitutes 
seven potential votes," Cannon said. 
"I think that's a little high." 
. 


But it is through such campaigning 


that the VIC party has become recog- 
nized, Cannon insists. 


And so, the final days of the 1977 


campaign are bound to be spent simi- 
larly as the candidates make last- 
ditch efforts to meet voters in areas 
they have not yet covered. 


And they're bound to make some 


appearances at area shopping cen- 
ters. Who knows, maybe they'll get to 
kiss a few babies and really feel like 
politicians.

Zairean troops 
fleeing rebels 


Invading Katanga rebels are advancing fast through, retreating 


government troops and have fifth column infiltrators within the 
key copper mining town of Kolwezi, reports from the region said 
Wednesday. Official sources said the situation around Kolwezi is 
close to panic and that women and children of Europeans living in 
the town, 210 miles East of the Angolan border, are fleeing for the 
provincial capital of Lubumbashi, formerly Ellaabethville. 


The U.S. Embassy reported 152 Americans are still in the em- 


battled province, but there were no immediate plans for further 
evacuation. The Zaire Army general staff met throughout the day 
io discuss the "increasingly alarming" situation aound Kolwezi 
and a number of officers, commanding Zairean troops in Shaba, 
had been replaced by "more trustworthy elements." The reports 
that the rebels were closing in on Kolwezi were confirmed by 
Belgian journalists \vho returned to Brussels Wednesday.

Soviet President Nikolai Podgorny, warning the West against 


helping South Africa develop nuclear weapons, held another round 
of talks Wednesday on increased Kremlin aid for black guerrillas 
fighting Rhodesia Podgomy, in Mozambique on the last leg of a 
tour of black nations neighboring Rhodesia, took time out from his 
talks with President Samora Machel to lay a wreath for black 
guerrillas killed in the four-year-old border war with white-ruled 
Rhodesia.

Carter letter bomb defused 


The metropolitan police bomb squad Wednesday dismantled an 


explosive device that arrived at the Old Executive Office Building 
in an envelope addressed to President Carter. Police were sum- 
moned to the building, which is next to the White House, after a 
"suspicious" package arrived in the mail. They removed the pack- 
age and dismantled it at an undisclosed location. Authorities de- 
clined to describe the device other than to say it was, "capable of 
explosion." The envelope was addressed to "President James Car- 
ter."

The House Budget Committee Wednesday recommended a 1978 


budget — with a deficit $6 6 billion bigger than proposed by the 
administration — that would restore much of the money for water 
development projects President Carter wants to review. After 
three days of debate, the committee voted 16 to 9 to approve a 
target ceiling on spending of $462,3 billion for the fiscal year 
beginning Oct 1. $29 billion more than Carter recommended. It 
proposed $398,1 billion in revenues, which is $3 B billion less than 
Carter asked, producing a deficit of $64,3 billion, compared to $57 7 
billion projected by Carter.

day to make a crash study of the Food and Drug Administration's 
proposed ban on saccharin The study, consisting of a review of 
existing material rather than new reseat ch, will be finished within 
60 days. The 60-day period coincides with the amount of time the 
FDA must allow under law for public comment once it publishes 
its proposed ban. As a result, Congress should have in hand its 
own assessment of the controversial ban proposal before the FDA 
can complete Us first step in the banning process. 


Fay hike repeal move killed 


The Senate Wednesday killed an attempt to repeal the salary 


Increases which took effect this month for members of Congress 
and top-level government employes. But it voted 82-13 to require 
congressional approval of any future pay boosts recommended by 
the president. Under cm rent law, which applied this year when 
members of Congiest, got a $12,300 raise, salary increases ap- 
proved by the Piesident go into effect 30 days after being sub- 
mitted to Congress unless either the House or Senate vetoes them, 
An effort to abort the newly instituted pay hikes was tabled 53-41 
after Senate Democratic Leader Robert Byrd told his colleagues 
not to be "cowards."

surroundings for many years and working so 
long to pay for a home they cherish. 


This is a possibility that savings and loan 


industry is pressing to make a reality, the 
industry is encountering the same resistance 
if faced when it sponsored the concept of 
home ownership by allowing families to 
amortize home loans through fixed installments over a long period 
of time But just as this S&L idea irresistibly made home ownership 
the realization of a cherished American dream, so also the idea of 
enabling elderly couples to continue to live in their homes by draw- 
ing upon their investment seems too logical to be denied. 


What is proposed is a "Reverse Annuity Plan" with a simple 


concept: A person or couple owning their own home would receive 
a regular monthly payment from the savings and loan which would 
not be repaid until death. No cash payment of interest would be 
involved, as the increase in the loan balance each month would 
represent the amount of cash plus interest on the outstanding balance. 


This reverse annuity would enable the elderly home owner to 


make a friend of the inflation that has been his implacable foe. Be- 
cause of inflation, the home has in all likelihood dramatically 
increased in value since it was purchased. But that same inflation 
has made the older person's fixed income shrink day by day With- 
out the reverse annuity, older persons are often forced, to sell 
their homes and move into strange surroundings to make ends meet. 
With it, they can profit from the inflationary effect on their homes by 
using it for their daily subsistence 


If the trends in home values continue to outstrip the annual inter- 


est rate on home loans, the elderly couple will have at least as much 
equity in their homes as' they had when they joined the reverse 
annuity plan. Even without the continuance of these trends, the ero- 
sion of their equity would be a small enough price to pay for the 
privilege of continuing to live in accustomed ways.

ting building plans approved in 


ft on Heights is a complicated 


process that can take as long as a 
year, cost thousands of dollars and 
add $100 to $1,000 to the price of a 
home. 


While some contractors say the vil- 


lage's procedure makes building in 
Arlington Heights "miserable," most 
say the quality of buildings is en- 
hanced by local officials' careful en- 
forcement of codes. 


"Arlington Heights' building depart- 


ment is the only one In the Northwest 
suburbs that knows what it's doing," 
said Girard F. Schuessler, owner of a 
Norridge building firm that builds 
single-family homes in the village. 


YOUR BUILDING department is 


responsible for keeping the slipshod 
building practices that occur in other 
towns from happening here." he said. 


Building plans for a major devel- 


opment that needs rezoning can take 
three to 12 months to be approved as 
they are reviewed by the village plan- 
ner, plat and subdivision commission, 
administrative review board, zoning 
board of appeals, plan commission, 
village board and building and zoning 
department, Village Planner Joseph 
Kesler said 


Some builders contend that time 


adds to the cost of homes. 


"I have to add $1,000 to any home I 


build in Arlington because there are 
so many more bonds required and I 
spend extra time in meetings," said 
Carl Fredrickson, owner of Fred- 
rickson 4 Co. builders in Norridge. 


"I can spend $3.000 for permits and 


bonds and it takes three times as long 
to get building permits approved in 
Arlington as elsewhere," he said. 
"Time is money to me. 


"ARLINGTON IS very strict and 


they don't end up .with better houses 
there but they do end up making it 
more miserable for contractors," he 
said. 


Some builders disagree with Fred- 


nckson's assessment of the added 
cost of building a home in Arlington 
Heights. 


Getting plans approved takes longer 


in Arlington Heights, Schuessler said, 
but the delay adds only about $100 to 
the cost of a home. He contends it's 
worth it 


Contractors in nearby towns "get 


away with murder." he said, because 
local inspectors and building directors 
don't oversee construction. 


He suid Arlington Heights' building 


inspector is the only one in the area 
who checks to see whether the re- 
quired six inches of insulation has 
been added in the attic or whether re- 
quired copper water and sewer pipes 
have been replaced with cheaper plas- 
tic ones.

House OKs 
measure on 
smoking ban

Smokers in Illinois may soon face 


new restrictions on where and when 
they can smoke 


A law to ban smoking in public 


places such as theaters, elevators, 
museums and buses already has 
passed the Illinois House by a 118-22 
vote and is expected to pass the state 
Senate. 


In Chicago, an even more sweeping 


ordinance that would ban smoking in 
virtually all indoor public spaces, in- 
cluding restaurants, shared offices 
and factories, will be introduced next 
month by independent alderman Mar- 
tin J Oberman 


NOfsSMOKERS 
NOW outnumber 


smokers by a margin of 3 to l, and 
antlsmokmg activists are starting to 
flex their political muscles. 


"t met with a group called the Al- 


liance of Non-Smokers and I con- 
cluded they were right," said Ober- 
man. a pipe smoker. 


The ordinance he will introduce in 


the Chicago City Council May 4 would 
apply to all enclosed areas larger 
than 600 square feet. "Restaurants 
are probably the single most impor- 
tant area," he said. But offices, facto- 
ries and theaters also would be h> 
eluded 


Owners would be able to set aside 


special areas for smokers, up to SO 
per cent of the indoor area 


VIOLATORS WOULD be subject to 


a fine of $10 to $100, he said. 


"A lot of public groups are support- 


ing the ban, or something like it," 
Oberman said. "The Chicago Lung 
Assn supports it and I plan to meet 
with the (Chicago) Board of Health to 
see if it won't endorse the ordinance " 


The proposed state law would ban 


smoking in hospital patient rooms, 
elevators, buses, theaters, libraries, 
museums and concert halls except in 
areas specially set aside for smokers. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


would be responsible for adminis- 
tering the law, which is being backed 
by the Illinois Interagency Council on 
Smoking and Disease. Violators would 
be fined $10 to $100. 


"With this bill, we are seeking to 


protect the public's right to breathe 
clean air," said John L Kirkwood, 
executive director of the Chicago 
Lung Assn., a member of the Inter- 
agency Council. 


"Smoke coming from the end of a 


burning cigaret affects all people in 
the room and is a form of pollution 
that should not be Imposed on people 
who don't smoke," he said 


PUBLIC SMOKING bant, have txen 


adopted in other states, including Min- 
nesota, and Oberman said there are no 
legal problems in enforcing the prohi- 
bition. 


Some Northwest suburbs already 


prohibit smoking in their village 
board rooms, libraries and park dis- 
trict buildings, and smoking in eleva- 
tors and theaters is usually prohibited 
by fire regulations 


A simitar bill, passed by the Gener- 


al Assembly two years ago, was ve- 
toed by former Gov. Daniel Walker 
But Rep. Ronald E. Griesheimer, 
R-Waukegan, chief sponsor of the bill, 
said he believes the measure has an 
"excellent" chance to become law 


Griesheimer said the law was only 


a "starting point" and that it could be 
amended to include restaurants. But 
he pointed to a powerful restaurant 
lobby in Illinois, and said a restaurant 
smoking ban "has about as much 
chance of passing as an ice cube sail- 
ing through the Gulf of Mexico "

A 
special census in 1974, however, 
showed the population had dropped by 
only 31,882. 


ASSISTANT STATE'S Atty. Stuart 


D. Gordon estimated the county had 
lost $3.5 million since 1971 because of 


inaccurate population calculations. 


In ordering that 1970 census figures 


be used, Judge Curry said the 10-year 
census are the only figures that estab- 
lish population proportions-for the en- 
tire state.

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Supermarket monopolies 
push prices higher: report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Research- 


ers told Congress Wednesday Ameri- 
can consumers may be paying $662 
million in higher grocery prices each 
year because of monopoly situations 
In the supermarket business. 


The food store Industry attacked the 


study as "flawed" and faulty. 


"In most local markets only a hand- 


ful of chains will be found in direct 
competition. This study found that 
consumers can expect to pay high 
prices for food, If only two or three 
chains dominate or compete in their 
local market," said Rep. Gillis Long, 


D-La., in releasing the report for the 
Joint Economic Committee. 


"THESE HIGHER prices, up to 14 


per cent higher than in more com- 
petitive markets, are due primarily, if 
not entirely, to the absence of more 
firms and the stiff competition they 
generate, according to the authors," 
he said. 


The report, a two-year study by 


University of Wisconsin, researchers, 
was based on records of the 17 largest 
retail food chains which were subpoe- 
naed by the committee.

Closing asked on self-service gas 


The executive director of the Illinois 


Gasoline Dealers Assn. today called 
on Gov. James R. Thompson to order 
the shutdown of self-service gas sta- 
tions in the state until public hearings 
can be held. 


Robert J. Jacobs also called for the 


dismissal of Illinois Fire Marshal 
Robert Walsh, who is> on leave from 
his job with Marathon Oil Co., be- 
cause he supports self-service gas sta- 
tions. 


"If the motorists of Illinois want 


self-service gas, so be it," Jacobs 
said. "But let it be by due process 
and not by the outrageous manipula- 
tions attempted heretofore." 


Jacobs said Thompson appointed 


Tyrone Fanner as state law enforce- 
ment director, making him respon- 
sible for prohibiting self-service gas 
stations under a legislative order. 
Fanner announced last week he 
planned to remove the restriction in 
defiance of the legislature, Jacobs 
said. 


"I call on the governor to order 


Fanner to immediately shut down all 
current self-service operations in the 
state that are operating illegally pend- 
ing public hearings," Jacobs said. 
"Anything less than that is unfair, un- 
American and highly suspicious." 


(United Press International) 


Mueller said their study showed the 
supermarket business increasingly is 
being dominated by fewer chains due 
to mergers which began in 1955 and 
continue today. 


The top four chains operating in any 


such concentrated market probably 
had "monopoly overcharges" of $660 
million in 1974, they said. 


WHERE THE largest four firms in 


any given market do 70 per cent of 
the business, chain store prices are 
about 5 per cent higher than in mar- 
kets where they do 40 per cent of the 
business, they said. 


In markets where one firm did 


about 35 per cent of the business amid 
four firms controlling 70 per cent of 
sales, the situation was worse — with 
prices 9 per cent higher than in com- 
petitive areas, they said. 


Dr. Timothy Hammonds, research 


director for the Food Marketing In- 
stitute, said if a monopoly overcharge 
actually occurred in 1974, it would 
have exceeded total United States su- 
permarket profits for the year, some- 
thing he termed unrealistic. 


He said the study was "flawed and 


destined to reach foregone con- 
clusions."

Rausch said that "after three years of 
battle scars I've learned something — 
that I can contribute to Harper." 


Rausch said the college, now in its 


10th year of operation, "Is at a real 
crossroads." and that the most cru- 
cial area the board faces now is long- 
range planning. 


"It's the essential ingredient." he 


said. "We've got to plan in one way or 
another to meet the kind of growth 
this district will experience in the 
next 10 to 20 years. This probably will 
take the form of a second campus." 


• Second campus. "The decentra- 


lized approach is more meaningful 
than to pile on everything at one 
campus," Rausch said. 


It is important that a new campus 


be called a "second college," he said, 
to remove the "poor cousin" stigma.

Harper board for 4>/z years, said he 
believes Harper-has .to look into the 
future with more accuracy. 


Harper's master plans for the fu- 


ture have been underestimating the 
college's growth, he said, and he 
wants to make sure the new master 
plan is done so the college is "not 
fooled by temporary trends." 


• Second campus. Kelly said he has 


reservations about plans for field- 
house at Harper, saying $3 million is 
enough to spend for it rather than the 
$7 million proposed figure. 


The board, he says, should place 


"phase one" of the expansion to a sec- 
ond campus as a .higher priority than 
the fieldhouse. Phase one would cost 
about $3 million, he says.' 


Kelly says he prefers to call it the 


"second college" because in other 
parts of the country second campuses 
"are' really separate colleges with 
separate names." 


The present campus is crowded now 


and resistance to expansion plans is 
unwarranted, in Kelly's opinion. 


"I believe the board chairperson 


(Shirley Munson) has created a dis- 
torted picture by challenging the en- 
rollment projections."

"The strongest asset I have is the 


ability to ask questions in an informa- 
tion-seeking way," said Janet Bone, 
who said she learned how to ask ques- 
tions in her 30 years as a writer. 


"Harper is facing some very crucial 


decisions," Bone said. "More than

ler said she would like to see some 
things through to completion at Har- 
per College in the next three years. 


Foremost among these things, she 


said, is the second campus. 


"I think we do need it and we 


should begin planning for it more de- 
finitively," Troehler said. 


"It's a long time before you can 


even turn a spade. It takes time for it 
to be approved." 


T r o e h l e r challenged those who 


question the second campus because 
the full-time enrollment declined this 
year. "It's the full-time figure that's 
down, not bodies. And it's not a num- 
ber that drives a car," she said, not- 
ing that the large number of part-time 
students is straining facilities at the 
college including parking space. 


• Finances. "There just aren't the 


state funds available for higher edu- 
cation.

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Dean Anderson said he would like to 


see "more/impetus" from the Harper 
board in all areas of the college's ac- 
tivity. 


"I'm concerned with the board's di- 


rection, attitudes and commitments." 
he said. "I'd like to see it change its 
attitude toward the student body, fac- 
ulty and community."

faculty voted by a 2-1 margin last 
year to align 'with the Illinois Feder- 
ation nf Teachers, a different union. 
About 30 Harper tea-.hers were AFT 
members already when the vote was 
taken and none were TEA members. 


"We (the 1EA) did not have any 


members in the college and we do 
not," Tomchek said. "The possibility 
of any conflict because of my'union' 
getting in there is nonexistent." 


He said as a board member .he

• Second campus. Tomchek said

Same old grind- 
coffee goes up 25e 


Folger Coffee Co, the nation's second largest coffee roaster, 


Wednesday boosted wholesale prices on ground coffee by 25 cents 
to a record $4.43 a pound in a move that should be retlected on 
supermarket shelves in early June. Folger, a division of Procter & 
Gamble Co., in Cincinnati, held the line on its instant and freeze- 
dried prices. Folger became the first major U.S. roaster to push 
ground coffee prices above the $4-a-pound barrier March 14 when 
it raised its list price by 50 cents a pound to $4.18 a pound. Two 
days later, General Foods, the No. 1 roaster, lifted ground coffee 
prices by SO cents to $4.21 a pound. Hills Bros., the third largest 
roaster, later went to $4.03 a pound. A spokesman for Folger 
attributed its new hike to the "continued rapid increase in green 
coffee prices in the past several weeks." 


Unemployment pay bill extended 


The Senate passed legislation Wednesday extending for another 


six months an emergency program that entitles jobless Americans 
to qualify for an extra 13 weeks of unemployment benefits. The 
bill, passed M to 11, returns to the House, which earlier voted to 
extend the recession-born addition to the unemployment com- 
pensation program for a year, to March 31, 1978. A conference 
committee with members from both houses met Wednesday after- 
noon to try to reconcile differences in the two bills. The Senate's 
shorter, extension was estimated to cost $590 million, while the 
House bill would cost $11 billion. All individuals are entitled to 39 
weeks of jobless pay under the permanent law establishing the 
unemployment compensation program. But in 1974, faced with a 
deepening recession and rising unemploymeent, Congress adopted 
a supplemental program allowing persons to receive jobless bene- 
fits for at least 52 weeks in states with insured unemployment 
rates of at least 5 per cent. Without congressional action, the 
supplemental program would expire Thursday night. 


Sugar price conspiracy alleged 
The Justice Dept. Wednesday charged four Northeastern Sugar 


producers with conspiring to fix prices and restrain competition in 
1972 and 1973 in violation of the Sherman Antitrust Act. The in- 
dictments, filed in US. District Court, names as defendants Su- 
crest Corp, of New York; Pepsico Inc. of Purchase, N.Y.; RSN 
Projects Inc., formerly known as National Sugar Refining Co ; 
and CPC International Inc , of Englewood Cliffs, N.J. "The prices 
of refined industrial cane sugar were raised, fixed and stabilized 
at noncompetitive levels. Purchasers of refined industrial cane 
sugar were deprived of free and open competition in the purchase 
of sugar," the indictment stated. 


Wheat shipping pact reached 
The United States and the Soviet Union, after months of negotia- 


tions, 'have reached agreement on terms for shipping American 
grain to Russia in U.S.-owned vessels, it was announced Wednes- 
day. Commerce Sec. Juanita Kreps said the agreement "clears the 
way for uninterrupted shipments of U.S. gram, other bulk cargoes 
and general cargoes in 1977." Final agreement was reached in 
Moscow during discuussions March 21-25 between U.S. and Soviet 
officials. 


Con rail strike averted 


A night-long telephone campaign Wednesday averted a wildcat 


walkout by 10,000 employes of Conrail that could have idled com- 
muter and freight service in 16 states, including Illinois, and 
brought Philadelphia to a virtual standstill. Philadelphians al- 
ready are experiencing difficulty in getting to work because of a 
six-day old strike by 4,900 city transportation workers. The four 
unions involved were the International Brotherhood of Boil- 
ermakers, 
the Brotherhood of Railway Carmen, the Inter- 


national Brotherhood of Electrical Workers and the International 
Brotherhood of Firemen and Oilers.

Pity teen with adult wage advice 


NEW YORK - 
Pity the poor 


unemployed American teen-ager. He 
might be able to handle his enemies. 
But his friends keep dragging him 
down. 


The economy is improving — un- 


mistakably. In a few weeks, this will 
be common' wisdom. Last 
month 


88,962,000 Americans held jobs: the 
most ever. Yet unemployment still 
hovered around 7V4 per cent, and the 
same familiar groups — women, mi- 
norities, the young — reported ex- 
cessively high jobless totals. For teen- 
agers unemployment is close to three 


teen-age unemployment. And each 
time that rate has begun to come 
down, the tendency has been to raise 
the minimum wage once again — and 
thus send teen-age unemployment up. 


F a c t s : Teen-age unemployment, 


which averaged 19 per cent in 1976, 


was dramatically lower in the early 
1950s, when the minimum wage was 
75 cents; in 1953, for example, the 
teen-age rate was 7.6 per cent — low- 
er than last year's total unemploy- 
ment rate. In 1956 the minimum 
wage jumped to $1 — and by 1958 teen- 


age unemployment was 15.9%. Af- 
ter two more quick minimum-wage in- 
creases in the early 1960s, teen-age 
unemployment reached 17,2 per cent 
—at a time when adult unemployment 
was only 5.7. And so on.

So, why for example, does the AFL- 


CIO urge an increase in the national 
minimum wage from $2.30 per hour to 
$3 _ when the evidence is irrefutable 
that even $2.30 per hour is too high to 
put untrained, ill-educated teen-agers 
profitably to work? 


Is the AFL-CIO fighting humanely 


to raise its members above the pover- 
ty line? Scarcely. As Rudy Oswald, 
the union federation's research direc-

ed." 


NO, THE AFL-CIO tells us, it is 


struggling unselfishly not for its own 
members but in the interest of a bet- 
ter and more prosperous 
society: 


"The record shows," Oswald de- 
clares, "that mimimum-wage increas- 
es have not led to decreases of em- 
ployment, they have led to employ- 
ment increases," 


It is a seductive argument, instantly 


appealing to good-hearted folks every- 
where. And it will withstand just 
about everything except investigation 
— particularly where the nation's 
teen-agers are concerned. For the fac- 
tual truth, as opposed to the emotion- 
al assertion, is that United States 
teen-agers regularly have paid a bitter 
price in lost jobs in return for nominal 
increases in the minimum wage. 


Historically, the present Immense 


gaps between adult and teen-age 
unemployment and between white and 
black teen-age unemployment did not 
exist. They are essentially a phenome- 
non of the last generation, created by 
successive increases in the minimum 
wage. 


FACTS: THERE HAVE already 


been nine significant increases in the 
national minimum wage since 1945, 
when it was set at 40 cents. Virtually 
without exception, they have been fol- 
lowed by measurable increases in

For four years, Allsmiller has thrilled and entertained the Buf- 


falo Grove fans with his basketball talent, perhaps the most gifted 
area athlete ever to step onto a hardwood court. And for all four of 
those years, Allsmiller has made the Herald All-Area team, an 
unprecedented feat 


Cool and articulate, good natured and a genuine student of the 


game, Allsmiller rewrote area record books during his four-year 
role as a Bison starter and was just about everyone's "All" player 
this year — All-Conference, All-Area, All-State, and evan an All- 
America. He led Buffalo Grove to the best record in the area's 
history, 27-2. 


ALLSMILLER AVERAGED 20 points per game despite being 


hobbled early in the season by painful shin splints, and finished his 
varsity career with 2,053 points, far surpassing the old mark of, 
1,562, set 13 years abo by Palatine's Ron Kozlicki.

His four-year career has attracted the attention of some 300

"I've narrowed It down to three schools — Notre Dame, Cincin- 


nntl and Vanderbllt," he said. "I want to go somewhere where I'll 
play — not necessarily start — and all those schools play an 
average of 10 men per game. 


"THE ACADEMIC PROGRAM of the school is important to me. 


I'd like to go to a school with a strong business department," said 
Allsmiller, who plans to major in business and perhaps later go to 
law school. 


"I'd also like to play in the NCAA finals," he said, minutes after 


watching Marquette beat North Carolina for this year's college 
title. 


The biggest disappointment of his prep career came recently 


when Buffalo Grove capped its 1976-77 season with a loss to New 
Trier West in the Waukegan sectional title game. 


For almost four years, Allsmiller and several of his teammates 


have played together and planned on going downstate this year. 
But it just didn't happen. 


"It (the loss to New Trier) didn't really hit me until the next 


morning. I was depressed for a couple of days. I just tried to 
foregt all about it. 


"I DIDN'T GO downstate to watch the finals. I stayed home and 


watched It on TV. But I had a lot of fun this year and that's what 
counts most," he said. 


Allsmiller was recently named to the Parade Magazine and 


MacDonald's All-America teams. 


Trips to the Notre Dame and Cincinnati campuses figure 


prominently in his immediate plans. So does participation in a 
couple of All-Star games. 


"More than any of his numerical accomplishments, I believe

DO HUMMINGBIRDS SING? 
Courtship among the hummingbirds 


is an interesting thing to see. The male 
puts on a spectacular show that in- 
cludes all kinds of acrobatic tricks per- 
formed in an effort to show off. With 
great speed, he will dive straight down 
from a considerable height, and then 
make a pass exceptionally close to his 
chosen mate who is perched on a limb 
of a tree and watching the show. 
' Hummingbirds aren't noted for their 
singing ability, but they do indeed have 
songs to sing. The sdund is high-pitched 
and nervous — nothing at all to brag 
about. 


But hummingbirds have so many 


other good things going for them that 
they don't really need talent in the vo- 
calizing department. For starters, they 
are the smallest birds in the world, 
some measuring only two and a quarter 
inches long. 


There are about 380 different species 


of hummingbirds, with most of them 
living in the southern part of the New 
World. They especially enjoy humid 
lowlands and also thrive where the 
•temperatures are extremely high. 


Their plumage is definitely some- 


thing to brag about. They have an 
iridescence that not many other birds 
enjoy. One variety, for example, is the 
ruby-throated hummingbird, and he's a 
combination of white, green and black 
with red feathers on the throat that 
actually glow when the sun hits them. 


When it's nest-building time, mother 


does all the work in nest construction, 
sitting on two pea-size eggs and rearing 
the young. Father seems to have better 
things to do with his time and there is 
definitely no women's liberation here. 
The nest, by the way, is made of plant 
down'and bud scales and held together 
with spider webs. 


Hummingbirds eat small insects and 


also love nectar of flowers which they 
can drink by hovering-helicopter-like in 
front of colorful blossoms. For sucking 
nectar, the hummingbird uses his 
needle-like biH which is equipped with a 
long tongue shaped like a thread. 
_ This skilled flyer can go forward 'or 
backward or stop still in the air, beating 
his wings at about 80 times per second. 
Even the best cameras have trouble 
stopping his tremendously rapid flying 
motion. 


Largest member in the family is the 


Chilean giant hummingbird who is 
eight and a half inches long.

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'Scrapping of airport is political' 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - Gov. 


James R. Thompson said Wednesday 
he was "shocked" to hear the pro- 
posed St. Louis area airport in Illinois 
has been scrapped and implied it may 
have been done for political reasons. 


Transportation Sec. Brock Adams 


said the present airport in St. Louis 
may be adequate for the coming dec- 
ades and that federal funds to build a 
new airport in Illinois have been cut 
off. His ruling reverses that by his 
Republican 
predecessor, 
William 


Coleman. 


"We are shocked in Illinois by the 


Carter Administration's decision not 
to proceed at the present time with 
planning construction of a new St. 
Louis Metropolitan Airport at the Co- 


lumbia-Waterloo, 111., site," Thompson 
told a news conference. 


T H O M P S O N SAID the airport 


should be built in Illinois because "for 
all logical reasons, for all air trans- 
portation reasons and safety reasons, 
(the airport) belongs in Columbia-Wa- 
terloo." 


Thompson also said Adams' action 


"contradicts a statement made to me 
by one of te secretary's top adies just 
two weeks ago. I was told that the 
secretary would not make a decison 
reversing Sec. Coleman's decison, 
that at most he would simply decide 
whether or not to reopen the case. 


"So we've been told one thing by 


the Carter administration one week 
and one thing the next," Thompson 


said. 


He said he is requesting a clari- 


fication from the Carter adminis- 
tration on Adams' actions. 


ASKED IF he thought the decision 


was politically motivated, Thompson 
said, "I don't know. All I can do is 
state the obvious, the obvious are the 
facts — that when the positions were 
reversed and we had a Democratic 
governor in Illinois and a Republican 
governor, in Missouri, a Republican 
secretary of transportation gave the 
project to Illinois, indicating that poli- 
tics was not a factor. 


"Now we have it reversed, a Demo- 


cratic governor in Missouri, a Re- 
publican in Illinois and a Democratic 
administration — all of a sudden it 


stays in St. Louis, you can draw your 
own conclusions from that." , 


Thompson said Adams has admitted 


that a new airport may' be needed in 
the Mure. He said Adams has not 
shown the "foresight necessary in 
planning for the future" since plan- 
ning for a new airport must be under- 
taken at least 10 years before con- 
struction. 


Illinois has invested $4 million in 


the project since 1971 for legal and 
feasibility studies and consultant fees, 
Thompson said, "and we do not intend 
to see it go to waste." 


He said he is requesting the Illinois 


congressional delegation try 'to con- 
vince Adams to reevaluate his deci- 
sion.

Lead, also in the northern 
Black Hills, had 48 inches and Spear- 
fish, Sturgis and Belle Fourche each 
had 36 inches. Heavy, wet snow 
caused a store roof to collapse in 
Spearfish. 


The storm closed almost all roads 


west of the Missouri River in South 
Dakota, including Interstate 90 from 
Murdo west, and left highway-clog- 
ging drifts on portions of Montana, 
Wyoming, North Dakota and Nebras- 
ka.' 


"We advise no travel at all in the 


Black Hills area," a South Dakota 
h i g h w a y patrol spokesman said. 
"People can't get any place even if 
they tried."

Scavuzzo, now the area's dominant 


realtor, started as a land salesman 
for Holly Development Corp., the 
land-marketing ' subsidiary of the 
McCulloch Corp., developers of the 
city. 


Not all of the eastern transplants to 


Lake Havasu City have been on the 
criminal side of the police blotter, ac- 
cording to the IRE One of them, in 
fact, was William Hanull, Rochester's 
former deputy police commissioner. 


Despite that high rank, Hamill left

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'Add more than 20% to new housing* 
Developers strapped by rules: study

The Idea was community planning, 


but it didn't work out that way. 


Local communities thought they 


were doing themselves a big favor 
when they demanded that developers 
donate land to the park district, give 
money to the school district and pub a 
sidewalk in front of every house. 


A new study of the effect of govern- 


ment regulation on the cost of hous- 
ing, however, says the idea backfired. 
The major impact has been a drastic 
increase in the cost of housing, ac- 
cording to George Sternlieb, director 
of Rutgers University Center for Ur- 
ban Policy Research. 


"WHAT HAS SORT of lost out here 


Is the ultimate impact," Sternlieb told 
the Home Builders of Greater Chi- 
cago. "It has gone from a situation in 
which half the households could afford 
a median-priced home to a situation 
where only 15 per cent can afford it." 


Sternlieb said local government 


regulation has added more than 20 
per cent to the cost of new housing. 


"it is the impact of zoning restric- 


tions, land development controls and 
increasingly overburdensome environ- 
mental requirements that are the key 
to the death of the American dream 
house," he said. 


Sternlieb said the biggest problem 


Is the cost of uncertainty. For ex- 
ample, a developer proposing to build 
today must present the community 
with costly engineering, environmen- 
tal, architectural, archeological and 
population studies.

Average home sale price up to $56,500 


The average sale price of a three- or four-bedroom 


home in the Northwest suburbs now is more than 
$56,000, according to the MAP Multiple Listing Service 


Figures from MAP for January and February show 


that the average sale price was about $56,500 for three- 
bedroom homes and about $75,000 for four-bedroom 
units. 


MAP serves real estate brokers in Mount Prospect, 


Arlington Heights, Palatine, Elk Grove Village, Rolling 
Meadows, Schaumburg, Hanover Park, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Streamwood, Buffalo Grove, Wheeling and Lake 
Zurich. 


MAP figures show that homes $60,000 or higher led 


the home sales list in January and February, account- 
ing for about 33 per cent of all sales. 


The remainder of the home price breakdown in the 


Northwest suburbs is as follows: homes from $50,000 to 
$59,999, about 23 per cent; homes from $40,000 to 


out," Sternlieb said, noting local com- 
munities in effect have adopted no- 
growth policies. "All of these front- 
end costs now have to be borne by the 
ultimately successful house." 


The study, funded by a $100,000 


foundation grant, shows that the lag 
time between the purchase of land 
and actual development has doubled 
in the past five years. 


A survey of nearly 30,000 developers 


across the country showed that it now 
takes more than three years before 
the actual building process is started. 
That lag also adds to the price. 


Sternlieb said that in the 1940s and 


1950s housing was built in stripped- 


$49,999, about 23 per cent; homes from $30,000 to 
$39,999, about 16 per cent; homes from $25,000 to 
$29,999, about 4 per cent; and homes below $24,999, less 
than l per cent. 


"Prices have gone so sky high that homes over 


$60,000 dominate the market," said Albert Gundelach, 
owner of Gundelach and Associates, Arlington Heights, 
a real estate appraisal and consulting firm. 


Figures provided to area real estate companies show 


the following average home sale prices in January and 
February in municipalities in the Northwest suburbs: 
Arlington Heights, $67,300; Des Flames, $59,500.; Mount 
Prospect, $67,400; Palatine-Inverness, $63,900; and Roll- 
ing Meadows, $56,000. 


The average sale price in other communities during 


the same two-month period is as follows: Buffalo 
Grove, $65,400; Elk Grove Village, $54,800; Hoffman Es- 
tates, $49,300; Schaumburg, $52,400; Prospect Heights, 
$57,500; Wheeling, $42,900; and Park Ridge, $77,700.

According to Sternlieb, the entire

Builders see stable labor 
costs, high productivity 


Labor costs should be stable and productivity high for 


both residential and commercial construction during 
1977. according to the Builders' Assn. of Chicago. • 


The only contracts to be negotiated this year are with 


the mechanical specialty trades, which account for the 
skilled labor component of plumbing, heating, air condi- 
tioning and electrical phases of the total building con- 
struction labor market. 


More than half the construction tradesmen are work- 


ing under contracts signed last year, which run through 
May 1979, These contracts called for monetary increas- 
es of 5 per cent last year and 5.4 per cent this year and 
in 1978. 


Donald Larsen, president of Thorlief Larsen & Sons 


Inc., is chairman of the Mid-America Regional Bargain- 
Ing Assn. that negotiated the contracts in 1976. He ex- 
plained their effect on the industry. 


"We created three-year contract periods with moder- 


ate increases, and, in most cases, those increases were 
below the national average. Also, we did effect some 
work rule changes that allowed for greater productiv- 
ity, This was possible because union leaders and man- 
agement cooperated in facing mutual problems during 
the impact of the current recession." 


ACCORDING TO Robert Riedel, president of Inland 


Construction Co., three-year labor contract settlements 
let contractors know "what our costs are going to be 
down the read. Further, it stabilized the situation as far 
as our customers are concerned because they know as 
well what they can expect and plan accordingly." 


Statistics from the Builders' Assn. of Chicago showed 


a jump in productivity during 1976. Total hours on a 
monthly basis in some trades approached levels in 1973, 
a time of prosperity. The number of men employed was 
less in 1976, but man-hours per individual employed was 
higher. 


Contractors attribute this increase in productivity to 


several factors. One is the high unemployment in the 
industry, which means that only the most productive 
and efficient workers are the ones with jobs and those 
tradesmen are eager to work hard to keep their job and 
get more work. A second factor is the recent work rule 
changes. 


According to Riedel, "a majority of the recent settle- 


ments encompassed some changes in work rules that 
were costing customers money and having an adverse 
economic effect." He said that these changes, too, were 
made with the "100 per cent cooperation" of the union 
leaders. 


LARSEN ATTRIBUTED much of the productivity 


rise to work rule changes, too. He cited as an example 
the bricklayers' contract, which changed the winter 
work schedule so that Saturday, formerly an automatic 
overtime work day, is now a makeup day if less than 40 
hours are accumulated. 


He said these types of changes "get building com- 


pleted faster at no additional cost," an advantage for 
both builder and businessman. 


Carl Guse, vice president of Miller Davis Co. also 


credited the apprenticeship programs to the high pro- 
ductivity in the Chicago area. 


Winter hard on your home 


Millions of Americans are breathing 


a sigh of relief at making it through 
one of the worst winters in the coun- 
try's history. But they may not realize 
that their houses may have suffered 
either exterior or interior damage — 
or both — because of the harsh weath- 
er. 


"After a winter like we had, chan- 


ces are that some damage was caused 
to many dwellings," said Roy A. Hut- 
chens, supervisor of the company's 
paint shop. "People should make a 
thorough inspection of their houses in 
the spring to determine the extent of 
damage and then take steps to correct 
any problems." 


SHRINKAGE OF exterior wood 


caused by freezing and lack of humid- 
ity inside presents a major problem to 
homes. 


"Warming temperatures will cause 


wood to expand and separate, ex- 
posing backsides to moisture," Hut- 
chens said. "The moisture drawn 
back through the wood by warming 
will cause peeling and any time you 
get a break in the paint film, you lose 
protection."

needs to be puttied together before re- 
painting. Hairline cracks in interior 
walls can be patched with a spackling 
compound before repainting, 


L u m b e r movement caused by 


changing extremes can lead to ex- 
cessive cracking of caulking around 
windows. Hutchens suggested recaulk- 
ing with a more flexible, and probably 
more expensive caulking, one which 
will move with the wood. 


"SOMETIMES 
DAMAGE 
won't 


show up for several months when the 
temperature reaches the warm ex- 
treme," Hutchens said. "Don't be 
fooled into thinking no damage has 
occurred simply because you don't 
see it right away. Make periodic 
checks throughout the spring and into 
summer." 


Ice accumulation damages drive- 


ways, walks, foundations and roofs, 
said E. E. Beroth, supervisor of Rey- 
nolds' woodworking shop. 


"Many people don't realize what 


damage ice can do to concrete block, 
brick and blacktop," Beroth said. 
"Melting snow and ice can cause set- 
tling and consequently cracks in the 
footing of the house, driveways and 
walks, and possibly water in a cellar. 
About all you can do is to keep water 
from accumulating at the footing and 
patch the cracks that appear." 


Proper drainage is important in 


preventing an accumulation of water 
at the footing. If present drainage is 
interrupted, a new drainage ditch 
should be dug to channel water away 
from the house. Gutters, if damaged 


by ice, should be repaired to aid in 
proper drainage. 


IF GUTTERS ARE frozen or dam- 


aged, they may cause melting snow to 
back up under roofing shingles. This 
is particularly true on a roof with a 
shallow pitch. The water damages the 
wood underneath and causes leakage. 


"You can usually tell better from 


inside if damage to the roof has oc- 
curred," Beroth said. "Water may be 
leaking inside. Replace shingles that 
have been damaged by water or those 
turned brittle by the cold. Also check 
around chimneys and vents to see if 
caulking is cracked. You may need to 
recaulk." 


Beroth said that increased 
in- 


sulation in attics could help prevent 
water damage by keeping the snow on 
the roof from melting before ice in the 
gutters, thus avoiding a backup of wa- 
ter. 


Close inspections should be made of 


windows and doors since they would 
be affected a great deal by settling. 


Freezing and bursting pipes are 


serious problems associated with win- 
ter. Don Maner, of the Reynolds' engi- 
neering department, offers several 
tips in retarding the freezing of pipes. 


Maner suggests wrapping exposed 


pipes with heat-tracing tape or fiber- 
glass insulation. The use of freeze-fi- 
proof faucets outside will help in pre- 
venting the faucet from freezing and 
bursting. Outside pipes not used dur- 
ing the winter should be installed with 
cut-off valves and drained. Pipes out- 
side and below ground should be bur- 
ied at least two feet.

lations in the East and Midwest, both 
developers and industry find "the op- 
tions are either fight or switch," Ster- 
nlieb said. "And a fair number of 
them are switching." 


Without a good housing supply, Ster- 


nlieb said, an area loses its appeal to 
nonresidential development. To illus- 
trate that point, Sternlieb noted that 
the North Central region of the coun- 
try has lost nearly 600,000 manufac-

turing jobs between 1970 and 1975. 


AREA DEVELOPERS agree with 


Sternlieb's assessment. 


F r e d H i l l ma n , president of 


Chesterfield Builders, said developers 
here may be forced into the remodel- 
ing business if things don't change. 


"That may be all there is left," he 


said. 


Bill Kennedy, of Kennedy Brothers 


Inc., said "I'm sure it has passed 
through all our minds how much long- 


er we are going to be in business." 


Sternlieb said the real impact is 


only beginning to be felt. 


"The price is your kids aren't going 


to be' able to find housing," he said. 


Noting that the word housing has 


had implications of race and poverty 
for years. Sternlieb said the word 
soon is going to take on a new mean- 
ing. "People are now going to be say- 
ing it doesn't apply to those people, it 
applies to me."

For 
example, ask who will pay for basic improvements such 
as water lines and roads." 


to HELP CONSUMERS make prudent land-purchase 


decisions, Mackle's firm has mihlished a brochure con- 
taining specific points the potential land buyer should 
investigate. 


Among the suggestions offered in the brochure is a 


trip to the library. 


"If the developer is a public company, check its per- 


formance and prospects in Standard & Poor's or 
Moody's stock guide," Mackle said. "Investigate credit 
ratings in the Dun & Bradstreet directory. And the Wall 
Street Journal Index will lead you to any news articles 
— either pro or con —that might affect your purchase."

Incentives 
urged to boost 
inner-city loans 


Congress should focus Its attention 


on incentives to promote mortgage 
tending in inner-city neighborhoods 
and rural communities, rather thin 
create a further paperwork burden for 
financial institutions, according to Ed- 
win B. Brooks Jr. 


A f t « r e x p r e s s l n g a number 


of regulatory and economic reserva- 
tions about the proposed Community 
Investment Act, the Richmond, Vs., 
savings and loan executive called upon 
the Senate Banking Committee to en- 
courage "loans not lists" for the 
home-buying public. 


As introduced, the bill directs the 


federal financial supervisory agencies 
to emphasize "credit needs" in the 
primary savings service areas of de- 
pository institutions applying for new 
branch office locations, and similar 
regulatory approvals. The bill also 
would require periodic reporting and 
d i s c l o s u r e from institutions con- 
cerning deposits obtained from, and 
the amount of credit extended in, an 
institution's primary savings service 
area. 


Brooks, testifying on behalf of tbe 


U.S. League of Savings Associations 
and its 4,fiOO-member savings and loan 
associations nationwide, said that his 
organization vlwed the Community 
Reinvestment Act as a continuation of 
the Home Mortgage Disclosure Act 
approved by the 94th Congress. 


"We would repeat our judgment 


that the (HMOA) exercise has been 
time-consuming, costly and unproduc- 
tive for the vast majority of depos- 
itory Institutions located in SMSAs 
across the country where 'redlining' is 
not considered a problem," Brooks 
told the legislators. 


He expressed concern about the col- 


lection and distribution of savings ac- 
count data as called for in the bill. 


"This raises serious questions of 


privacy and potential abuse for institu- ,, 
tions and their savings customers . . . 
periodic disclosure of areas of high 
savings concentration could provide a 
'gold mine' of information not only of 
interest to competing institutions, but 
information which could attract the 
attention of door-to-door salesmen, di- 
rect mail advertisers, and so forth," 
Brooks said. 


"The housing market will pay the 


price" if savings and loan associ- 
ations are denied convenient locations 
for attracting savings customers as a 
result of the bill, he said. The markets 
for savings accounts and for loans are 
often distinct and separate. 


Facilities to attract savings should 


be available In downtown locations 
near jobs, or in retirement commu- 
nities, he noted, while branches 
needed to serve home lending activity 
may be found where younger families 
live in bedroom neighborhoods and 
suburbs. 


Brooks challenged the notion that 


savings activity coincides with mort- 
gage loan demand. He also said that 
the Community Reinvestment Act 
"erects new barriers to the movement 
of capital" and is potentially destruc- 
tive to the secondary markets which 
stabilize the housing economy in tight 
money periods and serve to channel 
funds from institutions with excess 
savings to those with high credit 
needs — such as urban neighbor- 
hoods. 


"We also take exception to the no- 


tion that our credit practices initiate 
neighborhood decline," Brooks said in 
response to other testimony received 
by the senate committee. 


"There are many, many factors be- 


sides lending decisions which contrib- 
ute to urban decay — poor municipal 
services, code enforcement, local tax 
policies, educational facilities, trans- 
portation. job opportunities, etc. What 
is often needed Is a total community 
eifort to arrest urban decay and re- 
vitalize urban neighborhoods." 


Savings and loan associations are 


participating In such coordinated ef- 
forts he said, citing the Neighborhood 
Housing Services projects in more 
than 30 cities and the growing popu- 
larity of mortgage loan review boards 
to reconsider rejected home loan ap- 
plicants in various cities across the 
country.

Schaumburg 
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Housing demand will rise with growth 
Elk Grove land value to increase 


If past experience is any indication, 


the growth foreseen for Elk Grove 
Village should help push up property 
values and increase the demand for 
housing in that suburb. 


So says William H. Brown, sales 


manager for Village on the Lake, a 
condominium community by United 
Development Company in Elk Grove 
Village. 


Brown referred to figures of the 


Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission that forecast a growth of Elk 
Grove Village's population to 56,900 
persons by the year 2000 from 20,346 
in the 1970 census. That's a 179 per 
cent jump. 


Elk Grove Village has been stimu- 


lated to grow by the existence of the 
Kennedy Expressway, the Northwest 
Tollway, the Chicago & North Western 
and Milwaukee Road commuter rail- 
roads, the Elk Grove Village industri- 
al park and O'Hare International Air- 
port.

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Capital gains required if you 're not living in home 


Home ownership, Uncle Sam de- 


cided a long time ago, is a socially 
desirable thing. If it's socially desir- 
able it should be encouraged. 


And what better way to encourage 


it than to give the homeowner a nice 
tax break when he sells one home and' 
buys a replacement? 


Dear Mr. Campbell: We paid $16,000 


for a double 14 years ago and could 
sell it for $23,000 today. The house we 
live in now cost $27.000 and could sell 
for $37,noo. If we sold both homes, 
what price home would we have to 
buy to avoid the 22 per cent capital 
gains tax? Mrs. J. M. (Long Beach, 
Calif.) 


A. Lumping the two pieces of prop- 


erty together, I'm afraid, is some- 
thing of a "no-no." 
.As you obviously know, all capital 
gains is deferred when you sell your 
home at a profit and buy, and occupy, 
a replacement costing at least as 
much 84 the adjusted sales price of 


your old home. But the key iiere is 
that the home must be your "personal 
place of residence," in this respect 
double you bought 14 years ago 
that the home must be your "personal 
place of residence/' in this .respect 
the double you bought 14 years ago 
doesn't fill the bill. 


On this basis, then, if you buy a re- 


placement" home costing at' least 
$37,000 (or whatever the adjusted 
sales price would be on the one you're 
living in and selling), you'll be off the 
hook as far as a capital gains tax is 
concerned. On the earlier house, the 
double, which I assume is now a rent- 
al property, you're going to' have to 
pay the capital gains tax — half of 
your profit will be tax-free, that is, 
and the other half will be taxed at 
your normal rate.

Dear Mr. Campbell: I bought a 


small house out of state through a 
real estate company there and they 
stated they would handle the rental 
until I retired and moved in. Last Oc- 
tober the tenant moved out owing 35 


days' rent (no security or damage de- 
posit was required by the company). 


I have contacted the company and 


told them I think they should pay me 
the rent owed because it was their re- 
sponsibility to, collect the rent. I am 
paying the company 10 per cent, but 
no written contract was signed. The 
companv has refused to pay me until 
they collect from the tenant, but I've 
had no word as of this date. -Is this 
company legally responsible to pay 
me, regardless of whether they collect 
or not? Mr. J. L. C. (Philadelphia, 
Pa.) 


A. You may have right on your side 


here, but I'm afraid you are going to 
have a rough time collecting it in the 
absence of a written contract. I'm 
rather surprised that a professional in 
the real estate business would enter 
into this sort of an arrangement with 
you without a contract. In some re- 
spects the real estate broker was tak- 
ing a bigger chance than you were. 


If, otherwise, the company's ser- 


vices have been all right, I would cer- 
tainly — and immediately — insist on 
a written contract spelling 'out the • 
matter of rent, the company's com- 
mission, security deposit, and what- 
not. , Cross your 'fingers that they 
catch up with your errant former ten- 
ant. 


Dear.-Mr. .Campbell: When I gave- 


up my recent apartment, my landlady 
said she would mail me my security 
deposit. When I finally received it, 
she bad-deducted an amount to cover 
the cost and labor of installing a new 
sink in the bathroom. She never con- 


sulted me and, since I did not do any 
laundering in the apartment, I cannot 
imagine how I could have ruined iti 
Also, the tenant before me (now" out of" 
town) said the sink was in that condi- 
tion while he occupied the apartment. 
Any advice will be greatly appre- 
ciated.

A. I think your ex-landlady is rip- 


ping you off for ordinary maintenance 
and replacement that she is supposed 
to absorb.- I don't know how much 
money is involved (probably not 
enough to make suing worthwhile), 
but it might be worth it to hire a law- 
yer to drop her a stern letter.

Public works spending on increase 


Federal public works spending was 


a key factor in sustaining construction 
activity In February, according to 
data obtained and analyzed by the F. 
W. Dodge Division of McGraw-Hill In- 
formation Systems Co. 


The construction authority reported 


a February total of about $7.5 billion 
in contracts, for new construction proj- 
ects of all kinds, an increase of 14 per 
cent over the total last year. 


The seasonally adjusted Dodge In- 


dex of construction contract value 
(1967-100) was 207 in February, little 
changed from January's 203, 


A LEADING ANALYST of the con- 


struction market, McGraw-Hill pro- 
duces Dodge Reports on construction 
activity and Sweet's Catalog Files of 
construction product information. 


"Disbursement of the first $2 billion 


in grants to communities under the 
Local Public Works Act of 1976 ap- 
pears to have inducted a spurt of con- 
tracting for 
highways and sew- 


er/wator construction in February," 
said George A. Christie, vice presi- 
dent and chief economist for F. W. 
Dodge, 


"It is expected that as the economy's 


recovery strengthens over the balance 
of 1977 and into 1978. rising industrial 
and commercial building will gradu- 
ally displace the present need for this 
form of stimulation. In the meantime, 
however, these special public works 
funds are effectively filling a void," 
the economist said. 


Contracts for nonresidential build- 


ing, where most of the weakness in 
construction markets is concentrated, 
were down 3 per cent in February to 
about $1.9 billion. 


"Industrial construction, off 12 per 


cent in the latest month, continued to 
reflect the underutilization of existing 
capacity, as industry's operating rate 
crept back to 77 per cent following the 
January setback," Christie said. 


Contracting for retail buildings, 


such as stores and shopping centers, 
however, showed a February gain. 


THE VALUE OF residential build- 


ing in February totaled about $3.4 bil- 
lion for a 34 per cent Increase over 
the year-earlier amount. As in recent 
months, February's 
housing data 


showed that apartments now make up* 
a significantly higher proportion of to- 
tal starts than they did at this time in 
1976. 


Nonbullding construction value, at 


about $2.2 billion in February, was up 
4 per cent, "largely because of the 
stimulus provided by federal public 
w o r k s spending," Christie said. 
"Highway projects, which had been 
declining in 1976, are now rising and

You bet you can repair 4 
that old hole in the wall

Dear House Dot cor: A hole was ac- 


cluntaUy made in a wall inside my 
home. I am told that the wall mate- 
rial is gypsum board and appears to 
be about one-half inch thick. The hole 
Is almost circular and about four 
inches in diameter. Is it possible for 
an inexperienced homeowner to make 
a repair? W.J.P. 


A. The repair can certainly be 


made when I supply the information 
and you supply the perspiration. I will 
even offer you a choice of two meth- 
ods. 


For one method, you will need a 


piece of gypsumboard about one inch 
larger in each dimension than the 
hole to be repaired, and a small 
amount of drywall cement. Tools re- 
quired are a keyhole saw, a knife and 
a putty knife 


Mark the wall around the hole and 


' r 


, Eft, 9 OF 
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use the saw to cut a square or rec- 
tangular opening. A "blowout" patch 
or plug is made from the new piece of 
gypsumboard to fit into the hole. 


Cut and remove the rough facing 


paper on the back of the piece and the 
gypsumboard filler, leaving the front 
paper extending on all sides. Use a 
piece of medium grit sandpaper to 
feather the back edge of the paper. 


Apply the joint cement to the edges 


of the hole. Also apply a very thin 
coat of cement to the back of the pa- 
per, then insert the plug into the wall. 
Use the putty knife to squeeze out any 
•irplus cement from beneath the fac-

ing paper. It may also be necessary to 
apply a thin layer of cement over the 
edges of this overlapping paper. This 
completes the job except for painting. 


The second method consists of 


slightly bevelling the edges of the 
hole. A piece of hardware cloth or 
metal lath is cut slightly larger than 
the hole. Tie strings to this and insert 
it through the hole, securing it in 
place by tying the strings to a pencil 
or rod placed across the surface. 


Either spackle or joint cement can 


be used for this repair. Fill the edges 
of the opening first and allow the ma- 
terial to set. You can then remove the 
pencil and strings and complete filling 
the hole, pressing the paste well back 
so that some of it penetrates the 
spaces in the metal backing. After the 
filling material hardens, the surface 
can be smoothed by sandpapering if 
this appears necessary.

Mrs. A. K. — The chemicals sug- 


gested for removing soot from a 
chimney can be dangerous to use. 
They can start a flue fire that may 
spread to the roof or attic. Have the 
flue cleaned by someone with experi- 
ence in this work. 


J..I.F. — The frost that forms on the 


underside of the roof in your attic is 
due to insufficient ventilation in the 
attic. Additional louvers should be in- 
stalled. 


J.M. — Sand in the water supply is 


causing the damage to the valve seats 
in the cold water faucets. You can in- 
stall a filter to remove it, or even a 
tank into which the sand will settle 
before the water reaches the faucets. 


Cracked Filler 
Dear Hnu.se Doctor: I have a very 


good paneled door at the front en- 
trance. Hairline cracks have devel- 
oped in several panels. These are too 
narrow to permit the use of wood 
plastic. What do you suggest? A.M. 


A, I agree that wood plastic cannot 


be used because it is made of saw- 
dust, but you have a choice of oth- 
er products such as wood putty, glaz- 
ing compound or caulking, All can be 
painted.

Dear House Doctor: We recently 


moved into a 10-year-old home. We 
occasionally hear a sharp, snapping 
and popping noise in the attic. It oc- 
curs more often in summer than in 
winter. Have you heard of such a 
problem before? Mrs. C. M. 


A. Either someone is up there eat- 


ing a popular cereal, or the noise is 
due to expansion and contraction of 
structure members caused by temper- 
ature changes. I suspect the latter. 


We receive several complaints like 


yours every year. There is no prac- 
tical way to pinpoint the exact loca- 
tion of the offending members so cor- 
rective measures can be taken, as you 
must be in the attic at that point when 
the noise occurs.

Efflorescence 


Dear House Doctor: I have a ce- 


ment wall on which a white fuzz 
forms. I read about this once but I do 
not remember the explanation. Also, 
is it possible to get reprints of your 
articles? W.R E. 


A, This condition is called efflores- 


cence and is caused by moisture pass- 
ing through the masonry and bringing 
lime to the surface. The removal 
method used by masons is to place 10 
quarts of cold water in a wood or 
enamelled bucket. 


Slowly add one pint of muriatic acid 


while stirring with a wood paddle. 
Avoid splashing. Apply this to the 
wall with a scrubbing brush. Do a 
small area at a time and rinse thor- 
oughly after two or three minutes. 


After rinsing, neutralize any re- 


maining acid by applying a solution of 
one pint of household ammonia mixed 
with two gallons of water.

serious burns, so wear rubber gloves, 
old clothing and protect your eyes 
with goggles.

fessional house inspector to determine 
if there is anything to worry about. I 
prefer to draw up an agreement of 
sale making it subject to a favorable 
job. 


In the agreement of sale, you must 


specify what type of professional will 
be retained. The usual clause In- 
dicates that a registered professional 
engineer be used. If there is a house 
inspector you know of, you can speci- 
fy his name directly in the agree- 
ment. 


The seller will no doubt argue that 


he does not want to sign an agree-

ment of sale with this contingency. He 
will swear there is nothing wrong with 
the house and threaten to sell it to 
somebody else. 


At this point, you can put him on 


the spot by saying that he has nothing 
to worry about if the house is in good 
condition — or, "What is be trying to 
hide?"

it's tiie first time in our married life 
that I have had the room for a work- 
shop of my own. 


But there's a fly in the ointment. 


Every time I try to use a motor-driv- 
en tool, the television set does funny 
things. The picture is distorted, things 
dance around, etc. I have three chil- 
dren, and they'd rather give up their 
parents than the television set. 


Since I go to work every day, I can 


only work in my shop evenings and on 
weekends. But that's when the kids 
are home. So we have a big problem. 
Is there any solution?—Help this dad- 
dy! 


Interference of this kind is often 


caused by the fact that your motor 
driven tool is connected to the same 
circuit as the television set. 


If using a different circuit does not 


solve the problem, you might try buy- 
ing a special condenser at an elec- 
trical store. This should stop the dis- 
turbances you are experiencing. The 
condenser should T» connected be- 
tween the motor of your appliance 
and the wiring of the bouse (following 
directions carefully - if in doubt, 
have an electrician do it for you). 


I feel confident that one of these two 


methods will work. 


Dear Mr. Meltzer: The gas crisis 


has taken on disaster proportions. The 
President has rightly asked us to turn 
our thermostats down at night, as 
well as during the day. 


Until a few months ago, we had a 


thermostat that went down automati- 
cally at night and up again in the 
morning. Unfortunately, that thermo- 
stat broke and we had to have it re- 
placed with one which must be ad- 
justed manually. The man who in- 
stalled it claimed that self-adjusting 
thermostats were no longer available. 
As heat is not visible and human 
beings tend to be forgetful, many 
nights we forget to turn down the 
thermostat. 


Is it true that these thermostats are 


no longer available? —Conserving 
energy. 


Approximately 30 yars ago, stan- 


dard equipment for a dwelling includ- 
ed a clock type thermostat It had ad- 
justments which usually turned the 
heat off at night, and on again in the 
morning. The theory was that the 
heater would not run needlessly while 
people were sleeping. 


There was also a version of this 


thermostat that automatically lowered 
the setting at night, and raised it in 
the morning. 


However, the United States was liv- 


ing in an era of cheap energy. There- 
fore, these thermostats went out of 
vogue. For the past 15 years it has 
been impossible to have this type of 
device installed. Any electrician who 
received this request tried to talk the 
homeowner out of it, claiming that the 
savings did not amount to anything. 


Because of this, the supply of such 
thermostats became almost non-exis- 
tent. 


Some of these thermostats are still 


around, though difficult to find. Per- 
haps if more homeowners started to 
request them, we would find that they 
would become a standard item again. 


Dear Mr. Meltzer: It's hard to be- 


lieve; but I heard on radio this morn- 
ing that spring is just a matter of 
days away. 


With the advent of spring, I'm 


thinking about painting a wicker set 
of furniture that has been stored in 
my basement for a number of years. 
It's really a nice set, but badly in 
need of a little rejuvenation.

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Logan Square used as an example 
Myth of mortgage demands told 


by KONNI L. SCHEIER 
United Press International 


Chicago's West Side Logan Square 


neighborhood is a middle-class com- 
munity dotted^wlth 50-year-old gray 
stone houses. 


It is home to working class people 


— Latino and white — and looks 
southeast over a neighborhood pegged 
by mortgage bankers as "racially 
changing." 


The head of a nationwide coalition 


of community groups, in remarks pre- 
pared for delivery to a Senate com- 
mittee in Washington recently used 
the story of Logan Square as proof a 
neighborhood with few conventionally 
mortgaged homes is not necessarily 
short on mortgage demand. 


Exploding the myth of "lack of de- 


mand" should be a prime cmcern of 
community reinvestment legislation, 
Gale Cincotta, chairwoman of Nation- 


al Peoples Action, told the.Senate 
Banking Committee in presenting a 
more stringent version of a commu- 
nity reinvestment bill introduced by 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis. 


MRS. CINCOTTA, who heads the 


Metropolitan Area Housing Alliance in 
Chicago, quoted a 1975 study of mort- 
gage demand in Logan'Square, which 
she said concludes a lack of con- 
ventional home mortgaging does not 
reflect a lack of demand. 


Instead, she said, conventional lend- 


ing was replaced by federally insured 
mortgaging in a southeast portion of 
Logan Square bordering the Humboldt 
Park and Hermosa neighborhoods, 
sections with sizable black 
popu- 


lations. 


The 1975 study, by the Center for 


Urban Affairs at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, indicated that 93 per cent of 
the buyers in the southeast "redlined" 


area of Logan Square were refused 
conventioal financing and forced to 
take federally subsidized (FHA) mort- 
gages, despite the fact they were able 
to afford relatively high down pay- 
ments, Mrs. Cincotta said. 


At the same time, she said, 90 per 


cent of the nomebuyers in the Avon- 
dale and Irving Park communities, 


northwest of Logan Square and far re- 
moved from the racially changing 
areas, managed to get conventional fi- 
nancing with relatively low down pay- 
ments. 


"The study concluded race may 


have been a factor," Mrs. Cincotta 
said. "There was a higher percentage 
of Spanish-speaking buyers in the 
area of heavy FHA lending."

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Renters urged to get insurance 


It may be cheaper for singles end 


young families to rent a house or an 
apartment instead of trying to buy a 
place of their own. But, the Insurance 
Information Institute says, the advan- 
tages of renting over buying could lit- 
erally go up in smoke if a rented 
dwelling isn't protected by property 
and liability insurance. 


It's important for those who rent 


homes or apartment* to understand 
their loss exposures. For example, 
even though a landlord may have In- 
surance to cover the building or com- 
plex, that insurance would not usually 


provide either property or liability 
protection for tenants. Nor would it 
provide for defense or settlement 
costs or pay medical 'expenses if 
someone were injured in an accident 
in a rented home. 


An example of the confusion sur- 


rounding a tenant's liability for dam- 
age or injuries arising out of an in- 
cident in a rented dwelling is illus- 
trated in one case of a kitchen grease 
fire. The tenant was heating grease in 
a fry pan when the grease ignited. 
The resulting fire demolished the- 
apartment kitchen. Repair costs ex- 


Mortgage loans on rise 


The Federal Home Loan Bank 


of Chicago reports that savings 
and loan associations in Cook 
County made 4t per cent more 
mortgage loans in January 1977 
than during January 1976. 


The 156 Cook County savings 


and loans made $210.6 million 
worth of mortgage loans in 
January 1977 and $149,2 million in 
January 1976. 


Total savings of Cook County 


associations rose $196.6 million in 
January 1977 versus a gain of 
$221,7 million in January 1976. 


On the national level, associ- 


ation loan closings totaled $5.37 
billion in January, a 24 per cent 
decrease from December's closing 
of $7.1 billion. This decrease Is 
t y p i c a l of seasonal pattern, 
whereby loan closings tend to fall 
in the first months of the year. 


January's closings, however, 


were up 39 per cent from a year 
earlier, setting a record high for 
the month. National loan closings 
are expected to be strong in the 
months ahead, as commitments 
continue to run at high levels.

Commerce Dept. and the Dept. of 
Housing and Urban Development said 
that of the 1,026,000 new homes built 
in 1976, almost half had central air- 
conditioning.

place.

the statistics showed. 


Nearly one half of the new homes 


built last year had 1,600 or more 
square feet of living space. 


The median cost of a new home dur- 


ing 1976 was $44,300.

In many cases, accidents oc- 
curring away from the home or'apart- 
ment also ere covered if the tenant, a 
member of his or her family or a 
family pet is held to be responsible. .

trauma of them all 


A young Harrington mother of eight 


cringes at her label, complaining that 
it brings to mind "an old dump of a 
woman, ready for the settee and not 
much else." 


Another woman in her sixties re- 


calls that her first few weeks were 
synonymous with the "casserole bri- 
gade" — a crew of friends and neigh- 
bors who said all the wrong things 
and disappeared when she was ready 
to enjoy parties and dinner in- 
vitations. 


Widow, writes author and widow 


Lynn Caine, is a "harsh and hurtful 
word. It comes from the Sanskrit and 
means empty." Eleven million women 
in this country are coping with that 
empty word, and their numbers are 
increasing. Caire points out that one 
out of every six women over 21 is wid- 
owed, and the average age is 56, a 
figure the census bureau says is drop- 
ping. Chances are one out of five 
American children will lose a parent 
to death before the child reaches 16. 


Confronting what one counselor 


called "the greatest trauma of them 
all" is a lonely business for most wid- 
ows. The subject has rated little sci- 
entific work, and a death-denying 
society urges widows to follow the 
stoic social example of a Jacqueline 
Kennedy — the tearless queen who 
keeps a stiff upper lip throughout her 
ordeal. 


BUT THE KEY to surviving the 


emotional pain of widowhood is not to 
treat the condition as a disease but to 
"admit the pain and explore it com- 
pletely," says the Rev. Lee Joesten, 
a member of Lutheran General's pas- 
toral care staff and founder of the Des 
Plalnes chapter of Theos, a non-de-

nominational group for the widowed. 


Numbness, guilt and "how-could- 


you-leave-me-alone" anger at her hus- 
band are common denominators in al- 
most every widow's experience, says 
the Rev. Mr. Joesten. Whether these 
feelings are expressed through tears, 
irritation with the children or impul- 
sive and expensive vacations, they' 
should not be ignored. 


"Some people may move away from 


the area or make, other drastic 
changes hi an attempt to get over 
their grief as soon as possible . . . 
they think that if they hold their 
breath and let time pass, everything 
will be O.K. But it isn't — if t h e y 
carry the pain inside, it comes out lat- 
er -as a physical problem or an embit- 
tered personality." 


"You're trying to focus on the pre- 


sent, but it's a long, hard process. 
You have to identify what the person 
meant to you, accept the fact that he 
or she is gone, and reinvest in oth- 
ers," Joesten says. "It's just like the 
adolescent years — you have to risk 
and redefine yourself. 


Barbara Csoka, a Palatine mother 


of four, remembers her "crazy peri- 
od" well. Almost a year after her 
husband's sudden illness and death on 
a family vacation three and a half 


years ago, the Csokas' 2-year-old 
daughter died In an accident near 
their home. 


Her grief took many forms, but 


Mrs. Csoka recalls showering extra 
presents on her pretcen children ("I 
hate to remember how much I spent 
on those kids that first Christmas," 
she says with a rueful smile) and oc- 
casionally found herself losing concen- 
tration, on the road. 


Her antidote was l> "sit tight" 


emotionally. She took a part-time job 
as a school bus driver a year and a 
half after her husband's death, but 
made a conscious effort to "take 
things as they come . . . one day at a 
time." 


"Everyone says it, but it's really 


true," says Mrs. Csoka, sipping coffee 
before her afternoon driving stint. 
"Staving busy helps, but I try not to 
think much about next year." 


Redefining oneself as a single per- 


son instead of half a couple is often 
harder" for women, says Dr. Raymond 
Carey, director of research and eval- 
uations at Lutheran General. In a re- 
cent study of 119 widows and widow- 
ers of patients who died at the hospi- 
tal, Dr. Carey discovered the men 
handled the death of the spouse better 
than the women did. 


'Part of that advantage is based on 


economics. The terror-stricken widow 
who's never written a check in her life 
is disappearing, and according to the 
U.S. Labor Department 25 per cent of 
all widows are working. But for many 
older widows wills, trusts and Social 
Security benefits are bewildering, and 
according to Dolores Bonfield, founder

of a Glen Ellyn-based group for the 
recently widowed, those topics are the 
most popular at the group's monthly 
meetings. 


According to Lynn Caine, only two 


to three per cent of widows get any 


., money.Jrom their -husbands' private 
industry pension plans, and in Dr. 
Carey's study 83 per cent of the wom- 
en had annual incomes less than 
$10,000 (85 per cent of the men had 
incomes over $10,000). 


TERRI KEPPER of the Consumer 


Credit Project in Barrington says 
credit discrimination against widowed 
•women is still ">a terrific problem," 
and as one former housewife pointed 
out after taking a job shortly after her 
husband's death: "I can make it on 
the Social Security and insurance, but 
they don't allow for any luxuries." 


But a financial upper hand isn't the 


only advantage widowers hold, ac- 
cording to Dr. Carey. Women often in- 
vest more psychic energy and emo- 
tion in a marriage than their hus- 
bands do, and' if a wife bases her so- 
cial status as the-wife of Dr. John 
Smith, his death can have a devas- 
tating effect. 


Dolores Bonfield says both men and 


women feel the effects of the "fifth 
wheeler" syndrome, and Dr. Carey's 
study showed loneliness is a fact of i 
life for both sexes. But only a quarter 
of Carey's widowers said loneliness 
was a major problem; more than half 
the widows said so. Clearly, the "ex- 
tra woman" stigma is still in effect. 


"People try to 'fix yon up at first, 


but when! it starts sinking in that 
you're left out of group situations, it 
hurts," says Mrs. Csoka. "I do feel 
like an extra person or the spare 
woman — though my widowed friends 
and I joke that we wouldn't want their 
husbands anyhow." 


Her job, camping trips with her 


children and gatherings with Nairn, a 


Catholic group for the widowed, help 
keep Mrs. Csoka busy. But she still 
maintains "one big luxury" — an un- 
limited call pack for late-night phone 
calls so "I can talk for two hours if I 
want to — if you don't watch yourself 
you can lose a lot of adult contacts." 


Mrs. Csoka recalls that she and her 


husband treated remarriage lightly: 
"We used to kid each other that if 
either one died, the other would be 
remarried in a year," she says with a 
smile. "At firsts I thought it was the 
only, answer. But I'm doing O.K. now 
— once you start being independent, 
it's kind of nice. I'm not totally, satis- 
fied, but it's up to me to find the an- 
swer. I'm better off this way than 
jumping into something for con- 
venience." 


A higher life expectancy for women 


and a social tendency for men to mar- 
ry younger women means many wid- 
ows will not remarry. Widows out- 
numbered widowers two to one in Dr. 
Carey's study (a figure that follows 
national averages), and 20 per cent of 
his widowers had remarried after one 
year; none of the widows had done so. 
But if remarriage isn't always an al- 
ternative, does a sexual relationship 
have to go by the boards, too? 


Researcher Paul Gebhardj in a re- 


cent study of 632 white women who 
had been divorced, widowed or sepa- 
rated, discovered 82 per cent of the 
divorced women engaged in extra- 
marital sex, compared with 43 per 
cent of the widows. This ratio was 
true of all age groups. Gebhard theo- 
rized that the trauma of a husband's 
death and society's pressure to re- 
main "loyal" contributed to the lower 
figure, despite the recent "sexual rev- 
olution" ballyhoo. 


The subject is one that ''no one 


talks about but everyone would love 
to," said one widow in her late 
thirties. "We were raised to believe in 
virginity, but what happens when 


you're not married any more? There's 
still a real double standard among 
older men, and most widows I know 
are doing without." 


ANOTHER WIDOW WHO isn't in- 


terested in remarriage still misses a 
sexual relationship, but while her 
friends urge her to have an affair, she 
"hasn't out of principle — and admits 
it's "a hell of a problem." 


While establishing outside relation- 


ships is a major concern for a widow, 
so is maintaining a close one with her 
children throughout the bereavement 
process. Helping a child adjust to the 
loss of a parent requires sensitivity 
and a willingness to explore emotions 
openly, says Dr. Joesten, and those 
qualities may be missing if a mother 
is anxious to hide her own pain from 
the children. 


But children have the same fears 


and fantasies about death that adults 
do — and while too much discussion 
can be as bad as none at all, "parents 
"may make a lot of false assumptions" 
about what their children understand 
or feel, he adds. 


Taunts from schoolmates and in- 


cidents such as a daughter balking at 
the idea of a car ride after her father 
was killed in a car accident are com- 
mon, writes Eda LeShan in her new 
book for children, "Learning to Say 
Goodbye." Accepting that such ac- 
tions are normal is half the battle, she 
adds. 


Barbara Csoka leafs slowly through 


a woman's magazine, looking for a 
story on the survivors of a Nazi prison 
camp. The similarities to her own sit- 
uation are there, she says firmly. 


"I'm a survivor . . . we all are. I 


worry about my children — how their 
father's and sister's death has affect- 
ed them, and the fact that my son 
doesn't have any role models. But 
you've got to keep functioning and the 
rest will come. Death has been here, 
but I've made it. That's what counts." 


Old pictures reflect their times 


Almost every attic or old cupboards 


and chests will yield pictures of some 
kind — whether family photos, faded 
prints or an oil still life by Aunt Min- 
nie. Often the frames are more valu- 
able than the contents, but it is wise 
to examine the picture very carefully 
before disposing of it. Oil paintings 
were a sort of status symbol in the 
Victorian era, and Illustrations of inte- 
riors of homes show every wall 
adorned — no crowded — with or- 
nate frames hanging from long tas- 
sclcd cords. 


Many of these were not skillfully 


painted, any more than the hordes of 
landscapes and florals now appearing 
at the various "starving 
artists" 


shows about the country. But they do 
have value as representative of a pe- 
riod and lifestyle different from our 
own. 


PORTRAITS ARE probably most 


salable. Many persons will buy well 
painted "instant ancestor" oils to 
hang above the mantel and pass off as

their own. Some friends of mine 
bought Uncle Calvin (that just had to 
be his name, we decided) when we 
vacationed out East. He is of firm and 
unwavering countenance, wears a 
clerical collar and keeps a close 
watch on the goings on in the family 
room. In fact, he bears a striking re- 
semblance to the family as time goes 
on! 


Miniature paintings are 
usually 


more valuable than larger ones. The 
art of tiny delicate painting was popu- 
lar in early Victorian d?vs, and many 
museums display such pictures of 
well known persons. 


I RECENTLY SAW a "first" for me 


— although I had heard of them — a 
set of three painted window shades of 


. canvas, one of which is shown in the 
picture. They were done in Phila- 
delphia for a union hall during the 
early days of the American labor 
movement and illustrate the advan- 
tages of the union laborer's life. They 
are believed to be the only complete 
set of their kind in existence today. 
Where we now can hear the ladies 
garment workers sing their excellence 
on TV, then they extolled their virtues 
on window shades. 


These shades are excellent exam- 


ples of "naive" or folk art. The other 
two of the set show union workers go- 
ing blithely and happily to their jobs 
or busy at work. The shade pictured 
depicts the happy union member's 
family, surrounded by luxuries (in- 
cluding a painted shade at their win- 
dow). 


THE SHADES are on display and 


for sale at The Mews, a new complex 


of historic and commercial buildings 
in New Harmony, Ind. New Harmony, 
a most "untouristy" tourist attrac- 
tion, is located on the banks of the 
Wabash in southern Indiana. There is 
much to see and do, and its quiet 
beauty harmonizes marvelously with 
the more commercial antiques -and 
crafts shops. 


The first of the two shops to join the 


complex features English 18th and 19 
century furnishings and decorative 
accessories. Articles on display range 
from a remarkable pair of needle- 
work pictures of wild tigers to a parli- 
amentary chah- with reading stand 
built in 1820 for the House of Lords. 
The second shop deals in 18th and ear- 
ly 19th century American period and 
country furniture and Accessories, in- 
cluding the three painted window 
shades described. 


Native American''art of 100 or more

The doctor says 


Actor doesn't know 


much about dieting 


1 read in the paper that Burt Reynolds lost 30 pounds in Just 


three weeks. He had a half grapefruit, unsweetened, for breakfast 
with a cup of black coffee. For lunch he had a single scoop of 
cottage cheese and a peeled fresh peach. He skipped dinner every 
other day. When he did have dinner it was limited to six ounces 
of steak, or six ounces of ground beef or 12 to 16 ounces of fish. 
With this he had a salad with no salad dressing. 


When he felt like he was going to give In to his hunger, he 


jogged around the block. 


Do you approve of this diet? Is It really possible to lose 30 


pounds in three weeks that way? If you think It is O.K., I'd like to 
try It. 


I am afraid Burt Reynolds knows more about movies than be 


does about dieting. 


Let's examine what Burt really <Hd. It he lost a pound of fat a 


day for three weeks, that would be 21 pounds. He would have to use 
3500 calories a day more than he took in. Even on total starvation 
that would be impossible unless he was doing lots of strenuous 
physical activity every day. It is more likely thathe used closer to 
2500 or 2800 calories a day while he was on his diet. That is not 
equal to the calories in a pound of fat. 


When anyone starts on a bad diet like that one which markedly 


decreases the food Intake the first week, there will be a loss of 
normal body water — your body weight is half water — and the 
digestive system will empty out. You can lose between five and 10 
pounds of weight (water, not fat) that way. That accounts for part 
of his weight loss. 


On the days without dinner he must have eaten less than 250 


calories. On the days with dinner he ate 1000 to 1200 calories. So he 
must have had an average daily calorie intake of 675 calories. 
That would mean he must not have had a daily calorie deficit of 
more than 2200 calories — equivalent to only two-thirds of a ound 
of body fat a day. That is only 14 pounds of body fat in three 
weeks — not 30. 


Weight in pounds and fat lost are not the same thing. The rest of 


Burl's weight loss then must have been water and food waste in 
the digestive system — but that was most likely only seven pounds 
at the most making a total of 21 pounds. What was the other nine 
pounds? Hurt's muscles. He lost part of that manly torso as well 
as blubber. A pound of lean muscles contains only about 600 ca- 
lories, so he lost both protein and fat. That is not good for you. He 
can gain It back with exercise, but he is kidding himself if the 
thinks he lost 30 pounds of fat. The pounds of water loss and food 
waste loss will return us soon as he gets back to healthy eating 
habit.

health is to use a well-balanced diet plan that will help you eat 
wisely fromthen on. For that purpose I am sending you The Health 
Letter number 4-7, Weight Losing Diet.

Calcium chloride must 


be properly stored 


Dear Dorothy: This story shows that even economical and help- 


ful Ideas can cause damage when there isn't proper handling. I've 
been a great advocate of using calcium chloride crystals for a 
damp basement and even gave some to a relative to try. I stored a 
supply in a bag in the garage over the winter. Evidently it wasn't 
airtight as it was a solid mass when I got to it. The relative stored 
hers on a stairway leading to an unused attic, but not in a mois- 
ture-proof or airtight container. The crystals must have absorbed 
enough moisture to have liquefied and leaked through to the ceil- 
ing plaster and walls in the cellarway. Bulges ballooned in the 
walls, bringing down the plaster. Moral: If you are going to store 
calcium chloride, make absolutely certain it's in airtight mate- 
rial-Mrs. G.E.M. 


Dear Dorothy: Why do chestnuts have to be frwen tt Bjey'rt not 


going to be used right away? And how long co they keep fro- 
zen?—Grace Derthlck 


Chestnuts dry out quickly because of their high water/low oQ 


content. Once they harden they can't be softened. They keep per- 
fectly in the freezer for at least a year. 


Dear Dorothy: How do you get lime out of an aluminum tea 


kettle?—Joyce Adelman 


Put a mixture of half vinegar and half boiling water in the kettle 


and let it stay for several hours or overnight. Then scrub with 
steel wool and rinse thoroughly. 


Dear Dorothy: Add a half eggshell of water to two egg whites 


when beating them to top a pie. The same amount of sugar is 
added near the end of the beating. It makes a high, tender top- 
ping.—Fran Babcock

Traditional crafts 
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Seed plaques 
simply made 


I think nature has always been the 


best colorist. 


Many of us already have discovered 


the beauty of various beans, peas, 
seeds and nuts in our crafting of 
wreaths, seed flowers, mosaics, etc. 


The illustrated plaques were made 


by a senior citizen who has a mar- 
velous talent and imagination; these 
are only simple examples of her 
work. 


Instead of simply buying packages 


of beans, peas and seeds, this woman 
looks for her own and prepares them 
for use on her pictures. 


This is done by drying them in the 


oven, spread out on baking sheets, at 
ISO degrees, for about four hours. 


To give you an idea, the simple but 


beautiful plaques shown use the fol- 
lowing variety of beans and seeds: cot- 
tonseed, trumpet vine seeds, chick 
peas, Indian corn, sunflower seeds, 
lima beans, white navy beans, pinto 
beans, okra seeds, olive pits, maize, 
watermelon seeds, split peas and tur- 
nip seeds. 


ALTHOUGH THESE pieces were 


done virtually freehand, you might 
want to make a few sketches on paper 
first. 


The wood, one-quarter inch solid 


core plywood, is left its natural color 
or is stained in a light color. A coat of 
varnish further deepens the natural 
wood color. 


The plaques in the picture have an 


interesting feature: "Sprays" of vines 
and leaves were first put onto the 
background with a woodburning tool. 


After this was done, small circles of 


cardboard were cut and glued onto 
the plaque in the areas in which the 
artist wanted to place flowers. 


At this point, the interesting work 


begins: 


Spread a thin layer of tacky glue 


over a cardboard disc, and. beginning 
in the center, begin to build a flow- 
er. 


FOR EXAMPLE, A mound of 


turnip seeds makes an interesting 
flower center. Next might come a 
circle of white navy beans, and a row 
of sunlower seeds around the outside 
could complete the flower. 


Be sure to layer and overlap a bit 


so the flowers will have a three-di- 
mensional effect. 


Very tiny flowers might be made 


for fiD-ins by using a single okra seed 
or split pea for a center and trumpet 
vine seeds for petals. 


When the picture is finished, it must 


be allowed to dry thoroughly over- 
night.

Akins' new cop image to premiere 


You might say Claude Akins is just "Movin' On." 
After many years of playing the heavyweight and 


criminal, Akins will portray Det. Lt Stonewall Jack- 
son Huff of the Nashville Police Dept. in the action 
drama "Nashville 99 " 


A 'rial four-week showing of the new series begins 


Friday at 8 p.m. on Channel 2, giving viewers a 
glimpse of what intrigue and country music com- 
bined can do for prime time. 


With a revived interest in the new South and the 


inauguration of our first southern president in many 
years, the show should be well received. 


BY THE LOOKS of the first one-hour episode, the 


script is well written. There is a watchful restraint 
of violence and Akins dodges the popular tough cop 
image to opt for a more humane arid honest ap- 
proach to crime solving 


The real Claude Akins is a lot like that He's a 


genuine person who openly discusses his hopes and 
his fears, his memories about Chicago where he 
lived for some time and his thoughts about entertain- 
ment in general. He did just that during a recent 
visit to the Windy City to promote his new show. 


"The main influence on the role I play was my 


dad. He was a cop. He was human about his job. He 
never looked down on the people he had to arrest. I 
wanted to pattern the character after him," Akins 
said. 


His father was a stonecutter who served as a po- 


liceman in Bedford, Ind., the last 22 years of his life 
His great compassion for others was demonstrated 
in one particular situation, Akins said, recalling his 
father affectionately. 


His dad caught 108 shotgun pellets in his side once 


while trying to apprehend a dangerous fugitive. 
When the criminal was finally caught and was told 
about the officer he h«id wounded, the fugitive said 
he wished he had killed the cop, Akins said. 


FIVE YEARS LATER, the criminal was rehabili- 


tated and was eligible for release only with the con- 
sent of the officer he had shot. Authorities told 
Akins' dad the criminal had a wife and children to 
support 


"He (father) told the authorities that if they 


thought he was OK, that he wouldn't object to his 
release, and so he was freed. If it was me carrying 
around some of those pellets in my side the rest of 
my life, I don't know what I would have said," Akins 
said. 


The humanitarian nature that seems inherent in 


Akins shines through in his new character and 
maybe that's refreshing for a television cop. 


The show, shot on location in Nashville, involves 


scenes of actual country singers performing in night- 
clubs, recording studios and other pleasure spots in 
"Music City USA." 


Jerry Reed plays Akir.s' young partner, returning 


to the country that characterized his career. Reed 
has appeared In films such us "W.W. and the Dixie 
Dance Kings," "Gator" and the to-be-released 
"Smokey and the Bandit." 


The happy bachelor, Stoney Huff, lives with his 


feisty mother, played by Lucille Benson, on a farm 
about 20 miles outside of Nashville. His television 
mother is much like Akins' real mother in her coun- 
try roots and gentle humor, he said. 


"THERE'S A LOT of the real me in this program 


and it means a lot to me. If the show succeeds, it 
will givi a big lift to my career as an actor, I will 
become bankable for movies, and I'd like to do mov- 
ies again," Akins said 


Claude Akins 


"Inherit the Wind," "Came Mutiny" and "From 


Here to Eternity" all were part of Akins' bright past. 
The television series tie did a few years ago, "Movin' 
On," won him an instant reputation as an all-Ameri- 
can heavy. 


There have been 49 movies and 260 television 


shows. That's a long way from studying drama at 
Northwestern University "It was hard to get into 
shows back then.

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Panmunjom: where tension is king Obituaries 


PANMUNJOM, Korea (UPI) - 


There's no mistaking Panmunjom (or 
what it is, the confrontation point be- 
tween opponents who face off at the 
Korean demarcation line. 


No one in Panmunjom has been to 


charm school and tension surrounds 
all who work or visit in the so-called 
Demilitarized Zone. 


American security guards stationed 


here — all of them volunteers — must 
be a minimum of six feet tall and 
weigh at least 180 pounds. All, it 
seems, exceed the minimum require- 
ments. 


SOUTH KOREAN soldiers - and 


reportedly their North Korean count- 
erparts who now stand sullenly behind 
their own line — must be black belt 
holders in judo or taekhondo, the Ko- 
rean form of karate. 


"Actually, we prefer bastball bats 


and axe handles to guns," says one of 
the GIs who guides visitors on a 
strictly controlled tour of the Pan- 
munjom area. Sidearms are worn, but 
automatic weapons are barred. 


Just outside the DMZ itself sit a 


couple of dozen soldiers, ready to go 
into action quickly if necessary, their 
crash helmets and baseball bats neat- 
ly lined up in the back of a truck 
whose motor runs 24 hours a day. 


The guards wait for an incident 


such as that of ktt August when 
North Korean guards attacked and 
killed two American officers with 
axes and axe handles of their osvn. 


CONFHONTAT10N is the 
word 


which sums up the so-called Joint Se- 
curity Area (JSA), just 25 miles north 
of Seoul where U.S. and South Korean 
troops directly confront North Korean 
soldiers. 


Until late last year, soldiers from 


the two sides theoretically were free 
to wander anywhere in the half-mile 
square JSA, and the North Koreans in 
fact had three checkpoints within the 
southern half of the zone. 


TENSION SURROUNDS all who work or visit the so- 
called DMZ between North and South Korea. Be- 


hind their own lines, North Korean soldiers add a 
third deck to a guard post. 


Now, since the tension brought by 


the American deaths, troops stay on 
their own sides of the demarcation 
line. The only excepton is inside ne- 
gatiation huts, where the fine may be 
crossed if negotiations are not being 
held. 


Scowling North Korean troops scan 


all visitors to the DMZ (each side 
brings tourists into the showpiece 
zone, as well as newsmen) with field 
glasses and telescopes. 


A SERIOUS-FACED U.S. military 


police guard flanks the tourists. 


Thtre is no bantering with the GIs. 
They are on 100 per cent alert for a 
surprise attack of any kind from the 
North Koreans. 


There is obviously little immediate 


danger of warfare, although the po- 
tential is always there. The danger is 
evident to any visitor, and there is 
nothing but a line on the ground to 
prevent contact or combat. 


Psychiatrists screen the volunteers 


for duty here to weed out the psy- 
chotics and from day No. 1 on duty, 
any GI can ask for transfer for any 


reason, no questions asked. 


It is not entirely unobjective, In 


view of past perfoormance, to state 
that 'the weeding out of psychotics on 
the North Korean side of the line ap- 
pears incomplete. 


So it is that tourists pay $13 each to 


see a confrontation line by passing 
down a cordon of burly American sol- 
diers. 


And so it is that "tension" is the 


word most often used by visitors 
when discussing their tours of Pan- 
munjom. 


A penny for your thoughts? No, but how about 5 bucks 


AMHERST. Mass. (UPI) — Even 


the price of answering questions is go- 
ing up. a University of Massachusetts 
study says. 


In an effort to determine how 


people responded to monetary in- 
centives, researchers offered rewards 
ranging from nothing to $5 to motor- 


ists along the Massachusetts Turnpike 
who filled out questionaires on tour- 
ism. 


The study found: 
• 28 per cent of those who were 


offered nothing returned the forms; 


• $1 brought a 25 per cent re- 


sponse; 


• $2, a 41 per cent response 
• $3, a 40.5 per cent response; . 
• $5, a 44 per cent response. 
"Inflation has raised the threshold 


of attention-getting possibilities for 
getting people to answer question- 
naires and a dollar apparently isn't 
worth a thing," the study concluded. 


"If you want to use money as a 


promised incentive to get question- 
naires back these days," you'd better 
make it a deuce. On the other hand if 
a buck is all you have to. offer, you 
might be better keeping it in your 
pocket — but smile a lot as you hand 
out the questionnaires."

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'Sharks' ready 
to prey on 
your pocketbook 


LEXINGTON. Mass. (UPI) - The 


flowers that bloom in the spring come 
out about the same time as the 
"sharks." 


These aren't the sharp-toothed mon- 


sters of recent book and motion pic- 
ture fame. They are landlocked sharp, 
ies who hustle the convention circuits 
with a smile, a shoeshine and a fistful 
of phony cards and dice. 


In the lexicon of the. trade, a booster 


will bird-dog a mark, then hop the 
deck for a double duke. That means a 
professional card hustler will find a 
likely sucker, restore a cut deck to its 
original order to give favorable hands 
of cards to two players. 


THAT AND MORE is covered in 


"Road Hustle," a book about the men 
who make a living by taking money 
from others In rigged games of cards 
and dice. The book is put out by Lex- 
ington Books and was written by Dr. 
Robert C. Prus, assistant professor of 
sociology at the University of Water- 
loo, Ontario, and an anonymous hus- 
tler using the pseudonym C.R.D. 
Sharper. 


The authors say April is the opening 


month of the bush season for the pro- 
fessional card and dice mechanics. 


The "road hustler" — smooth and 
dapper as opposed to the lone ama- 
teur "rough hustler" — plan their 
work and deception carefully. They 
keep track of conventions through 
phone calls to organizations, and 
reading trade magazines and news- 
papers. 


They cover, gatherings ranging from 


the Kiwanis aud American Legion to 
B'nai B'rith and charity benefits. 
They get in by buying tickets, stealing 
badges or working with a "sponsor" 
in the organization who will get a 
share of the take. 


The hustlers stage a well planned 


show, dealing, bottom cards and 
switching dice .with the skill of magi- 
cians. Working in teams with pre- 
arranged signals, they steer attention 
away from one person winning a pile 
of money. 


As the stakes get higher, one mem- 


ber' will excuse himself only to return 
a short time later with some extra 
gear — shaved or loaded dice, 
marked cards — from the trunk of 
their car or a suitcase in their room. 


The book claims a good team can 


sweep the hotel in less than an hour 
and a half, then move to another one. 


Furbish loutworts in trouble! 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The fur- 


bish loutwort — a snapdragon — 
could become the first endangered 
plant to stop a construction project. 


The Interior Dept. says It wants to 


protect the last 200 known furbish 
loutworts growing along the bank of 
the St. John River that would be 
flooded by the proposed $1.3 billion 
Dickey-Lincoln hydroelectric project. 


It Is one of the first 14 plants ever to 


be put on the Interior Department's 
list of endangered or threatened spe- 
cies, which was previously limited to 
animals. 


ONE OF THOSE animals, a tiny 


fish called the snail darter, could stop 
work on the Tellico Dam in Ten- 
nessee. 


The Smithsonian Institution de- 


clared the plant extinct in the United 
States In 1943, said Interior spokes- 
man Bruce McBride. 


But last year, he said, Charles Rich- 


ards, a University of Maine biologist 
hired by the Army Corps of Engineers 
to study the land along the St. John 
River, found 200 plants in Allagash 
Township, Maine. 


"The plant will be placed on the en- 


dangered species list," McBride said. 
"We expect to do it in about two 
months." 


THE 
NATIONAL Environmental 


Policy Act is explicit about this, 
McBride said, quoting: "No federal 
agency can carry out an action which 
would jeopardize the existence of an 
endangered species," 


Other plants to go on the endanger- 


ed list are: the hairy rattleweed and 
the persistent trilllum in Georgia; the 
Virginia roundleaf birch tree; the 
Texas wlldrice; the Eureka evening 
primrose; the Antioch Dunes evening 
primrose; the Eureka dunegras; the 
Contracosta wall flower and the live 
forever in California; and the Kupao 


sunflowr tree and the wild broadbeam 
flower in Hawaii. 


Going on the threatened list are the 


perydberg milkvetch in Utah and the 
northern wild' monkshead in Wiscon- 
sin.

Lincoln, says what people eat has a 
lot to do with age and family size. 


She anticipates, significant changes 


in eating habits as families continue 
to get smaller and the birth rate 
drops. 


She expects vegetable and fruit con- 


sumption to rise because small house- 
holds and people living alone tend to 
eat more of those foods than larger 
households. 


POTATO EATING probably will 


drop, she said, because there will be 
more women, traditionally low con- 
sumers of spuds. 


M s. Shaffer thinks milk con- 


sumption will decline as a result of 
fewer teen-agers and a stable or de- 
clining birth rate. 


Continued increases In consumption 


of red meat and poultry are expected, 
although at a slower rate because of 
the drop in our young male popu- 
lation. 


Unless today's teen-agers carry 


their appetite for soft drinks and oth- 
er sweets into adult life, sugar con- 
sumption is also expected to decline 
as the population has fewer teens.

Stir in orange 
juice and rind.

Turn into prepared pie crust. Chill, 


covered with waxed paper, 3 hours.

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Gourmet food a specialty

B a r b a r a Belden of Arlington 


Heights loves to cook for company. 
Because her husband, David, prefers 
plain food and her pre-schopl children 
are too young to care, Barbara jumps 
at the chance to prepare elegant dish- 
es for guests. 


From the time she was a senior in 


college and took a cooking course 
from Antoinette Pope, Barbara has 
been interested in creative cookery, 
and since her marriage has taken a 
gourmet cooking course in adult eve- 
ning school. 


In deference to her husband, she 


usually prepares a plain meat dish so 
he will find something palatable to 
eat, then embellishes the menu with 
fancy hors d'oeuvres and side dishes. 


ONE OF HER favorite appetizers is 


Shrimp de Jonge, made by a special 
recipe Barbara acquired from her 
aunt. Unlike other metrrds, this rec- 
ipe omits wine and ci/ls for sour 
cream. Butter, bread crumbs, garlic, 
parsley and seasonings also are mix- 
ed with the shrimp and baked in a 
shallow dish or shells for a mere 10 
minutes. It is one of the few rich disli- 
es that appeal to David and is ex- 
cellent to serve before a beef tender- 
loin dinner. 


A spinach and artichoke casserole 


makes a delightful accompaniment to 
the beef. This is easily made by cov- 
ering a layer of artichokes with pack- 
asetf spinach souffle, topping with a 
mixture of mayonnaise and sour 
cream well-seasoned with lemon cop- 
per. It can be made a day ahead and 
baked before serving. 


"Strangely 
enough, the 
topping 


tastes like cheese," Barbara said. 
Rich and delicious, it also goes well 
with chicken or shish kebabs cooked 
on the grill. 


FOR LUNCHEONS, one of Bar- 


bara's favorite recipes Is Crepes Flo- 
rentine. Her cooking class tried a 
number of crepe recipes and chose 
this as the best. The crepes them- 
selves arc substantial in texture, as

2 pounds lean beef 


1/3 cup oil 
1' i cups chopped onion 


4 tablespoons chives 


1/3 cup lemon juice

The Spaniards who explored Mexico 


and Central America in the early 
I.",00s were quite taken with the tur- 
keys they found living with the Az- 
tecs. They returned to Spain with 
some of the birds. The Hebrew trav- 
eling salesmen in Spain at that time 
called them "tukki" and sold them 
not for food but as a natural oddity. 
From Spain the bird found its way to 
England where the people, believing it 
had originated in Turkey, renamed it. 


Turkey PUaf is a savory main dish 


cooked in one large skillet in less than 
an hour.

Pretzels and beer. Ice cream sun- 


dues and chocolate candy bars. Sugar- 
coated cereals and soft drinks. 


All are filled with fats, sugar and 


"empty" calories, and we consume 
them In great amounts. 


Malnutrition, usually regarded as a 


disease of poverty-stricken nations, is 
r a m p a n t in affluent, overweight 
America — and it may be killing us. 


According to a report recently re- 


leased by the Senate Select Com- 
mittee on Nutrition and Human Neeje. 
malnutrition is a contributing factor 
in the high rates of heart disease, can- 
cer, diabetes, obesity and high blood 
pressure. 


The report, "Dietary Goals for the 


United 
States," 
recommends that 


Americans do the following things: 
oat more fruits, vegetables and whole 
grains: substitute non-fat milk for 
\vhole milk: eat more poultry and fish 
and loss' meat: and eat less fat, cho- 
lesterol, salt and sugar. 


OLK EATING habits have changed 


drastically since the beginning of the 
century, when carbohydrates (sugars 
and starches) were the main source 
"f food energy. Sugar has replaced 
complex 
carbohydrates 
— 
fruits, 


vegetables and whole grains — in pop- 
ularity, mainly because Americans 
consume large amounts of soft drinks. 


This Increased use of sugar may 


have some serious consequences. The 
most immediate effect is that sugar, 
offering 
little nutritional value, is 


replacing foods high in nutrients. Not 
only does this deprive the body of nu- 
trients, but according to one study, 
sugar calories may increase 
the 


body's requirement for certain vita- 
mins. 


Sugar also has been implicated in 


Hie incidence of diabetes in persons 
genetically susceptible and in wide- 
spread tooth decay. Although sugar 
MOW contributes about -10 per cent of 
the calories In the average Americana 
die', the report recommends cutting 
•Aitar intake down to 15 per cent by 
eliminating soft drinks and baked 
goods while using more fruits and 
vegetables. 


THK I.N'C'REASED consumption of 


produce, plus whole* grains, may have 
several gootl results: it may reduce 
the risk of heart disease by lowering 
(lie levels of fat and cholesterol in the 
blood: it may help .treat diabetes; it 
may provide more natural fiber to the 
diet, which some researchers believe 
«ill reduce the incidence of colon can- 
cer and other diseases: and it will 
supply vitamins, minerals and micro- 
nutrients. 


Weight watchers will be glad to 


know that eating more carbohydrates 
may help make weight control easier 
by displacingfats and sugars. Also, 
the high water content and bulk of 
iruits and vegetables and the bulk of 
v, hole grains may satisfy appetites 
more quickly than do foods high in 
fats and sugars. 


To 
Increase carbohydrate con- 


sumption to the recommended 55 to 60 
percent of daily calories, the report 
advises eating homegrown produce or 
equal amounts of store-bought fresh 
and frozen produce. Potatoes and 


dark green leafy vegetables contrib- 
ute good amounts of nutrients and fi- 
ber. 


HIGHLY processed foods, particu- 


larly snacks such as pretzels and po- 
tato chips, should be avoided. The less 
processed whole wheat bread contains 
more nutrients and fiber than white 
bread. Instant rice suffers consid- 
erably in processing, while brown rice 
provides the best nutrition. 


The best cereals to serve for break- 


fast are the hot whole-grained kind, 
which generally are less refined and 
less expensive than the ready-to-eat 
variety. Cream of wheat, corn meal 
and instant hot cereals are less nutri- 
tious. Sugar-coated ready-to-eat ce- 
reals, including the popular granola 
products, should be avoided. 


Another unhealthy habit mentioned 


in the report is the overconsumption 
of fat, especially saturated (animal) 
fat. 
Since 
the 
average 
40 per 


cer.t of his or her daily calories 
from fats, obesity and its attendant 
risks of heart disease, high blood 
pressure and diabetes may develop. 
Some studies have suggested a corre- 
lation between dietary fat intake and 
the incidence of breast and colon can- 
cer. 
. 


FAT INTAKE should be reduced to 


about 30 per cent of the daily calories, 
with saturated fats accounting for 10 
per cent. Saturated fats are a cause 
for concern because some studies 
have linked them to excessive levels 
of cholesterol in the blood and ulti- 
mately to heart disease. 


There is some evidence, too, that di- 


rect intake of cholesterol increases 
the level of cholesterol in the blood. 
The report recommends limiting cho- 
lesterol to about 300 milligrams per 
day. 
(One egg contains 250 milli- 


grams.) By eating more vegetable 
proteins such as legumes and by eat- 
ing more fish and poultry instead of 
red meats, cholesterol levels and satu- 
rated fat intake can be reduced. 


The final recommendation, to re- 


duce salt consumption, is based on 
evidence indicating salt increases 
blood pressure in some individuals. 
An estimated 20 per cent of the popu- 
lation, including children, is suscep- 
tible to high blood pressure. Some 
studies have indicated possible con- 
nections between a high salt intake 
and heart disease, stomach cancer 
and migraine headaches. 


THE GOAL OF three grams of salt 


a day is equal to about three-fifths of 
a teaspoon, which can be met without 
adding any salt lo food. Saalt-laden

snacks such as pretzels and potato' 
chips should be eliminated. 


How did' Americans develop their' 


poor eating habits? The report men- 
tions several factors. 


• One is that the rise in incomes has 
permitted consumers to buy more ex- 
pensive foods instead of the greens, 
vegetable proteins and whole grains 
they once boughtto economize. Anoth,- 
er is that insufficient nutrition infor- 
mation is included on the labels' of 
foods they buy. Food labels rarely, if 
ever, indicate the type of fats and oils 
added or the percentage of sugar, salt 
and other additives included. 


ADVERTISING receives much of 


the blame for the unhealthy state of 
American nutrition. One survey, tak- 
en of Chicago television stations dur-

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'Natural food' greens 
appear on more tables 


Call them "soul food," earthy old 


favorites, health or "natural" foods; 
good old greens are coming back to 
the American table. 


For example, collard greens, mus- 


tard greens, kale and spinach are get- 
ting a run at the supermarket and 
fruit and vegetable stands as a new 
generation discovers they're good to 
eat and good nutritionally. It seems 
this is another "grandma was right" 
situation. 


GREENS ARE excellent sources of 


vitamins and minerals and low in ca- 
lories. When cooked properly, most 
nutrients are retained. And, they're 
always good in a crunchy, fresh gar- 
den salad. 


To prepare greens for cooking, 


wash well in cold water, lifting greens 
out of the water and rinsing several 
times. Cut off root ends, tough stems 
and discolored leaves. 


GREENS CAN BE cooked in only 


the water that clings to the leaves 
during washing. Place freshly rinsed 
leaves in saucepan, cover and bring 
quickly to a boll. Reduce heat and 
cook gently until tender — three to 
five minutes for kale, spinach and 
dandelion greens, 10 to 15 minutes for 
turnip greens and collards and 15 to 
20 minutes for mustard greens. 


Older greens may require longer 


cooking time and additional water. 
When cooking older leaves, place in 
saucepan with one-half inch water and 
follow directions given above. One 
pound raw greens will yield three 
servings when cooked.

Increased loans 


to farmers may 


inflate prices 


Any increase in government loan 


rates to farmers could cause greater 
food price inflation, said Warren W. 
Lebeck, president of the Chicago 


Speaking before the Senate Com- 


mittee on Agriculture, Nutrition and 
Forestry, Lebeck said artificially high 
government-guaranteed farm prices 
would restrict U.S. agricultural ex- 
oprts and could possibly lead to de- 
struction of our foreign markets. 


Eventually, he said, this restrictive 


action would increase food prices. 
"Not only would absolute increases in 
loan prices be reflected in high family 
food bills, but, so too would a long list 
of percentage markups that are inevi- 
tably added as wheat, corn and soy- 
beans become bread, meat and mar- 
garine." he said. 


H i g h government-Imposed loan 


rates would place an unfair burden on 
taxpayers, he said, because they ulti- 
mately would be paying for the loans.

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Tea and apathy 
Americans stay true to coffee

Most Americans are habitual coffee 


drinkers. But today with coffee prices 
skyrocketing, 
many are thinking 


about tasty substitutes. That is a diffi- 
cult problem. Coffee, not really a food 
and having practically no nutrients, 
has become an emotional tranqulllzer.

ing a week in 1075, showed that food* 
high in fats, cholesterol, sugar and 
salt took up 70 per cent of the food 
advertising time during the week and 
85 per cent of the time on the week- 
end. Another study estimated that in 
1971, more than 50 per cent of the 
money spent on television food adver- 
tising was negatively related to 
health. 


In order to make us mend our urv 


healthy ways, the report recommends 
that Congress fund a public education 
program in nutrition and require ex- 
tensive nutrition labeling including 
the types of fats, plus the percent- 
ages of sugar, salt, cholesterol, addi- 
tive and caloriesin products. 


But Americans, being "junk food 


junkies," are unlikely to modify their 
menus overnight. Many will dispute

THE FRAMERS of the report ac-. 


knowledge that their document will be 
controversial, based as it is on epide- 
miological evidence — the findings of 
associations between dietary factors 
and the incidence of disease. 


But Dr. Mark Hegsted, professor of 


nutrition at Harvard School of Medi- 
cine and one of the nutritionists who 
assisted in compiling the report, an- 
swers criticis: 


"The risks associated with eating 


this diet are demonstrably large. The 
question to be asked, therefore, is not 
why should we change our diet but 
why not? What are the risks associ- 
ated with eating less meat, less fat, 
less seturated fat, less 
cholesterol, 


less sugar, less salt, and more fruits, 
vegetables, unsaturated fat and cereal 
products — especially whole grain ce- 
reals. There are none that can be 
identified and important benefits can 
be expected." 


tailed look might suggest that a fresh- 
ly brewed cup of tea could save us 
money and make us happy. 


Americans do drink tea. But rather 


indifferently. It is rarely made with 
loving care. 


Tea importers, through their Tea 


Council, advise only freshly drawn 
water, fully boiled, when brewing tea. 
That is a far cry from the tepid water 
often poured over tea lying helpless in 
the bottom of a cold cup. 


Not only must the fresh water be 


boiling, but the teapot should be 
heated by boiling water and drained 
before the tea is added and fresh boil- 
ing water poured over it. It must 
steep from three to five minutes. That 
is the classic way to brew a hefty cup 
of tea. 


IT IS RARELY DONE that way in 


the United States, particularly in 
quick-service eateries. A cup of tea to 
the counter person means simply a 
cold cup; water taken from a pot 
standing on a warmer; filling the cup 
with barely hot water; and placing a 
tea bag on the saucer. 


To brew your own cup of tea, follow 


the classic method using a single cup. 
Pour bailing water into the cup, drain 
and place a tea bag (or one teaspoon 
loose tea) in hot cup. Then pour in the 
boiling water. Oover with the saucer, 
making an individual tea pot, and 
steep for three to five minutes. 


Lemons are popular with tea But 


the most common accompaniment is 
milk, not cream. Skim milk goes even 
better with it, as English tea drinkers 
swear. 


THE CONTINUED UPWARD drive 


of coffee prices has sparked many 
coffee boycotts. Consumer groups, lo- 
cal clubs and other concerned individ- 
uals have decided to forego their cof- 
fee drinking until the price drops. But 
to date, the results have been spotty 
— in many instances negligible. 


A spokesman for Lipton Tea advises 


that only after a year 'of such effort 
would any rise in tea consumption 
show in the market. Tetley agrees, 
saying they have made no particular 
effort to cash in on the so-called cof- 
fee boycott. "When a habit Is as in- 
grained as coffee drinking in the 
United States, any tangible results of 
a boycott will take nine months to a 
year to show," says a spokesman. 


But some slight effects of galloping 


coffee prices are evident. For in- 
stance, Fred Rufe, Vice President of 
the Marriott Corp. in charge of their 
restaurants, reports: "At most of our 
places, some customers are switching 
from coffee to tea. Both are on our 
dinner menu, ho extra charge for cof- 
fee. But the new tea drinkers say they 
resent bitterly the spectacular rise in 
coffee prices, and are drinking tea to 
register their disgust."

His world crumbling, cop pulls trigger

Scott Schindler loved being • DM 


Plained cop. And he was a good one. 


He WM the kind of cop who would 


go out of his way to help. His smile 
waa familiar around the front desk of 
the police department. 


But when his career began to col- 


lapse and his marriage fell apart, he 
couldn't cope with life. Scott Schindler 
took his own life Tuesday night in the 
quiet of his mobile home. 


"He would have- bent over back- 


wards to do something for you," said 
Patrolman Michael Albrecht, who 
worked with Schindler about seven 


years. "You wouldn't have to ask 
twice." 
. IN SPITE OF his ready smile, in- 
side Schindler was an ill man. A few 
yean ago he had most of his stomach 
removed because of ulcers. He 
learned only last year he was suffer- 
ing from epilepsy and was scheduled 
to undergo surgery to remove his 
spleen in a few weeks. 


He was a very tense man, his 


friends say, and would get upset when 
two or more calls would come in on 
the department telephone at the same 
time. 


Schindler's failing health put him on 


the department's disability list Jan. 21 
and forced him to lose the Job he 
loved. 


He was still looking for work two 


weeks ago when he met some of his 
friends on the street. He needed mon- 
ey to pay medical expenses. His dis- 
ability pension paid only half his sala- 
ry and he was forced to sell some of 
his personal possessions. 


Schindler was despondent over his 


marriage, which also was falling 
apart. His second marriage began 
only 13 months ago and already was 
going the way of his first. Schindler 
received divorce papers Saturday.

They were his favorite hobbies 
and he was recognized as an authority 
in the three fields. 


But Schindler's real hobby was his 


job. In December he said, "I really 
love this job. It's something I fake to 
do. You meet people and things are 


interesting " 


But with the loss of his job, Scmnd- 


ler lost his sense of purpose. With the 
loss of his health and money, Schind- 
ler perhaps lost Ms desire to achieve. 
And it was these losses and his crum- 
bling marriage that eventually led to 
Schindler's ultimate loss — his fife. 


His 20-year-old wife was in their 


living room ironing clothes late Tues- 
day night. 


He quietly walked into a Bedroom, 


placed a Smith It Wesson revolver 
under a pillow, pressed it agaJast his 
head and pulled the trigger. 


He was 29 years old.

Nab 5 in meter tamper ploy

A Cook County Grand Jury Wednes- 


day indicted five men, including a 
Chicago policeman, in an electric me- 
ter tampering scheme allegedly or- 
ganized by the crime syndicate that 
has bilked Commonwealth Edison Co. 
out of an estimated $20 million since 
1974. 


The indictments were the first to re- 


sult from a 10-month investigation 
into an apparently organized crime 
ring that circulates among medium- 
sized businesses offering to reduce 
their meter readings for a fee of up to 
$1,500. In some cases, meters have 
been adjusted to reduce the readings 
by up to 40 per cent a month. 


The Herald last August first dis- 


closed the widespread incidents of 
meter tampering. 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey said the 


ongoing investigation into electrical 
meter tampering has revealed similar 
cases of tampering have occurred 
with meters on natural gas lines. 


"WHEN THE FINAL accounting is 


completed, the financial loss to Peo- 
ples Gas and Northern Illinois Gas 
companies might exceed the $20 mil- 
lion lost by Commonwealth Edison," 
Carey said. "The ultimate victim is 
every consumer who pays a just bill. 
These companies cannot help but pass 
on the cost of this theft to the honest 
consumer in the form of higher 
rates." 


Carey said Wednesday's in- 


dictments were made possible in part 
by the cooperation of seven Northwest 
suburban businesses and several 
Chicago merchants who had their elec- 
tric meters rigged, but were granted 
immunity from prosecution to partici- 
pate in the investigation. 


Indicted for theft, conspiracy to 


commit theft, meter tampering and 
criminal damage to property were 
Chicago policeman Dominic Tufano, 
45, Chicago; Guy Altobello, 47, of 170 
Maple, Hillside; insurance salesman

all 128 of its nontenured teachers be- 
cause of the "uncertainty" surround- 
ing the proposed Elk Grove Township 
unit school district question. 


the Dist. 214 Board of Education, 


unsure whether the unit district will 
be formed and what Dist. 214 teachers 
will do if it is, has directed adminis- 
trators to send notices of honorable 
dismissal to 57 first-year teachers and 
71 second-year teachers. 


"This gives us leeway to accom- 


modate tenured teachers from Elk 
Grove and Forest View (high schools) 
who might want to remain with Dist. 
214 rather than go with the unit dis- 
trict if it's formed/' Robert Cudney, 
assistant superintendent for personnel 
services, said. 


Teachers Union Pres. Robert De- 


Bott said the teachers understand that 
"214 is just trying to keep themselves 
from getting glutted with teachers. All 
the teachers at Forest View and Elk 
Grove that ore tenured have the 
choice of remaining with 214 if th» 
unit is formed." 


The dismissal of the 128 probationa- 


ry teachers was recommended by 
Dist. 214 attorneys who are unsure 
where the district would stand legally 
if more tenured teachers than could 
be accommodated chose to stay with 
the high school district rather than go 
with the unit district, Cudney said. 


According to state law, teachers 


who are going to be dismissed at the 
end of the term must be given 60 days 
notice. 


"1 SENT A certified letter to (State 


Schools Supt. Joseph) Cronin six weeks 
ego spelling out all of personnel ques- 
tions," he said. "1 was hopeful his le- 
gal people could provide the answers 
to alleviate this situation, but I 
haven't heard one word from them." 


Voters in Elk Grove Township will 


go to the polls April 9 to decide wheth- 
er the unit district will be formed. 


The new district would combine 21 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, Elk 
Grove High School in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Forest View High School in 
Arlington Heights under one school 
board and administration. 


"tfe're not looking for a mass ex- 


odus of teachers from Elk Grove and 
Foret View (high schools) if the unit 
is formed," Cudney said. "The teach- 
ers htive a tremendous amount of loy- 
alty to their school, community and 
students and the majority will ride 
with it." 


The Dist. 214 board intends to 


reemploy as many of the dismissed 
probationary teachers as possible 
when and if positions open up after 
the unit district question is decided. 


"THEY HAVE ALL been rated ex- 


cellent teachers and had this not 
come up, the second-year teachers 
would have been recommended for 
contracts and the first-year teachers 
would have been recommended for a 
second year of probation," he said. 


Assuming voters approve the for- 


mation of the unit district, the new 
district's staff win not be hired until 
after July when a new school board 
takes control. 


The probationary teachers being 


dismissed include eight' from Arling- 
ton High School, 20 from Buffalo 
Grove High School, 14 from Elk Grove 
High School, 16 from Forest View 
High School, 13 from Hersey High 
School, 15 from Prospect High School, 
13 from Rolling Meadows High School, 
15 from Wheeling High School and 14 
who are involved with district-wide 
programs, Cudney said.

A law to ban smoking in public 


places such as theaters, elevators, 
museums and buses already 
has 


passed the Illinois House by a 118-22 
vote and is expected to pass the state 
Senate. 


In Chicago, an even more sweeping 


ordinance that would ban smoking in 
virtually all indoor public spaces, in- 
cluding restaurants, shared 
offices 


and factories, will be introduced next 


month by independent alderman Mar- 
tin J. Oberman. 


NONSMOKEHS 
NOW outnumber 


smokers by a margin of 3 to l, and 
antismoking activists are starting to 
flex their political muscles. 


"I met with a group called the Al- 


liance of Non-Smokers and I con- 
cluded'they were right," said Ober- 
man. a. pipe, smoker. 


The ordinance he will introduce in 


the Chicago-City Council May 4 would 
apply .to .all. enclosed areas larger 
than BOO square feet. "Restaurants 
are prt>babty' the single most impor- 
tant area," he said.

Mrs. Osvatic has received an order

day, it will be the second Wisconsin, 
truancy case involving the Prospect 
Heights academy to occur in the last 
month.

Joann Baumann of rural Edgar, Wis., 
guilty of keeping her son home for the 
home-study program. 


An appeal, however, was filed by 


Baumann's lawyer, Joseph Weigel. 
The motion for mistrial states that ju- 
rors were influenced by reading a 
newspaper account of the trial during 
a dinner break. 


Marathon 
County Judge Robert 


Dean has not yet ruled on the motion. 


MEANWHILE, Weigel has written a 


letter to the Wisconsin Dept. of Edu- 
cation requesting that this home-study 
program be recogniied by the state. 


Lindstrom said one of the defense 


contentions in the Baumann case was 
that a Christian Liberty Academy "sis 
ter school" at Brookfield, Wis., is rec- 
ognized as an acceptable private 
school bv the slate and that therefore 
the home-study program should be 
too.

- The ruling would have the greatest 
Impact on rapidly growing commu- 
tnities Schaumburg. which has more 
'than doubled its population since 1970

» "Given the growth of our suburbs 
{out here. I don't see how we could do 
•anything but lose as far as that deci- 


t-sion is concerned," said William Muh- 
»lenfeld, director of the Northwest Mif 
•'nicipal Conference. 
; MUHLENFELD SAID if tbe ruling 
$s upheld, local communities will be 


forced either to raise taxes or cut ser- 
vices to make ends meet. 


The ruling, handed down by Cook 


County Circuit Court Judge Richard 
L. Curry, states the Illinois Dept. of 
Local Government Affairs had been 
arbitrary in setting population figures 
used for distribution of state income 
tax funds. 


Judge Curry called "unreasonable" 


the department's practice of subtract- 
ing population increases in local towns 
from the population of unincorporated 
Cook County 


As a result of this practice, the pop- 


ulation of unincorporated Cook County 
on paper was fast approaching zero, 
and the county was losing money. 


For example, between January 1971 


and July 1974 the population of unin- 
corporated Cook County decreased by 
134,647 persons, according to calcu- 
lations made by the department A 


special 
census in 1974, however, 


showed the population had dropped by 
only 31,882. 


ASSISTANT STATE'S Atty. Stuart 


D. Gordon estimated the county had 
lost $3.5 million since 1971 because of 
inaccurate population calculations. 


In ordering that 1970 census figures 


be used, Judge Curry.said the 10-year 
census are the only figures that estab- 
lish population proportions for the en- 
tire state. 


J'Each side will certainly seek to 


have the Appelate Court review our 
product here," Curry said, noting the. 
importance of the decision. 


Curry said the problem should be 


remedied by having local commu- 
nities repay the money received based 
on special census figures. He said, 
however, changes • in 
the 
figures 


should not be made until the Supreme 
(Court rules on the matter. 


LOCAL OFFICIALS said a ruling 


upholding Curry's decision could have 
disastrous effects on their finances. 


"With government being as tight fi- 


nancially as'it is, it certainly would 
have an impact," said 
Arlington 


Heights Village Fires. James T. Ryan, 
whose town would lose an estimated 


Elk Grove Village would lost only 


an estimated $54,527 or 1 per cent of 
its revenue, but Finance Director 
George Coney said it would still have 
a negative impact. "You're talking 
probably five men or four policemen 
or firemen. Not that we would, have to 
give up those' men; but that's what the 
value of $54,000 is," he said 


Joe Castor, 
finance director in 


Schaumburg, said a loss of $273,350 
would have "a tremendous impact. A 
quarter of a million dollars is quite 
substantial in anyone's finances." 


MUHLENFELD SAID he has been 


told the Supreme Court also may ex- 
tend the ruling to include distribution 
of motor fuel tax funds, which also 
are based on population. 


"If that's the case, our cities out 


here are going to be in a whole lot of 
trouble," Muhlenfeld said, noting mo- 


tor fuel tax funds are used to main- 
tain locaj streets and sidewalks. 


Village officials currently estimate 


they will receive about $11 a head in 
state income tax funds and a similar 
amount in motor fuel tax funds 


Traditionally local villages have 


conducted special censuses every two 
years to reap the benefits of a growing 
population. Most communities found 
that a special census paid for itself 
within a year.

Scott Schindler loved being a Des 


Plaincs cop. And he was a good one. 


He was the kind of cop who would

"When he was told to go easy on food 
because of his ulcer, he'd eat pizzas. 
When he was told to eat in little bits, 
he'd eat fantastic meals. As far as 
health was concerned, he had the 
wrong judgment." 


SCHINDLER WAS a collector and 


connoisseur of jewelry, guns and 
coins. They were his favorite bobbies 
and he was recognized as an authority 
in the three fields. 


But Schindler's real hobby was his 


job. In December he said, "I really 
love this job. It's something I like to 
do. You meet people and things are 


interesting." 


But with the loss of his job, Schind- 


ler lost his sense of purpose. With the 
loss of his health and money, Schind- 
ler perhaps lost bis desire to achieve. 
And it was these losses and his crum- 
bling marriage that eventually led to 
Schindler's ultimate loss — his Efe.

Nab 5 in meter tamper ploy

A Cook County Grand Jury Wednes- 


day indicted five men, including a 
Chicago policeman, in an electric me- 
ter tampering scheme allegedly or- 
ganized by the crime syndicate that 
has bilked Commonwealth Edison Co. 
out of an estimated $20 million since 
1974. 


The Indictments were the first to re- 


sult from a 10-month investigation 
into an apparently organized crime 
ring that circulates among medium- 
sized businesses offering to reduce 
their meter readings for a fee of up to 
$1,500. In some cases, meters have 
been adjusted to reduce the readings 
by up to 40 per cent a month. 


The Herald last August first dis- 


closed the widespread incidents of 
meter tampering. 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey said the 


ongoing investigation into electrical 
meter tampering has revealed similar 
cases of tampering have occurred 
with meters on natural gas lines. 


"WHEN THE FINAL accounting is 


completed, the financial loss to Peo- 
ples Gas and Northern Illinois Gas 
companies might exceed the $20 mi- 
lion lost by Commonwealth Edison," 
Carey said. "The ultimate victim is 
every consumer who pays a just bill. 
These companies cannot help but pass 
on the cost of this theft to the honest 
consumer in the form of higher 
rates." 


Carey said Wednesday's in- 


dictments were made possible in part 
by the cooperation of seven Northwest 
suburban businesses 
and 
several 


Chicago merchants who had their elec- 
tric meters rigged, but were granted 
immunity from prosecution to partici- 
pate in the investigation. 


Indicted for theft, conspiracy to 


commit theft, meter tampering and 
criminal damage to property were 
Chicago policeman Dominic Tufano, 
45, Chicago; Guy Altobello, 47, of 170 
Maple, HiHside; insurance salesman

further clouded by the apparent sui- 
cide in Palm Beach, Fla., of a witness 
considered "crucial" to claims there 
may be new evidence on the Kennedy 
assassination. 


GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT 


of Palm Beach, Fla., was found dead 
in an apparent suicide shortly after he 
discovered his testimony was wanted. 


Some representatives fought renew- 


al of the panel's mandate to the end, 
casting doubt on its capabilities and 
challenging the validity of spending 
taxpayer money on fresh investigation 
of either murder.

William Hein's campaign for Wheel- 


ing village president is like a tale of 
two men. 


Hein, the candidate has spoken 


against financial mismanagement, un- 
necessary executive 
sessions, the 


state of industrial and commercial de- 
velopment in the village, and alleged 
violations of the ethics ordinance by 
his opponents. 


Hein, the trustee, has been remark- 


ably complacent on these topics, and, 
in several instances, voted contrary to 
his political promises. 


Hein is running for village president 


on the Wheeling Citizens' Party slate 
in the April 19 municipal election. His 
opponents are Trustee Otis L. Hed- 
lund, a candidate for the Better Envi- 
ronment, Service and Trust party and 
Edward Fox, an independent. 


MEMBERS OF Hein's party have 


criticized board actions that Hein sup- 
ported as a trustee. One such issue is 
the financial state of the village gov- 
ernment. Roger Powers, a candidate 
for trustee on Hein's slate, repeatedly 
has criticized village officials for what 
he terms "a blank check" philosophy. 
Yet, Hein took no stand to cut past 
budgets and attended none of the ses- 
sions this year when the 1977-78 budg- 
et was presented to the board. 


Powers also has stated the village 


"needs someone well versed in fi- 
nance" and said WCP will hire such a 
person if elected. The village board 
in November created the position of 
financial director and Village Mgr. 
Terry L. Zerkle last week announced 
the hiring of a man to fin the position. 
WCP seems unaware of the village's 
hiring of a financial expert although 
Hein was present when the appoint- 
ment was announced. 


Hein's slate also has questioned 


Zerkle's ability to decide which in- 
dustries should be considered for in- 
dustrial revenue bonds. Trustee candi-- 
date Hugh Sommerfeld, also a mem- 
ber of Hein's slate, has said the cur- 
rent board and administrative staff 
are "not qualified to judge the caliber 
of industry that is best for Wheeling." 


Yet, Hein, a member of the same 


village board, in December approved 
guidelines drawn up by Zerkle for is- 
suing the revenue bonds.

HEIN'S PROMISE to guarantee vil- 


lage maintenance of private streets in 
condominium apartment and town- 
house developments through a special 
easement plan also conflict"; with his 
past actions. Hein's slate has said the 
streets will remain privately owned 
but the village will maintain them un- 
der the plan. 


Hein has questioned Hedlund on 


whether BEST'S use of appointed offi- 
cials in his camaaign violates the vil- 
lage ethics ordinance. He also has 
charged Hedlund with violation of the " 
ordinance because he recently asked 
the board to support the appointment 
of William Griffith, a Republican, to 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District.

against the bar at the side of the 
room. They were young, just a few 
years on either side of high school 
graduation. It was their first cam- 
paign, but they sipped'their beer like 
old pros. 


The candidate wasn't drinking. A 


hard man to read, Bolek stood among 
his campaign workers and asked 
them how the campaign was going. 
He didn't seem upset over the poor 
turnout for the youth rally, but he 
wasn't terribly happy either. 


The young pollticos talked about Bo- 


lek campaign posters that had been 
torn down. They talked about brief en- 
counters with opposition campaign 
-workers. And they talked about Her- 
bert H. Volberding, the police detec- 
tive running against Bolek and five 
others for the mayor's job. 


VOLBERDING DIDN'T look good 


at the Maine West High School forum, 
they said. He sure has a lot of signs 
up. How much money is he spending 
on the campaign? It was obvious 
these budding political analysts con- 
sidered Volberding the man to beat. 


As time wore on, the conversation 


turned to the inevitable: What went 
wrong? Why had the rally flopped? 
Where were the people who had prom- 
ised to show up? \ 


They blamed it on the NCAA cham- 


p i o n s h i p basketball game. They 
blamed it on the Academy Awards. 
They even blamed it on the weather. 


The weather outside the bar reflect-

Plan committee to review 
Chevy Chase annexation 


Annexation of the Chevy Chase Golf 


Course 
and 
surrounding property 


probably will be reviewed by the 
Wheeling Plan Commission in April, 
Village Mgr. Terry L. Zerkle said 
Wednesday. 


Zerkle satd he has been meeting 


with the William Johnson family, own- 
ers of the Chevy Chase Golf Course 
and surrounding property, to "deter- 
mine items that have to be considered 
in an annexation agreement." The 
golf course is at 1003 N. Milwaukee 
Ave., Vernon Twp. 


"Our last meeting was prior to the 


referendum. Now, we feel we are In a 
position to sit down in a serious sense 
to discuss annexation," he said. 


WHEELING PARK District resi- 


dents Saturday approved a $3.7 mil- 
lion bond issue to purchase the Chevy 
Chase Golf Course. Zerkle has said 
park district purchase of the golf 
course is the "key factor" to the an- 
nexation of land in that area. 


Wheeling officials began discussions 


with the Johnson family earlier this 
year on annexing the golf course and 
278 surrounding acres. The 406 acres 
are owned by the Johnson family and 
most of the land is in unincorporated 
Lake County. The park district ex- 
pects to assume ownership of the golf 
course In June. 


Zerkle 
said 
pro-annexation 
dis- 


cussions are centering on items such 
us the availability of water and sewer 
and land ueo. 


"One of the aspects that-has to-be 


evaluated is the water system. That 
area is served by the Chevy Chase 
Water and Sewer-Co., a private utility 
owned by the Johnsons. We don't 
know the capacity of the wells or how 
they plan to dispose of the company," 
he said. 


William Johnson said his family plans 
to develop several hundred acres of 
land surrounding the golf couse as 
multi-family housing, commercial and 
light industry. He said annexation into 
the village will depend on water and 
sewer availability. 


LAND USES proposed include resi- 


dential on the periphery of the golf 
course; commercial along a portion of 


Lake-Cook Road near the Milwaukee 
Avenue intersection; and light in- 
dustry west and possibly immediately 
east of the Soo Line R.R. north and 
south of Lake-Cook Road. 


The park district will maintain the 


golf course for recreational use, in- 
cluding golf, jogging, archery and bic- 
ycling. 


Zerkle said the proposed annexation 


agreement will probably be presented 
to the village plan commission by 
April. 


"We're trying to get it boiled down 


to where the plan commission and 
board of trustees will be able to make 
choices on the matter," he said.

Lindstrom vows 
home-study right 
of Nazi's son

The head of a Prospect Heights 


church school says he is willing to de- 
fend in court an espoused Nazi who 
has a son enrolled In the school's 
homo-study program. 


Mrs. Joseph Osvatic of Milwaukee 


faces allegations by the Milwaukee 
School Board that she Is breaking 
Wisconsin law by keeping her son 
home. 


The son, Thomas, 10, is enrolled in 


the home-study correspondence pro- 
gram of the Christian Liberty Acade- 
my, 203 E. Camp McDonald Rd., 
Prospect Heights. 


The school's headmaster, the Rev. 


Paul Lindstrom, said he is willing to 
defend Mrs. Osvatic on principle. 
Mrs. Osvatic is a member of the Na- 
tional Socialist White People's Party. 


"We're willing to educate anyone's 


child regardless of political beliefs," 
he said. 


Mrs. Osvatic has received an order 


to appear in the office of Assistant 
District Atty. Dennis Cook in Mil- 
waukee Friday afternoon for a hear- 
ing. 


MILWAUKEE County District Atty. 


Allan Ix>ve said the Milwaukee School 
Board is alleging Mrs. Osvatic is 
b r e a k i n g the state's compulsory 
school nUendance law. 


Love seid Cook would hear Mrs. Os- 


vatic's side of the story before consid- 
eration of charges. 


Mrs. Osvatic said in a telephone in- 


terview, she enrolled her son in the 
home-study program Nov. 15 because 
of dissatisfaction with the public 
school system. 


"I went to the administration build- 


Ing ( of her local school district) and 
the wnoie library, and they had books 
on race-mixing, books on promoting 
drug use, English books with swear- 
ing in them, suicide poems, pictures 
of black people with knives dripping 
with blnod." 


Teachers, she said, were smoking 


marijuana in the rest rooms. 


SHE PULLED HER son out of the 


public school system in 1975, she said, 
enrolled him in a Baptist school and 
started going to church there on Sun- 
days. 


"But I was kicked out because I ac- 


cused the pastor of being a commu- 
nist and was thrown out of the church 
like a rat in a bag," she said. 


In February, Mrs. Osvatic and a 


woman named Sandra Enders ran for 
the Milwaukee School Board on the 
National Socialist White Peopks Par- 
ty ticket. 


They were narrowly defeated in the 


primaries, Osvatic polling 6,300 votes 
and Enders 7,700. Finishing ahead of 
them, 0«vatic said, was a black man 
with 8,000 votes. 


Osvatic says the reason for the Mil- 


waukee School Board allegation is 
"because I'm a National Socialist. 
The reason they're trying to get me is 


because I ran for the board under a 
swastika." 


Also, she said, "I know it's the 


Jews." 


IF MRS. OSVATIC is charged Fri- 


day, it will* be the second Wisconsin 
truancy case involving the Prospect 
Heights academy to occur in the last 
month. 


On March 8, a Wausau jury found 


Joann Baumann of rural Edgar, Wis., 
guilty of keeping her son home for the 
home-study program. 


An appeal, however, was filed by 


Baumann's lawyer, Joseph Weigel. 
The motion for mistrial states that ju- 
rors were influenced by reading a 
newspaper account of the trial during 
a dinner break. 


Marathon County Judge Robert 


Dean has not yet ruled on the motion. 


MEANWHILE, Weigel has written a 


letter to the Wisconsin Dept. of Edu- 
cation requesting that this home-study 
program be recognized by the state. 


Lindstrom said one of the defense 


contentions in the Baumann case was 
that a Christian Liberty Academy "sis 
ter school" at Brookfield, Wis., is rec- 
ognized as an acceptable 
private 


school by the state and that therefore 
the home-study program should be 
too. 


Lindstrom said if Mrs, Osvatic is 


charged, the academy will begin its 
own counteroffensive. 


"This time it will be more inter- 


esting because we know what the 
state's position is going to be," he 
said. "It should be especially inter- 
esting because we've asked the state 
for the program to be recognized." 


The academy would file a class ac- 


tion suit against the Wisconsin Dept. 
of Education, he said. 


LINDSTROM ALSO said that if the 


Baumann mistrial motion is dis- 
missed, the school is prepared to ap- 
peal the case to the Wisconsin Su- 
preme Court. 


Lindstrom said he hpes to have 


1,000 students enrolled in the home- 
study program across the nation next 
year. Now there are 170 students en- 
rolled in 27 states. 


Of the home-study program, Mrs. 


Osvatic said, "It's the best. Now my 
son can read and write; he's doing 
arithmetic. He's got good Christian 
books. I'm teaching him to grow up, 
be a gentleman and love his white 
people."

Smokers In Illinois may soon face 


mw restrictions on where and when 
they can smoke. 


A law to ban smoking in public 


placet auch as theaters, elevators, 
museums and buses already has 
passed the Illinois House by a 118-22 
vote and is expected to pass the state 
Senate. 


In Chicago, an even more sweeping 


ordinance that would ban smoking in 
virtually all indoor public spaces, In- 
eluding restaurants, shared -offices 
and factories, will be introduced next 
month by independent alderman Mar- 
tin J. Oberman. 


NONSMOKERS NOW outnumber 


smokers by a margin of 3 to l, and 
antismoUntf activists are starting to 
flex their political inuscles. 


"I met with a group called the Al- 


liance of Non-Smokers and I con- 
eluded they were right," said Ober- 
man, a pipe smcker. 


The ordinance he will introduce in 


the Chicago City Council May 4 would 
apply to all enclosed areas larger* 
than 600 square feet; "Restaurants 
are probably the single most impor- 
tant area," be said. But offices, facto- 
ries and theaters ateo would be in- 
cluded. 


Owners would be able to set aside 


•pedal areas for smokers, up to 54) 
per cent of the indoor area. 


VIOLATORS WOULD be subject to 


a fine of $10 to $100, he said. 


"A lot of public groups are support- 


ing the ban, or something like it," 
Oberman said. "The Chicago Lung 
Assn. supports It and I plan to meet 
with the (Chicago) Board of Health to 
aee if it won't endorse the ordinance." 


The proposed state law would ban 


smoking in hospital patient rooms, 
elevators, buses, theaters, libraries, 
museums and concert halls except in 
areas specially set aside for smokers. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


would be responsible for adminis- 
tering the law, which is being backed 
19 the Illinois Interagency Council on 
Smoking and Disease. Violators would 
be fined $10 to $100. 


"With this bill, we are seeking to 


protect the public's right to breathe 
Clean air," said John L. Kirkwood, 
executive director of the Chicago 
Lung Assn., a member of the Inter- 
agency Council. 


"Smoke coming from the end of a 


burning dgaret affects all people in 
the room and Is a form of pollution 
that should not be imposed on people 
who don't smoke," he said. 


Phone book 
taps etiquette 
in Treasury 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The latest 


edition of a government-published 
telephone directory used by Treasury 
Dept. employes has some helpful tips 
for improving the telephone manners 
of bureaucrats. 


The orange-and-white directory con- 


tains 190 pages of telephone numbers 
and other information. 


Page 140 of the booklet also has 24 


hints on what a government employe 
should say on the telephone under 
various circumstances. 


Tip No. 2 clearly states that "After 


you have picked up the receiver, do 
not continue to talk to someone else in 
the office." 


Tip No. 4 is even more explicit. It 


says "hold the mouthpiece well up in 
front of lips and never answer with 
food or chewing gum in your mouth." 


But tip No. 6 may be the most infor- 


mative for secretaries whose bosses 
an not in the office. "Never say 'He 
is out to lunch.' Just say, 'He is out of 
the office.'"

adopted in other states, including Min- 
nesota, and Oberman said there are no 
legal problems in enforcing the prohi- 
bition. 


Some Northwest suburbs already 


prohibit smoking In their village 
board rooms, libraries and park dis- 
trict buildings, and smoking in eleva- 
tors and theaters is usually prohibited 
by fire regulations. 


A similar bill, passed by the Gener- 


al Assembly two years ago, was ve- 
toed by former Gov. Daniel Walker. 
But Rep. Ronald E. Griesheimer, 
R-Waukegan, chief sponsor of the bill, 
said he believes the measure has an 
"excellent" chance to become law. 


Griesheimer said the'law was>only 


a "starting point" and that it could be 
amended to include restaurants. But 
he pointed to a powerful restaurant 
lobby in Illinois, and said a restaurant 
smoking ban "has about as much 
chance of passing as an ice cube sail- 
ing through the Gulf of Mexico."

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Suburbs could lose funds if census ruling upheld

Northwest suburban communities 


stand to lose hundreds of thousands of 
dollars a year if the Illinois Supreme 
Court upholds a court ruling prohibit- 
ing the use of special census figures 
for distribution of state income tax 
funds, 


The ruling would have the greatest 


impact on rapidly growing commu- 
nities. Schaumburg, which has more 
than doubled its population since 1970, 
would lose an estimated $273,350. 
Mount Prospect would lose an esti- 
mated $153,780. 


"Given the growth of our suburbs 


out here. I don't see how we could do 
Anything but lose as far as that deci- 
sion Is concerned," said William Muh- 
lenfeld, director of the Northwest Mu- 
nicipal Conference. 


MVHLENFELD SAID if the ruling 


is upheld, local communities will be 


forced either to raise taxes or cut ser- 
vices to make ends meet. 


The ruling, handed down by Cook 


County Circuit Court Judge Richard 
L. Curry, states the Illinois Dept. of 
Local Government Affairs had been 
arbitrary in setting population figures 
used for distribution of-state income 
tax funds. 


Judge Curry called "unreasonable" 


the department's practice of subtract- 
ing population increases in local towns 
from the population of unincorporated 
Cook County. 


As a result of this practice, the pop- 


ulation of unincorporated Cook County 
on paper was fast approaching zero, 
and the county was losing money. 


For example, between January 1971 


and July 1974 the population of unin- 
corporated Cook County decreased by 
134,647 persons, according, to -calcu- 
lations made by the department. A 


special census in 1974, however, 
showed the population had dropped by 
only 31,882. 


ASSISTANT STATE'S Atty. Stuart 


D. Gordon estimated the county had 
lost $3.5 million since 1971 because of 
inaccurate population calculations. 


In ordering that 1970 census figures 


be used, Judge Curry said the 10-year 
census are the only figures that estab- 
lish population proportions for the en- 
tire state. 


"Each side will certainly seek to 


have the Appelate Court review our 
product here," Curry said, noting the 
importance of the decision. 


Curry said the problem should be 


remedied by having local commu- 
nities repay the money received based 
on special census figures. He said, 
however, changes in the figures 


should not be made until the Supreme 
Court rules on the matter. 


LOCAL'OFFICIALS said a ruling 


upholding Curry's decision could have 
disastrous effects on their finances. 


"WiHi government being as tight fi- 


nancially as it is, it certainly would 
have an impact," said Arlington 
Heights Village Pees. James T. Ryan, 
whose town would lose an estimated 


Elk Grove Village would tost only 


an estimated $54,527 or 1 per cent of 
its revenue, but Finance 
Director 


George Coney said it would still have 
a negative impact "You're talking 
probably five men or four policemen 
or firemen. Not that we would have to 
give up those men, but that's what the 
,jalue of $54,000 is," he said. 
"* Joe Castor, finance director in 


Schaumburg, said a loss of $273,350 
would have "a tremendous impact. A 
quarter of a million dollars is quite 
substantial hi anyone's finances." 


MUHLENFELD SAID he has been 


told the Supreme Court also may ex- 
tend the ruling to include distribution 
of motor fuel tax funds, which also 
are based on population. 


"If that's the case, our cities out 


here are going to be in a whole lot of 
trouble," Muhlenfeld said, noting mo- 


tor fuel tax funds are used to main- 
tain Ideal-streets and sidewalks. 


Village officials currently estimate 


they will receive about $11 « head in 
state income tax funds and a similar 
amount in motor fuel tax funds. 


Traditionally local villages have 


conducted special censuses every two 
years to reap the benefits of a growing 
population. Most communities found 
that a special census paid for itself 
within a year.

This year, the Easter Bunny will be 


no dumb rabbit, not If Stan Solomon 
has his way. 


Solomon is training a new breed of 


Easter Bunnies, partly to make the 
bunny as popular as Santa Claus and 
partly to sell pictures of children 
playing with the bunnies. 


The job of training bunnies fell to 


Solomon, special projects manager 
for Manpower Inc., a temporary man- 
power service, because of his many 
years' experience as a Santa Claus. 


Solomon will brief bunny prospects 


— mostly women — on how to act 
around children. The idea is to get the 
kids in front of a camera, shoot the 
picture then sell it to the parent. 


"IT'S CHALLENGING," Solomon 


said, "We've got a unique problem. 


"It's not like Santas. They're al- 


ready an established tradition. The 
bunnies aren't. That means we've got 
to start a new tradition." 


Manpower expects to put 100 bun- 


nies through two-hour briefing ses- 
sions, then place them in shopping 
centers and malls in 40 U S. cities this 
year. 


"The most Important quality is the 


personality—an ability to show a gen- 
uine love and warmth for children," 
Solomon said. 


The bunnies are also given a list of 


do's and don'ts. 


"The first thing each bunny must be 


aware of is that children are easily 
frightened. Another thing is that fear • 
or crying among the very young can 
be very contagious," Solomon said. 


One of the do's: use plenty of deodo- 


rant and body powder, "because the 
costumes can get quite hot," said 
Solomon. 


"WE ALSO EMPHASIZE that bun- 


nies be patient, because kids often 
have to wait in line a, long time. We 
tell them to learn the child's first 
name to establish identity. 


"We don't want our bunnies to get 


Into the religious aspect of Easter. We 
don't want them drinking alcoholic 
beverages. We don't want them to 
pose the kids before the camera. Just 
let the youngsters move around casu- 
ally and the camera, which will be 
concealed among props, will do the 
job," he said 


Solomon's bunnies are told to shun 


promises of gift-giving or egg hiding. 


"Instead, we will ask them 'what 


did you do last year?' and expand on 
that theme."

Jim Thompson, where are you?

BANGKOK. Thailand (UPI) -Ten 


years ago Jim Thompson.silk king, 
guerrilla fighter, secret agent and an- 
tique collector, went for a walk in the 
Malaysian jungle. He never came 
back. 


Since then — March 26, 1967 — 


soothsayers, 
armies, 
his 
family, 


friends, quacks, newsmen, frauds, the 
curious and the CIA have searched 
for him. They have not found a single 
clue. 


Thompson 
was declared 
legally 


dead in 1974. not long after the statu- 
t o r y 
seven-year 
period of dis- 


appearance required under Thai and 
American laws. 


BUT THE MYSTERY lives on. 
A flagging cocktail party almost 


anywhere in Southeast Asia can al- 


ways be revived simply by men- 
tioning the name of the colorful Amer- 
ican. Almost everyone, it seems, has 
his own theory of what "really" hap- 
pened to Thompson. 


The theories range from his being 


kidnaped by the Communists to a sick 
man going into the jungle to commit 
suicide. 


Almost everything fhompson did 


was flamboyant, from his.World War 
II days in the Office of Strategic Ser- 
vice to his final disappearance. He 
was probably the best-known Ameri- 
can expatriate in Southeast Asia. 


AND AS A RESULT, few can ac- 


cept the idea of a prosaic end to the 
man. That he simply got lost in the 
Malaysian jungles of the Cameron 
Highlands would be an anticlimax to 
his very full life. 


If it had not been for World War II, 


Thompson might have lived the life 
his birth and breeding appeared to 
have him destined for. He was the son 
of a rich Philadelphia family and was 
schooled at Princeton. 


Then came the war, formation of 


the highly classified OSS and his call 
to duty. 


In less than 25 years, Thompson led 


an OSS unit which picked up allied 
fliers shot down over Japanese-occu- 
pied Burma, exploited Thai silk into a 
worldwide business; built a home in 
Bangkok into an outstanding and lav- 
ish example of Thai architecture; 
helped redesign the legendary Ori- 
ental Hotel, and amassed one of the 
finest collections of Southeast Asian 
antiques in the world. 


THE ANTIQUE-FILLED house on a 


Bangkok canal is opened two morn- 
ings a week to tourists, some of whom 
may just have come from the Thai 
silk stove in downtown Bangkok still 
bearing his name. 


While he was alive in Bangkok, he 


was generally believed to be a secret 
agent of the then-new American spy 
unit, the Central Intelligence Agency. 


An American friend of Thompson's 


said neither the CIA nor Thompson 
ever disputed the belief "because it 
took the heat off the real agents in 
Bangkok then," But he says that 
Thompson, like most OSS veterans, 
actually was rejected by the CIA.

appeared, the CIA helped search for 
him,

We're 20 billion years old! 


Two University of Chicago sci- 


entists, using a new research 
technique, Jiave concluded that 
the universe may be 20 billion 
years old — a little bit older than 
,most people thought. 


Doctors David N. Schramm and 


Kem L. Hainebach of the Enrico 
Firmi Institute said Monday they 
arrived at their findings by study- 
ing an isotope found in meteorites 
on earth. 


The isotope, rhenium-187, could 


not be used for radioactive dating 
of cosmic events until a recent 
scientific break-through. Rhenium 
has a half-life of 40 billion years, 
meaning that during that time 
half of the amount originally 
present decays radioactively. 


"The basic idea is similar to 


that of carbon dating archae- 
logical samples," Schramm said. 
"The only difference is that in or- 
der to date the universe one must 
use 
longer-lived radioactivities 


than the 6,000 year half-life of car- 
bon-14." 


"All you have to do is find out 


how much rhenium there was to 
begin with, how much there is 
now and how much of it has de- 
cayed," Hainebach said. 


But Schramm and Hainebach 


could not use rhenium for their 
research until scientists developed 
ways to calculate how much rhe- 
nium has been produced in stars 
during the evolution of this gala- 
xy.

self," Sgt. Garry Vande Vusse said. 
"When he was told to go easy on food 
because of his ulcer, he'd eat pizzas. 
When he was told to eat in little bits, 
he'd eat fantastic meals. As far as 
health was concerned, he had the 
wrong judgment." 


SCHINDLER WAS a collector and 


connoisseur of jewelry, guns and 
coins. They were his favorite hobbies- 
and he was recognized as an authority 
in the three fields. 


But Schindler's real hobby was his 


job. In December he said, "I really 
love this job. It's something I like to 
do. You meet people and things are 


interesting." 


But with the loss of his job, Schind- 


ler lost his sense of purpose. With the 
loss of his health and money, Schind- 
ler perhaps lost his desire to achieve. 
And it was these losses and his crum- 
bling marriage that eventually led to 
Schindler's ultimate loss — his life.

\ab 5 in meter tamper ploy

A Cook County Grand Jury Wednes- 


day indicted five men, including a 
Chicago policeman, in an electric me- 
ter tampering scheme allegedly or- 
ganized by the crime syndicate that 
has bilked Commonwealth Edison Co. 
out of an estimated $20 million since 
1974. 


The indictments were the first to re- 


sult from a :.0-month investigation 
into an apparently organized crime 
ring that circulates among medium- 
sized businesses offering to reduce 
their meter readings for a fee of up to 
$1,500. In some cases, meters have 
been adjusted to reduce the readings 
by up to 40 per cent a month. 


The Herald last August first dis- 


closed the widespread incidents of 
meter tampering. 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey said the 


ongoing investigation into electrical 
meter tampering has revealed similar 
cases of tampering have occurred 
with meters oh natural gas lines. 


"WHEN THE FINAL accounting is 


completed, the financial loss to Peo- 
ples Gas and Northern Illinois Gas 
companies might exceed the $20 mil- 
lion lost by Commonwealth Edison," 
Carey said. "The ultimate victim is 
every consumer who pays a juist bill. 
These companies cannot help.but pass 
on the cost of this theft to the honest 
consumer in the form of higher 
rates."

assassination. 


GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT

discovered his testimony was wanted.

AN ARLINGTON Heights police ad- 


ministrative review board consisting of 
Chief Robert P. Derks, Capt. Morris 
English and Buckholz met Wednesday 
morning and determined Turro was 
justified in opening fire, Buckholz said. 


A Buftalo Grove police board of re- 


view met Monday, and also found 
Soucy was justified in firing his gun, 
said Sgt. Art Voigt of the Buffalo 
Grove police. 


Voigt said such a hearing is routine 


following any instance in which a po-. 
liceman discharges his gun. 


The patrolmen had been involved in 


a high-speed chase of a car driven by 
Christensen that began shortly after 3 
a.m. 
Sunday after 
an 
Arlington 


Heights policeman tried to stop Chris- 
tensen's car for speeding. 


CHRISTENSEN allegedly 
eluded 


police at speeds of up to 100 m.p.h. 
through northern Arlington Heights, 
running stop signs and red lights 
while police, including Turro, pursued 
him. 


Arlington Heights police called on 


Buffalo Grove police to lend assis- 
tance, and Soucy parked his squad 
car as a roadblock across Hintz Road 
near Arlington Heights Road in an at- 
tempt to halt Christensen. * 


Buckholz said Christensen saw the 


roadblock, drove onto the shoulder of 
the highway to go around it, and ap- 
peared to aim his car directly at 
Soucy. 


Soucy jumped to one side and shot 


at the car, while Christensen roared 
by, police said. One bullet pierced the 
front windshield of Christensen's car 
and tore into a right side headrest, 
and a second one entered through a 
rear seat window and also struck the 
head rest, Buckholz said. 


Toward the end of the chase, Chris- 


tensen had trouble controlling his car 
on westbound Hintz Road between Ar-, 
lington Heights Road and- Kennicott 


Avenue, and nearly ran down a pedes- 
trian who was walking his dog, Buck- 
holz said. 


AFTER THE SECOND near-miss, 


Turro, who was in close * pursuit, 
opened fire, Buckholz said.' One slug 
penetrated the left fender of Christen- 
sen's car, Buckholz said. 


The chase ended when Christensen's 


car overshot the intersection of Hintz 
and Rand roads, and Turro's squad 
car collided with its quarry 


Police arrested Christensen 
and 


charged him with speeding, reckless 
driving, driving without lights, at- 
tempting to elude police, disobeying 
police, driving without a valid Arling- 


ton Heights village sticker and reck- 
less conduct. 


Police also charged

with aggravated assault after he alle- 
gedly nearly ran down Soucy; dam- 
age to village property for the colli- 
sion with Turro's squad car; and un- 
lawful use of weapons, after police 
found a switchblade knife in Christen- 
sen's car.

EAMAN'S NAME still will appear 


on the ballot April 5 because the bal- 
lots already have been printed, said 
Stan Crosland, park district director. 


While Eaman did not appear at the 


candidates' night sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters and the Buf- 
falo Grove Junior Woman's Club, can- 
didates William O'Reilly and Barbara 
Sheldon answered questions. 


"Probably our number one priority 


over anything that has to be done" is 
to 
improve 
existing park lands, 


O'Reilly told the 60 persons attending 
the candidates night.

MRS. SHELDON SAID the district

O'Reilly said the district "bad bet- 


ter get hustling" to find people who 
will donate time, labor and equipment 
to the district. 


Candidate views on other issues in- 


cluded: 


• Gaining community acceptance of 


a future referendum — O'Reilly said 
if a referendum is needed, the district 
must do a thorough public relations 
job to tell the public why it is needed. 
Mrs. Sheldon said the public must be 
told where past referendum monies 
have been spent before being asked to 
accept another referendum and the 
taxes it would bring. 


• Changing the terms of commis- 


sioners from six to four years and ex- 
panding the board from five to seven 
members — O'Reilly said changing 
terms and expanding the board would 
help spread the workload of commis- 
sioners and allow persons who might 
only be in the community a few years 
to become active in the district. Such 


changes would help the board keep up 
with the rapid expansion o£ the vil- 
lage's population, Mrs. Sheldon said. 


• Different election dates for the 


park board and the village board — 
Mrs Sheldon said although it is con- 
fusing, having the park board election 
on a different date than the village 
election saves the district money be- 
cause it can have fewer polling places 
and thus pay reserve judges. O'Reilly 
said he opposes the different dates 
and would like to see the situ- 
action simplified.

"Our last meeting was prior to the 


referendum. Now, we feel we are In a 
position to sit down in a serious sense 
to discuss annexation," he said. 


WHEELING PARK District resi- 


dents Saturday approved a $3.7 mil- 
lion bond issue to purchase the Chevy 
Chase Golf Course. Zerkle has said 
park district purchase of the golf 
course Is the "key factor" to the an- 
nexation of land in that area. 


Wheeling officials began discussions 


with the Johnson family earlier this 
year on annexing the golf course and 
278 surrounding acres. The 406 acres 
are owned by the Johnson family and 
most of the land is in unincorporated 
Lake County. The park district ex- 


pects to assume ownership of the golf 
course in June. 


Zerkle 
said 
pre-annexation dis- 


cussions are centering on items such 
as the availability of water and sewer 
and land use. 


"One of the aspects that has to be 


evaluated is the water system. That 
area is served by the Chevy Chase 
Water and Sewer Co., a private utility 
owned by the Johnsons. We don't 
know the capacity of the wells or how 
they plan to dispose of the company,'; 
he said. 


William Johnson said his family plans'' 
to develop several hundred acres of 
land surrounding the golf couse as 
multi-family housing, commercial and 
light industry. He said annexation into 
the village will depend on water and 
sewer availability. 


LAND USES proposed include resi- 


dential on the periphery of the golf 
course; commercial along a portion of 
Lake-Cook Road near the Milwaukee 
Avenue intersection; 
and light in- 


dustry west and possibly immediately 
east of the Soo Line R.R. north and 
south of Lake-Cook Road. 


The park district will maintain the 


golf course for'recreational use, in- 
cluding golf, jogging, archery and bic-

Zerkle said the proposed annexation 


agreement will probably be presented 
to the village plan commission by 
April.

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Senate approval expected 
House passes smoking ban bill

Smokers in Illinois may soon face 


new restrictions on where and when 
they can smoke. 


A law to ban smoking in public 


places such as theaters, elevators, 
museums and buses already has 
passed the Illinois House by a 118-22 
vote and is expected to pass the state 
Senate. 


In Chicago, nn even more sweeping 


ordinance that would ban smoking In 
virtually all indoor public spaces, in- 
cluding restaurants, shared 
offices 


and factories, will be introduced next 


month by independent alderman Mar- 
tin J. Oberman. 


NONSMOKERS NOW outnumber 


smokers by a margin of 3 to 1, and 
antismoking activists are starting to 
flex their political muscles. 


"I met with a group called the Al- 


liance of Non-Smokers and I con- 
cluded they were right," said Ober- 
man, a pipe smoker. 


The ordinance he will introduce in 


the Chicago City Council May 4 would 
apply to all enclosed areas larger 
than 600 square feet. "Restaurants 
are probably the single most impor- 
tant area," he said. But offices, facto-

Mrs Joseph Osvatic of Milwaukee 


faces aileg-itions by the Milwaukee 
School Board that she is breaking 
Wisconsin 'aw by keeping her son 
home. 


The son. Thomas, 10, is enrolled in 


the homo-study correspondence pro- 
gram of the Clirlstian Liberty Acade- 
my. 203 E. Camp McDonald Rd., 
Prospect Heights. 


The school's headmaster, the Rev. 


Paul Lindstrom, said he is willing to 
defend Mrs. Osvatic on principle. 
Mrs. Osvatic is a member of the Na- 
tional Socialist White People's Party. 


"We're willing to educate anyone's 


child regardless of political beliefs," 
he said 


Mrs Osvatic has received an order 


to appear in the office of Assistant 
District Atty. Dennis Cook in Mil- 
waukee Friday afternoon for a hear- 
ing. 


MILWAUKEE County District Atty. 


Allan Ixwe said the Milwaukee School 
Board is alleging Mrs. Osvatic is 
b r e a k i n g the state's compulsory 
school attendance law. 


Love said Cook would hear Mrs. Os- 


vatic's bide of the story before consid- 
eration of charges. 


Mrs Osvatic said in a telephone in- 


terview, she enrolled her son in the 
home-study program Nov. 15 because 
of 
dissatisfaction with the public 


school .system. 


"I wont to the administration build- 


ing ( of her local school district) and 
the whole library, and they had books 
on race-mixing, books on promoting 
drug use. English books with swear- 
ing In them, suicide poems, pictures 
of black people with knives dripping 
with blnod." 


Teachers, she said, were smoking 


marijuana in the rest rooms. 


SHE VfLLED HER son out of the 


public school system in 1975, she said, 
enrolled him m a Baptist school and 
started going to church there on Sun- 
days. 


"But I was kicked out because I ac- 


cused the pastur of being a commu- 
nist and was thrown out of the church 
like a rat in a bag," she said. 


In February, Mrs Osvatic and a 


woman named Sandra Enders ran for 
the Milwaukee School Board on the 
National Socialist White Peoples Par- 
ty ticket. 


They were narrowly defeated in the 


primaries, Osvatic polling 6,300 votes 
and Enders 7,700, Finishing ahead of 


them, 0<vatic said, was a black man 
with 8,000 votes. 


Osvatic says the reason for the Mil- 


waukee School Board allegation is 
"because I'm a National Socialist. 
The reason they're trying to get me is 
because I ran for the board under a 
swastika." 


Also, she said, "I know it's the 


Jews." 


IF MRS. OSVATIC is charged Fri- 


day, it will be the second Wisconsin 
truancy case involving the Prospect 
Heights academy to occur in the last 
month. 


On March 8, a Wausau jury found 


Joann Baumann of rural Edgar, Wis,, 
guilty of keeping her son home for the 
home-study program. 


An appeal, however, was filed by 


Baumann's lawyer, Joseph Weigel. 
The molion for mistrial states that ju- 
rors were influenced by reading a 
newspaper account of the trial during 
a dinner break. 


Marathon 
County Judge 
Robert 


Dean has not yet ruled on the motion. 


MEANWHILE, Weigel has written a 


letter to the Wisconsin Dept. of Edu- 
cation requesting that this home-study 
program be recognized by the state. 


Lindstrom said one of the defense 


contentions in the Baumann case was 
that a Christian Liberty Academy "sis 
ter school" at Brookfield, Wis., is rec- 
ognized as an acceptable 
private 


school bv the state and that therefore 
the home-study program should be 
too, 


Lindstrom said if Mrs. Csvatic is 


charged, the academy will begin its 
own counteroffensive. 


"This time it will be more inter- 


esting because we know what the 
state's position is going to be," he 
said, "It should be especially inter- 
esting because we've asked the state 
for the program to be recognized." 


The academy would file a class ac- 


tion suit against the Wisconsin Dept. 
of Education, he said. 


LINDSTROM ALSO said that if the 


Baumann mistrial 
motion is dis- 


missed, the school is prepared to ap- 
peal the case to the Wisconsin Su- 
preme Court. 


Lindstrom said he hpes to have 


1,000 students enrolled in the home- 
study program across the nation next 
year. Now there are 170 students en- 
rolled in 27 states. 


Of the home-study program, Mrs. 


Osvatic said, "It's the best. Now my 
son can read and write; he's doing 
arithmetic. He's got good Christian 
books. I'm teaching him to grow up, 
be a gentleman and love his white 
people."

VIOLATORS WOULD be subject to 


a fine of $10 to $100, he said. 


"A lot of public groups are support-

Oberman said. "The Chicago Lung 
Assn. supports it and I plan to meet 
with the (Chicago) Board of Health to 
see if it won't endorse the ordinance." 


The proposed state law would ban 


smoking in hospital patient rooms, 
elevators, buses, theaters, libraries, 
museums and concert halls except in 
areas specially set aside for smokers. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


would be responsible for adminis- 
tering the law, which is being backed 
by the Illinois Interagency Council on 
Smoking and Disease. Violators would 
be fined $10 to $100. 


"With this bill, we are seeking to 


protect the public's right to breathe 
clean air," said John L. Kirkwood, 
executive director of the 
Chicago 


Lung Assn., a member of the Inter- 
agency Council. 


"Smoke coming from the end of a 


burning cigaret affects all people in 
the room and is a form of pollution 
that should not be imposed on people 
who don't smoke," he said. 


PUBLIC SMOKING bans have been 


adopted in other states, including Min- 
nesota, and Oberman said there are no 
legal problems in enforcing the prohi- 
bition. 


Some Northwest suburbs alrej^y 


prohibit smoking in their village 
board rooms, libraries and park dis- 
trict buildings, and smoking in eleva- 
tors and theaters is usually prohibited 
by fire regulations. 


A similar bill, passed by the Gener- 


al Assembly,two years ago, was ve- 
toed by former Gov. Daniel Walker. 
But Rep. Ronald E. Griesheimer,

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His world crumbling, cop pulls trigger

Scott Schindler loved being a Des 


Flames cop. And he was a good one 


He was the kind of cop who would 


go out of his way to help. His smile 
was familiar around the front desk of 
the police department. 


But when his career began to col- 


lapse and his marriage fell apart, he 
couldn't cope with life. Scott Schindler 
took his own life Tuesday night in the 
quiet of his mobile home. 


"He would have bent over back- 


wards to do something for you," said

"When he was told to go easy on food 
because of his ulcer, he'd eat pizzas. 
When he was told to eat in little bits, 
he'd eat fantastic meals As far as 
health was concerned, he had the 
wrong judgment." 


SCHINDLER WAS a collector and 


connoisseur of jewelry, guns and 
coins. They were his favorite hobbies 
and he was recognized as an authority 
in the three fields 


But Schindler's real hobby was his 


job In December he said, "I really 
love this job. It's something I like to 
do. You meet people and things are 


interesting " 


But with the loss of his job, Schind- 


ler lost his sense of purpose. With the 
loss of his health and money, Schind- 
ler perhaps lost his desire to achieve. 
And it was these losses and his crum- 
bling marriage that eventually led to 
Schindler's ultimate loss — his Mfe. 


His 20-year-old wife was in their 


living room ironing clothes late Tues- 
day night.

In some cases, meters have 
been adjusted to reduce the readings 
by up to 40 per cent a month 


The Herald last August first dis- 


closed the widespread incidents of 
meter tampering 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey said the 


ongoing investigation into electrical 
meter tampering has revealed similar 
cases of tampering have occurred 
with meters on natural gas lines. 


"WHEN THE FINAL accounting is 


completed, the financial loss to Peo- 
ples Gas and Northern Illinois Gas 
companies might exceed the $20 mil- 
lion lost by Commonwealth Edison," 
Carey said. "The ultimate victim is 
every consumer who pays a just bill.

The cause of the fire is 
under Investigation. 


before," he says, sliding his finger 
along it. 


THE CRACK IS pale green, and 


stands out against the rest of the 
'structure. This is lime, Olen says. It 
"bleeds" from the concrete when it 
gets wet. If it bleeds fast enough, it 
can drip on cars and mar the paint. 


The lime hasn't started dripping 


yet, he says, "But I'm sure it will if 
the cracks get bigger." 


Worse than the threat of dripping 


lime is the effect these cracks could 
have on the structure itself, Olen 
says. 


"If we don't stop this, and water 


runs in there and freezes, it will buck- 
le," Olen says. 


"I don't think there will be a danger 


of the structure falling down," he 
says. "It will just deteriorate faster." 


OLEN CITES AN article in the Sep- 


tember issue of "Concrete Construc- 
tion" magazine, which details the rea- 
sons why parking decks deteriorate. . 


Hairline cracks, poor 
drainage, 


shifting and inadequate water proofing 
are listed as signs that a parking 
structure is aging 'faster than it 
should.. Olen said all these flaws al- 
ready are evident in the Behrel Park- 
ing Plaza, which was dedicated just 
two months ago. The deck was built to 
provide parking for Superblock. 


Olen first made these charges three 


weeks ago, and he still is concerned 
despite reports from two engineering 
f i r m s t h a t the structure is 
in "excellent condition." 


"We find that the entire parking 


structure is structurally in excellent 
condition. We are confident that the, 
parking structure will give an ex- 
c e 11 e n t performance through the 
years. The structure is structurally 


safe and sound," H. W. Lochner Co., a 
Chicago engineering firm, reported 
after inspecting the deck March 16. 


The F&D Construction Co., Des 


Plaines, "also inspected the parking 
deck March 16, and agrees it is in fine 
shape. 


THESE TWO companies were in- 


volved in the construction of the deck. 
H. W. Lochner designed it, and F & D 
Inc. built it. 


"They were the engineers on the 


project, It would be difficult for them 
to admit it's flawed," Olen said. "I 
would think that they would realize 
there is something wrong;" 


Olen has been pushing the city coun- 


cil to finance an independent study 
of the ramp ever since he first noticed 
the cracks several weeks ago. The 
council voted for another ^study after 
Olen'promised to pay up to $300 for. it 
if it ends Up supporting the previous 
studies. • - . . , . 


The engineering firm for'the study 


will be chosen at the April 14 meeting 
of the building, grounds and parking 
lot committee. 


Olen was berated for his statements 


about the parking deck at the March 
21 city council meeting by several of 
his fellow aldermen. 


JOSEPH F. SZABO, 1st, accused 


him of playing politics and "panic- 
peddling." 


Aid. Alan M. Abrams, 8th, said Olen 


had no professional expertise to base 
his charges on. 


"Your're speaking as a concrete 


salesman, 
not as an engineer," 


Abrams said. 


"I've been in the business as a con- 


sultant for 15 years," Olen said. He 
said he is a sales consultant for the 
Midwest Concrete Co., Franklin.Park.

Wisconsin law by keeping her son 
home. 


The son. Thomas. 10, is enrolled in 


the home-study correspondence pro- 
gram of the Christian Liberty Acade- 
my. 20:1 E. Camp McDonald Rd., 
Prospect Heights. 


The school's headmaster, the Rev. 


Paul Lindstrom, said he is willing to 
defend Mrs. Osvatic on principle. 
Mrs. 
Osvallc is a member of the Na> 


tional Socialist White People's Party. 


"We're willing to educate anyone's 


child regardless of political belieis," 
he said. 


Mrs. 
'Jsvatic has received an order 


to appear in the oflice of Assistant 
District Atty. Dennis Cook in Mil- 
waukee Friday afternoon for a hear- 
ing. 


MtUV XL'KKE County District Atty. 


Allan Love said the Milwaukee School 
Board 
us alleging Mrs. Osvatic is 


b r e a k i n g the stpte's compulsory 
school ptfemlancu law. 


Love said Cook would hear Mrs. Os- 


vatic's side of the story before consid- 
eration of charges. 


Mrs. Osvatic said in a telephone in- 


terview, she enrolled her son in the 
home-study program Nov. 15 because 
of 
dissatisfaction 
with 
the public 


school system. 


"I went to the administration build- 


ing i of her local school district) and 
the whole library, and they had books 
on raeomivng. books on promoting 
drug use. English books with swear- 
ing in 'hem. suicide poems, pictures 
of black people with knives dripping 
with bl.iocl." 


Teachers, she said, were smoking 


murijtuma in the rest rooms. 


SHE I'CLLED I1EK son out of the 


public school system in 1975, she said, 
enrolled him in a Baptist school and 
started going to church there on Sun- 
days. 


"But 
I was kicked out because I ac- 


cused the pastor of being a commu- 
nist and was thrown out of the church 
like a rat in a bag." she said. 


In February, Mrs. Osvatic and a 


woman named Sandra Enders ran for 
the Milwaukee School Board on the 
National Socialist White Peoples Par- 
ly ticket. 


They were narrowly defeated in the 


primaries, Osvatic polling 6,300 votes 
and Enders 7,700. Finishing ahead of 
them. O«vatic said, was a black man 
with 8.MIO votes. 


Osvatic says the reason for the Mil- 


waukee School Board allegation is 
"because I'm a National Socialist. 
The reason they're trying to get me is 


because 1 ran for the board under a 
swastika." 


Also, she said, "I know' it's the 


Jews." 


IF MRS, OSVATIC is charged Fri- 


day, it will be the second Wisconsin 
truancy case involving the Prospect 
Heights academy to occur in the last 
month. 


On March 8. a Wausau jury found 


Joann Baumann of rural Edgar, Wis., 
guilty of keeping her son home for the 
home-study program. 


An appeal, however, was filed by • 


Baumann's lawyer, Joseph Weigel. 
The motion for mistrial states that ju- 
rors were influenced by reading a 
newspaper account of the trial during 
a dinner break. 


Marathon 
County Judge Robert 


Dean has not yet ruled on the motion. 


MEANWHILE, Weigel has written a 


letter to the Wisconsin Dept. of Edu- 
cation requesting that this home-study 
program be recognized by the state. 


Lindsirom said one of the defense 


contentions in the Baumann case was 
that a Christian Liberty Academy "sis 
ter school" at Brookfield, Wis., is rec- 
ognized as an acceptable 
private 


school bv the state and that therefore 
the home-study program should be 
too. 


Lindsirom said if Mrs. Osvatic is 


charged, the academy will begin its 
own counteroffensive. 


"This time it will be more inter- 


esting because we know what the 
state's position is going to be," he 
said. "It should be especially inter- 
esting because we've asked the state 
for the program to be recognized." 


The academy would file a class 'ac- 


tion suit against the Wisconsin Dept." 
of Education, he said. 


LINDSTROM ALSO said that if the 


Baumann 
mistrial motion 
is dis- 


missed, the school is prepared to ap- 
peal the case to the Wisconsin Su- 
preme Court. 


Lindst.-om said he hpes to have 


1,000 students enrolled in the home- 
study program across the nation next 
year. Now there are 170 students en- 
rolled in 27 states. 


Of the home-study program, Mrs. 


Osvatic said, "It's the best. Now my 
son can read and write; he's doing 
arithmetic. He's got good Christian 
books. I'm teaching him to grow up, 
be a gentleman and love his white 
people."

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House passes 
bill limiting 
public smoking 


by KURT BAER 


Smokers in Illinois may soon face 


new restrictions on where and when 
they can smoke. 


A law to ban smoking in public 


places such as theaters, 
elevators, 


museums and buses already has 
passed the Illinois House by a 118-22 
vote and is expected to pass the state 
Senate. 


In Chicago, an even more sweeping 


ordinance that would ban smoking in 
virtually all Indoor public spaces, in- 
cluding restaurants, shared 
offices 


and factories, will be introduced next 
month by independent alderman Mar- 
tin J. Oberman. 


NONSMOKERS NOW outnumber 


smokers by a margin of 3 to 1, and 
antisraoklng activists are starting to 
flex their political muscles. 


"I met with a group called the Al- 


liance of Non-Smokers and I con- 
cluded they were right," said Ober- 
man, a pipe smoker. 


The ordinance he will introduce In 


the Chicago City Council May 4 would 
apply to all enclosed areas larger 
than 600 square feet. "Restaurants 
are probably the single most impor- 
tant area," he said. But offices, facto- 
ries and theaters also would be in- 
cluded. 


Owners would be able to set aside 


special areas for smokers, up to 50 
per cent of the indoor area. 


VIOLATORS WOULD be subject to 


a fine of $10 to $100, he said. 


"A lot of public groups are support- 


Ing the ban, or something like it," 
Oberman said. "The Chicago Lung 
Assn. supports it and I plan to meet 
with the (Chicago) Board of Health to 
see if it won't endorse the ordinance." 


The proposed state law would ban 


smoking in hospital patient rooms, 
elevators, buses, theaters, libraries, 
museums and concert halls except in 
areas specially set aside for smokers. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


would be responsible for adminis- 
tering the law, which is being backed 
by the Illinois Interagency Council on 
Smoking and Disease. Violators would 
be fined $10 to $100. 


"With this bill, we are seeking to 


protect the public's right to breathe 
clean air," said John L. Kirk wood, 
executive director of the Chicago 
Lung Assn., a member of the Inter- 
agency Council. 


"Smoke coming from the end of a 


burning cigaret affects all people in 
the room and is a form of pollution 
that should not be imposed on people 
who don't smoke," he said. 


Phone book 
taps etiquette 
in Treasury 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - The latest 


edition 
of a government-published 


telephone directory used by Treasury 
Dept. employes has some helpful tips 
for improving the telephone manners 
of bureaucrats. 


The orange-and-whke directory con- 


tains 190 pages of telephone numbers 
and other Information. 


Page 140 of the booklet also has 24 


hints on what a government employe 
should say on the telephone under 
various circumstances. 


Tip No. 2 clearly states that "After 


you have picked up the receiver, do 
not continue to talk to someone else in 
the office." 


Tip No. 4 is even more explicit. It 


says "hold the mouthpiece well up in 
front of lips and never answer with 
food or chewing gum in your mouth." 


But tip No. 6 may be the most infor- 


mative for secretaries whose bosses 
are not in the office. "Never say 'He 
Is out to lunch.' Just say, 'He is out of 
the office.'"

PUBLIC SMOKING bans have been 


adopted in other states, including Min- 
nesota, and Oberman said there are no 
legal problems in enforcing the prohi- 
bition. 


Some Northwest suburbs already 


prohibit 
smoking in their village 


board rooms, libraries and park dis- 
trict buildings, and smoking in eleva- 
tors and theaters is usually prohibited 
by fire regulations. 


A similar bill, passed by the Gener- 


al Assembly two years ago, was ve- 
toed by former Gov. Daniel Walker. 
But Rep. Ronald E. Griesheimer, 
R-Waukegan, chief sponsor of the bill, 
said he believes jthe measure has an 
"excellent" chance to become law. 


Griesheimer said the law was only 


ac"starting point" and that it could be 
amended to include restaurants. But 
he pointed to a powerful restaurant 
lobby in Illinois, and said a restaurant 
smoking ban "has about as much 
chance of passing as an ice cube sail- 
ing through the Gulf of Mexico."

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His world crumbling, cop pulls trigger

Scott Schlndler loved being a Des 


Plalnes cop. And he was a good one. 


He was the kind of cop who would 


go out of his way to help. His smile 
was familiar around the front desk of 
the police department. 


But when his career began to col- 


lapse and his marriage fell apart, he 
couldn't cope with life. Scott Schindler 
took his own life Tuesday night in the 
quiet of his mobile home. 


"He would have bent over back- 


words to do something for you," said 
Patrolman 
Michael Albrecht, who 


worked with Schindler about seven 


years. "You wouldn't have to ask 
twice." 


IN SPITE OF his ready smile, in- 


side Schindler was an ill man. A few 
years ago he had most of his stomach 
removed 
because 
of ulcers. 
He 


learned only last year he was suffer- 
ing from epilepsy and was scheduled 
to undergo surgery to remove his 
spleen in a few weeks. 


He was a very tense man, his 


friends say, and would get upset when 
two or more calls would come in on 
the department telephone at the same- 
time.

BUT SCHINDLER'S friends knew 


him as more than a man under the 
strain of a failing career and mar- 
riage. They knew him as a wheeler- 
dealer in a happy sort of way, a 
chronic and compulsive buyer and 
seller. 


"We used to say if you ever need 


anything, see Scotty and see if he'll 
sell it cheaper," one, acquaintance 
said. 


But when his health began failing, 


Schindler wasn't his doctor's favorite 
patient.' • - 


"He always did the wrong thing 


when it came to taking care of him- 


self," Sgt. Garry Vande Vusse said. 
"When he was told to go easy on food 
because of his ulcer, he'd eat pizzas. 
When he was told to eat in little bits, 
he'd eat fantastic meals. As far as 
health was concerned, he had the 
wrong judgment." 


SCHINDLER WAS a collector and 


connoisseur of jewelry, guns and 
coins. They were his favorite hobbies 
and he was recognized as an authority 
in the three fields. 


But Schindler's real hobby was his 


job. In December he said, "I really 
love this job. It's something I like to 
do. You meet people and things are 


interesting." 


But with the loss of his job, Schind- 


ler lost his sense of purpose. With the 
loss of his health and money, Schind- 
ler perhaps lost his desire to achieve. 
And it was these losses and his crum- 
bling marriage that eventually led to 
Schindler's ultimate loss — his life. 


His 20-year-old wife was in their 


living room ironing clothes late Tues- 
day night. 


He quietly walked into a bedroom, 


placed a Smith & Wesson revolver 
under a pillow, pressed it against his 
head .and pulled the trigger. 


He was 29 years old.

\ab 5 in meter tamper ploy

A Cook County Grand Jury Wednes- 


day indicted five men, including a 
Chicago policeman, in an electric me- 
ter tampering scheme allegedly or- 
ganized by the crime syndicate that 
has bilked Commonwealth Edison Co. 
out of an estimated $20 million since 
1974. 


The indictments were the first to re- 


sult from a 10-month investigation 
into an apparently organized crime 
ring that circulates among medium- 
sized businesses offering to reduce 
their meter readings for a fee of up to 
$1,500. In some cases, maters have 
been adjusted to reduce the readings 
by up to 40 per cent a month. 


The Herald last August first dis- 


closed the widespread incidents of 
meter tampering. 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey said the 


ongoing investigation into electrical, 
meter tampering has revealed similar 
cases of tampering have occurred 
with meters on natural gas lines. 


"WHEN THE FINAL accounting is 


completed, the financial loss to Peo- 
ples Gas and Northern Illinois Gas 
companies might exceed the $20 mil- 
lion lost by Commonwealth Edison," 
Carey said. "The ultimate victim is 
every consumer who pays a just bill. 
These companies cannot help but pass 
on the cost of this theft to the honest 
consumer in the form 
oJ higher 


rates."

by the cooperation of seven Northwest

customed by Commonwealth Edison 
Co. 


IT SOUNDS GREAT, you say. Do it. 


So the guy, or one of his cronies in the 
meter rigging business, arranges to 
come back with his tool box and with- 
in a matter of minutes the job is done. 


Owners of at least seven Northwest 


suburban businesses who were at- 
tracted to the gimmick, however, 
found themselves as well .as their 
electric meters fixed. 


They were mum Wednesday after

JFK, King panel extended

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Wednesday extended the life of its As- 
sassinations Committee through the 
rest of the congressional term, giving 
it nearly two more years to in- 
vestigate the murders of John Kenne- 
dy and Martin Luther King Jr. 


The trouble-plagued committee may 


have helped to save its own life in a 
d r a m a t i c last-minute move, per- 
suading its controversial chief counsel 
to resign in order to appease repre- 
sentatives offended by his abrasive 
style and his role in committee power 
struggles. 


As the crucial vote (230-281) ap- 


proached, the panel's future seemed 


further clouded by the apparent sui- 
cide in Palm Beach, Fla., of a witness 
considered "crucial" to claims there 
may be new evidence on the Kennedy 
assassination. 


GEORGE DE MOHRENSCIIILDT 


of Palm Beach, Fla., was found dead 
in an apparent suicide shortly after he 
discovered his testimony was wanted. 


Some representatives fought renew- 


al of the panel's mandate to the end, 
casting doubt on its capabilities and 
challenging the validity of spending 
taxpayer money on fresh investigation 
of either murder. 


"This investigating committee is a 


sick cat," said J. J. Pickle, D-Tex. He

PALM BEACH, Fla. (UPI) - A 


Russian-born professor, who appar- 
ently committed suicide when he 
learned his testimony was wanted 
concerning President Kennedy's as- 
sassination, once may have been a 
CIA operative and a confidant of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, sources said Wednes- 
day. 


The body of George de Moh- 


renschildt, 65, was found Tuesday af- 
ternoon in a second floor study of a 
Palm Beach waterfront mansion. 


His death came shortly after de 


Mohrenschildt learned an investigator 
for the House Assassinations 
Com- 


mittee was seeking him to testify be- 
fore the committee about his con- 
nections with Oswald, Kennedy's as- 
sassin. 


A SOURCE, who investigated the 


K e n n e d y assassination for three 
years, told UPI de Mohrenschildt had 
been serving as an agent of the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency in Haiti 
in 1963, the year that Kennedy was 
killed in Dallas.

Three candidates are running lor 


two 6-year terms In the April 5 Schau- 
mburg Park District election. 


They include incumbent Michael P. 


Doherty who seeks a second term. Do- 
herty has teamed up with Douglas P. 
McLemore, a former appointed park 
board member who has served as 
park treasurer for the past five years. 


Also running is newcomer Bonnie 


Luhman. Mrs. Luhman has never held 
public office but has been active in 
PTA work and is a member of the 
Spring Valley Nature Club. 


The only apparent issue in the elec- 


tion is the development of the 
Spring Valley Nature Sanctury, a 200- 
acre preserve near Plum Grove and 
Schaumburg road. 


Several Schaumburg village offi- 


cials say they will not release $100,000 
in federal revenue-sharing money for 
Spring Valley until the park district 
signs an intergovernmental agree- 
ment, ensuring the land will be a na- 
ture center forever. 


The park district is also concerned 


with planning a fall referendum for

Michael P. Doherty, 34, of 600 


Croen Ct., Schaumburg, is seeking his 
second six-year park board term. Do- 
herty is general superintendent-es- 
timator for Nathan Linn & Sons, Inc., 
Elk Grove Village, and president of 
his own general contracting and con- 
struction firm. He attended the Illi- 
nois Institute of Technology and the 
University of Illinois where he earned 
a bachelor's degree in urban and re- 
gional planning.

• Spring Valley Nature Sanctuary. 


Dohe-ty does not favor an inter- 
governmental agreement that would 
allow village control in developing the 
nature center.

• Referendum. Doherty supports a 


late automn referendum seeking ap- 
proval of a bond issue to develop fur- 
ther existing parks and construct a 
recreation building and swimming 
pool in the northwest corner of the 
park district near Bode Road. He says 
he also looks forward to obtaining a 
deed from the village for Campanelli 
Lake, on Schaumburg Road easl of 
the Public Safety Building, where the 
park district plans a $150,000 marina 
for public boating and water safety 
instruction. 


• Sunset House. Although Doherty 


voted to lease the house to the park 
director's nephew, he says he would 
like to see it converted to a small rec- 
reation center. He says he approved 
the lease "because the house is in a 
high vandalism area and if it sat va- 
cant for a week we would have noth- 
ing left." But Doherty says he is re- 
luctant to spend $12,000 in needed 
drainage and septic repairs that 
would make it habitable for other ten- 
ants. "I want to see it used for some 
public purpose," Doherty says.

House passes measure 
limiting public smokin 


by KURT BAER 


Smokers in Illinois may soon face 


new ''estrietions on where and when 
they can smoke. 


A law to ban smoking in public 


places such as theaters, elevators, 
museums and buses already has 
passed the Illinois House by a 118-22 
vote and is expected to pass the state 
Senate. 


In Chicago, an even more sweeping 


ordinance that would ban smoking in 
virtually all indoor public spaces, in- 
cluding restaurants, shared offices 
and factories, will be Introduced next 
month by independent alderman Mar- 
tin J. Oberman. 


NONSMOKERS NOW outnumber 


smokers by a margin of 3 to 1, and 
antismoking activists are starting to 
flex their political muscles. 


"I met with a group called the Al- 


liance of Non-Smokers and I con- 
eluded they were right," said Ober- 
man, a pipe smoker. 


The ordinance he will introduce in 


the Chicago City Council May 4 would 
apply to all enclosed areas larger 
than 600 square feet. "Restaurants 
are probably the single most impor- 
tant area," he said. But offices, facto- 
ries and theaters also would be in- 
cluded. 


Owners would be able to set aside 


special areas for smokers, up to 58 
per cent of the indoor area. 


VIOLATORS WOULD be subject to 


a fine of $10 to $100, he said. 


"A lot of public groups are support- 


ing the ban. or something like it," 
Oberman said. "The Chicago Lung 
Assn. supports it and I plan to meet 
with the (Chicago) Board of Health to 
see If it won't endorse the ordinance." 


The proposed state law would ban 


smoking in hospital patient rooms, 
elevators, buses, theaters, libraries, 
museums and concert halls except in 
areas specially set aside for smokers. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


would be responsible for adminis- 
tering the law, which is being backed 
by the Illinois Interagcncy Council on 
Smoking and Disease. Violators would 
be fined $10 to $100. 


"With this bill, we are seeking to 


protect the public's right to breathe 
clean air," said John L. Kirkwood,

executive director of the Chicago 
Lung Assn., a member of the Inter- 
agency Council. 


"Smoke coming from the end of a 


burning cigaret affects all people in 
the room and is a form of pollution 
that should not be imposed on people 
whcf don't smoke," he said. 


PUBLIC SMOKING bans have been 


adopted in other states, including Min- 
nesota, and Oberman said there are no 
legal problems in enforcing the prohi- 
bition. 


Some Northwest suburbs already 


prohibit smoking in their village 
board rooms, libraries and park dis- 
trict buildings, and smoking in eleva- 
tors and theaters is usually prohibited 
by fire regulations. 


A similar bill, passed by the Gener- 


al Assembly two years ago, was ve- 
toed by former Gov. Daniel Walker. 
But Rep. Ronald E. Griesheimer, 
R-Waukegan, chief sponsor of the bill, 
said lie believes the measure has an 
"excellent" chance to become law. 


Griesheimer said the law was only 


a "starting point" and that it could be 
amended to include restaurants. But 
he pointed to a powerful restaurant 
lobby in Illinois, and said a restaurant 
smoking ban "has about as much 
chance of passing -as an ice cube sail- 
ing through the Gulf of Mexico."

Northwest suburban 
communities 


stand to lose hundreds of thousands of 
dollars a year if the Illinois Supreme 
Court upholds a court ruling prohibit- 
ing the use of special Census figures 
for distribution of state income tax 
funds. 


The ruling would have the greatest 


impact on rapidly growing commu- 
nities. Schaumburg, which has more 
than doubled its population since 1970, 
would lose an estimated $273,350. 
Mount Prospect would lose an esti- 
mated $153,780. 


"Given the growth of our suburbs 


out here, I don't see how we could do 
anything but lose as far as that deci- 
sion is concerned," said William Muh- 
lenfeld, director of the Northwest Mu- 
nicipal Conference. 


MUHLENFELD SAID if the ruling 


is upheld, local communities will be 
forced either to raise taxes or cut ser- 
vices to make ends meet. 


The ruling, handed down by Cook 


County Circuit Court Judge Richard 
L. Curry, states the Illinois Dept. of 
Local Government Affairs had been 
arbitrary in setting population figures 
used for distribution of state income 
tax funds. 


Judge Curry called "unreasonable" 


the department's practice of subtract- 
ing population increases in local towns 
from the population of unincorporated 
Cook County. 


As a result of this practice, the pop- 


ulatiqn of unincorporated Cook County 
on paper was fast approaching zero, 
and the county was losing money. 


For example, between January 1971 


and July 1974 the population of unin- 
corporated Cook County decreased by 
134,647 persons, according to calcu- 
lations made by the department. A 
special census in 1974, however, 
showed the population had dropped by 
only 31,882. 


ASSISTANT STATE'S Atty.- Stuart 


D, Gordon estimated the county had 
lost $3.5 million since 1971 because of 
inaccurate population calculations. 


In ordering that 1970 census figures 


be used, Judge Curry said the 10-year 


census are the only figures that estab- 
lish population proportions for the en- 
tire state. 


"Each side will certainly seek ,to 


have the Appelate Court review our 
product here," Curry said, noting the 
importance of the decision. 


Curry said the problem should be 


remedied by having local commu- 
nities repay the money received based 
on special census figures. He said, 
however, changes in ,the figures 
should not be made until the Supreme 
Court rules on the matter. 


LOCAL OFFICIALS said a ruling 


upholding Curry's decision could have 
disastrous effects on their finances. 


"With government being as tight fi- 


nancially as it is, it certainly would 
have an impact," said Arlington 
Heights Village Pres. James T. Ryan, 
whose town would lose an estimated 
$92,884. 


Elk Grove Village would lost only 


an estimated $54,527 or 1 per cent of 
its revenue, but Finance Director 
George Coney said it would still have 
a negative impact. "You're talking 
probably five men or four policemen 
or firemen. Not that we would have to 
give up those men, but that's what the 
value of $54,000 is," he said. 


Joe Castor, finance director in 


Schaumburg, said a loss of $273,350 
would have "a tremendous impact. A 
quarter of a million dollars is quite 
substantial in anyone's finances." 


MUHLENFELD SAID he has been 


told the Supreme Court also may ex- 
tend the ruling to include distribution 
of motor fuel tax funds, ^which also 
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are based on population. 


"If that's the case, our cities out 


here are going to be in a whole lot of 
trouble," Muhlenfeld said, noting mo- 
tor fuel tax funds are used to main- 
tain local streets and sidewalks. 


Village officials currently estimate 


they will receive about $11 a head in 


state income tax funds and a similar 
amount in motor fuel tax funds. 


Traditionally local villages have 


conducted special censuses every two 
years to reap the benefits of a growing 
population. Most communities found 
that a special census, paid for itself 
within a year.

Scott Schindler loved being a Des 


Plaines cop. And he was a good one. 


He was the kind of cop who would 


go out of his way to help. His smile 
was familiar around the front desk of 
the police department.

spleen in a few weeks. 


He was a very tense man, 'his 


friends say, and would get upset when 
two or more calls would come in on 
the department telephone at the same 
time.

Schindler wasn't his doctor's favorite 
patient. 


"He always did the wrong thing 


when it came to taking care of him- 


self," Sgt. Garry Vande Vusse said. 
"When he was told to go easy on food 
because of his ulcer, he'd eat pizzas. 
When he was told to eat in little bits, 
he'd eat fantastic meals. As far as 
health was concerned, he had the 
wrong judgment." 


SCHINDLER WAS a collector and 


connoisseur of jewelry, 
guns and 


coins. They were his favorite hobbies 
and he was recognized as an authority 
in the three fields. 


But Schindler's real hobby was his 


job. In December he said, "I really 
love this job. It's something I like to 
do. You meet people and things are 


interesting." 


But witn the loss of his job,' Schind- 


ler lost his sense of purpose. With the 
loss of his health and money, Schind- 
ler perhaps lost his desire to achieve', 
And it was these losses and his crum- 
bling marriage that eventually led to 
Schindler's ultimate, loss — his life. 


His 20-year-old wife was in then- 


living room ironing clothes late Tues- 
day night. 


He quietly walked into a bedroom, 


placed a Smith & Wesson revolver 
under a pillow, pressed it against his 
head and pulled the trigger. 


He was 29 years old.

Nab 5 in meter tamper ploy

A Cook County Grand Jury Wednes- 


day indicted five men, including a 
Chicago policeman, in an electric me- 
ter tampering scheme allegedly or- 
ganized by the crime syndicate that 
has bilked Commonwealth Edison Co. 
out of an estimated $20 million since 
1974. 


The indictments were the first to re- 


sult from a 10-month investigation' 
'•ito an apparently organized crime 
ring that circulates among medium- 
sized businesses offering to reduce 
their meter readings for a fee of up to 
$1,500. In some cases, meters have 
been adjusted to reduce the readings 
by up to 40 per cent a month. 


The Herald last August first dis- 


closed the widespread incidents of 
meter tampering. 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey said the 


ongoing investigation into electrical 
meter tampering has revealed similar 
cases of tampering have occurred 
with meters on natural gas lines. 


"WHEN THE FINAL accounting is 


completed, the financial loss to Peo- 
ples Gas and Northern Illinois Gas 
companies might exceed the $20 mil- 
lion lost by Commonwealth Edison," 
Carey said. "The ultimate victim is 
every consumer who pays a just bill. 
These companies cannot help but pass 
on the cost of this theft to the honest 
consumer in the form of higher 
rates." 


C a r e y said 
Wednesday's in- 


dictments were made possible in part 
by the cooperation of seven Northwest, 
suburban 
businesses 
and 
several 


Chicago merchants who had their elec- 
tric meters rigged, but were granted 
immunity from prosecution to partici- 
pate in the investigation.

You will be billed monthly for about 


40 per cent less than what you're ac- 


customed by Commonwealth Edison 
Co. 


IT SOUNDS GREAT, you say. Do it. 


So the guy, or one of his cronies in the 
meter rigging business, arranges to 
come back with his tool box and with- 
in a matter of minutes the job is done. 


Owners of at least seven Northwest 


suburban businesses who were at- 
tracted to the gimmick, however, 
found themselves as well as then- 
electric meters fixed. 


They were mum Wednesday after 


they were granted immunity for their 
testimony in a Cook County Grand 
Jury investigation into breaking a

As the crucial vote (230-281) ap- 


proached, the panel's future seemed 


further clouded by the apparent sui- 
cide in Palm Beach, Fla., of a witness 
considered "crucial" to claims there 
may be new evidence on 'the Kennedy 
assassination. 


GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT 


of Palm Beach, Fla., was found dead 
in an apparent suicide shortly after he 
discovered his testimony was wanted. 


Some representatives fought renew- 


al of the panel's mandate to the end, 
casting doubt on its capabilities and 
challenging the validity of spending 
taxpayer money on fresh investigation 
of either murder. 


"This investigating committee is a 


sick cat," said J. J. Pickle, D-Tex. He

They were killed last 
Friday when an eastbound tractor- 
trailer dump truck on Dundee Road 
collided with the car the two brothers 
were in as they turned into the path of 
the truck while attempting 16 turn 
into a parking lot near the inter- 
section.

Alderman cites decay of Des Plaines parking deck

The new Herbert H. Behrel Parking 


Plaza in Des Plaines is cracked, shift- 
ing and — on a rainy day — filled 
with puddles. 


And Aid. George Olen, 2nd, is wor- 


ried about it. 


Olen, a concrete sales consultant, 


weaves his way through pools of 
standing water that cover the decks of 
this dank, gray monolith and pauses 
to assess the damage. 


Despite the assurances of the firms 


that built the $1.2 million parking 
deck at Ellinwood and Lee streets, 
Olen says he believes these cracks 
and puddles might shorten the lifes- 
pan of the city deck by several years. 


"Look at the crack running along 


that beam. I hadn't noticed that one 
before." he says, sliding his finger 
along it, 


THE CRACK IS pale green, and 


stands out against the rest of the 
structure. This is lime, Olen says. It 
"bleeds" from the concrete when it 
gets wet. If it bleeds fast enough, it 
can drip on cars and mar the paint. 


The lime hasn't started dripping 


yet, he says, "But I'm sure it will if 
the cracks get bigger." 


Worse than the threat of dripping 


lime is the effect these cracks could 
have on the structure itself, Olen 
says. 


"If we don't stop this, and water 


runs in there and freezes, it will buck- 
le," Olen says. 


"I don't think there will be a danger 


of the structure falling down," he 
says. "It will just deteriorate faster," 


OLEN CITES AN article in the Sep. 


tember issue of "Concrete Construc- 
tion" magazine; which details the rea- 


sons why parking decks deteriorate. 


Hairline cracks, poor drainage, 


shifting and inadequate water proofing 
are listed ae signs that a parking 
structure is aging faster than it 
should. Olen said all these flaws al- 
ready are evident in the Behrel Park- 
ing Plaza, which was dedicated just 
two months ago. The deck was built to 
provide parking for Superblock. 


Olen first made these charges three 


weeks ago, and he still is concerned 
despite reports from two engineering 
f i r m s 
t h a t 
the structure is 


in "excellent condition." 


"We find that the entire parking 


structure is structurally in excellent 
condition. We are confident that the 
parking structure will give an ex- 
cel 1 e n t performance through the 
years. The structure is structurally 
safe and sound," H. W. Lochner Co., a 
Chicago engineering firm, reported 
after inspecting the deck March 16. 


The F&D Construction Co., Des 


Plaines, also inspected the parking 
deck March 16, and agrees it is in fine 
shape. 


THESE TWO companies were in- 


volved in the construction of the deck. 
H. W. Lochner designed it, and F & D 
Inc. built it. 


"They were the engineers on the 


project. It would be difficult for them 
to admit it's flawed," Olen said. "I 
would think that they would realize 
there is something wrong." 


Olen has been pushing the city coun- 


cil to finance an independent study 
of the ramp ever, since he first noticed 
the cracks several weeks ago. The 
council voted for another study after 
Olen promised to pay up to $300 for it 
if it ends up supporting the previous

studies. 


The engineering firm for the study

riage They knew him as a wheeler- 
dealer in a happy sort of way, a 
chronic and compulsive buyer and 
seller. 


"We used to say if you ever need 


anything, see Scotty and see if he'll 
sell it cheaper," one acquaintance 
said. 


But when his health began failing, 


Schindler wasn't his'"doctor's favorite 
patient. 


"He always did the wrong thing" 


when it came to taking care of him- 


self," Sgt Garry Vande Vusse said 
"When he was told to go easy on food 
because of his ulcer, he'd eat pizzas 
When be was told to eat in little bits, 
he'd eat fantastic meals. As far as 
health was concerned, he had the 
wrong judgment." 


SCHINDLER WAS a collector and 


connoisseur of jewelry, guns and 
coins. They were his favorite hobbies 
and he was recognized as an authority 
in the three fields 


But Schindler's real hobby was his 


job. In December he said, "I really 
love this job. It's something I like to 
do. You meet people and things are 


interesting." 


But with the loss of his job, Schind- 


ler lost his sense of purpose. With the 
loss of his health and money, Schind- 
ler perhaps lost his desire to achieve. 
And it was these losses and his crum- 
bling marriage that eventually led to 
.Schindler's ultimate loss — his life. 


His 20-year-old wife was in their 


living room ironing clothes late Tues- 
day night. 


He quietly walked into a bedroom, 


placed a Smith & Wesson revolver 
under a pillow, pressed it against his 
head and pulled the trigger.

The indictments were the first to re- 


sult from a 10-month investigation 
into an apparently organized crime 
ring that circulates among medium- 
sized businesses offering to reduce 
their meter readings for a fee of up to 
$1,500. In some cases, meters have 
been adjusted to reduce the readings 
by up to 40 per cent a month. 


The Herald last August first dis- 


closed the widespread incidents of 
meter tampering. 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey sajd the 


ongoing investigation into electrics! 
meter tampering has revealed similar 
cases of tampering have occurred 
with meters on natural gas lines; 


"WHEN THE FINAL accounting is 


completed, the financial loss to Peo- 
ples Gas and Northern Illinois Gas 
companies might exceed the $20 mil- 
lion lost by Commonwealth Edison," 
Carey said. "The ultimate victim is 
every consumer who pays a just bill. 
These companies cannot help but pass 
on' the cost of this theft to the honest 
consumer in the form of higher 
rates."

So the guy, or one of his cronies in the 
meter rigging business, arranges to 
come back with his tool box and with- 
in a matter of minutes the job is done.

As the crucial vote (230-281) ap- 


proached, the panel's future seemed 


further clouded by the apparent sui- 
cide in Palm Beach, Fla., of a witness 
considered "crucial" to claims there 
may be new evidence on the Kennedy 
assassination, 


GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT 


of Palm Beach, Fla., was found dead 
in an apparent suicide shortly after he 
discovered his testimony was wanted. 


Some representatives fought renew- 


al of the panel's mandate to the end, 
casting doubt on its capabilities and 
challenging the validity of spending 
taxpayer money on fresh investigation 
of either murder.

Home-study for Nazi son backed

The head of a Prospect Heights 


church school says he is willing to de- 
fend in court an espoused Nazi who 
Has a son enrolled in the school's 
hottiC'iitudy program, 


Mrs .Joseph Osvatic of Milwaukee 


faces allegations by the Milwaukee 
School Board that she is breaking 
Wisconsin law by keeping her son 
home. 


The son, Thomas, 10, is enrolled in 


the home-study correspondence pro- 
gram of the Christian Liberty Acade- 
my, 20,! E. Camp McDonald Rd., 
Prospect Heights. 


The school's headmaster, the Rev. 


Paul Lind&trom, said he is willing to 
defend Mrs. Osvatic on principle. 
Mrs. Osvatic is a member of the Na- 
tional Socialist White People's Party. 


"We're willing to educate anyone's 


child regardless of political beliefs," 
We said. 


Mrs. 
Osvatic has received an order 


to appear in the office of Assistant 
District Atty. Dennis Cook in Mil- 
waukee Friday afternoon for a hear- 
ing. 


MILWAUKEE County District Atty. 


Allan Love said the Milwaukee School 
Board is alleging Mrs. Osvatic is 
b r e a k i n g the, state's compulsory 
school attendance law. 


Love said Cook would hear Mrs. Os- 


vatic's side of the story before consid- 
eration of charges.

. 


Mrs. 
Osvatic 'said in a telephone in- 


terview, she enrolled her son in the 
home-study program Nov. 15 because 
of dissatisfaction with the public 
school system. 


"I went to the administration build- 


ing ( of her local school district) and 
the whole library, and they had books 
on race-mixing, books on promoting 
drug use, English books with swear- 
ing in *hem, suicide poems, pictures 
of black people with knives dripping 
with blood." 
„ 


Teachers, she said, were smoking 


marijuana in the rest rooms. 


SHE PULLED HER son out of the 


public school system in 1975, she said, 
enrolled him in a Baptist school and 
started going to church there on Sun- 
days. 


"But 
I was kicked out because I ac- 


cused the pastor of being a commu- 
nist and was thrown out of the church 
like a rat in a bag," she said. 


In February, Mrs. Osvatic and a 


woman named Sandra Enders ran for 
the Milwaukee School Board on the 
National Socialist White Peoples Par- 
ty ticket.

They were narrowly defeated in the 


primaries, Osvatic polling 6,300 votes 


and Enders 7,700. Finishing ahead of 
them, Osvatic said, was a black man 
with 8,000 votes. 
, Osvatic says the reason for the Mil- 
waukee School Board allegation is 
"because I'm a National Socialist. 
The reason they're trying to get me is 
because I ran for the board under a 
swastika." 


Also, she said, "I know it's the 


Jews." 


IF MRS. OSVATIC is charged Fri- 


day, 
it will be the second Wisconsin 


truancy case involving the Prospect 
Heights academy to occur in the last 
month. 


On March 8, a Wausan jury found 


Joann Baumann of rural Edgar, Wis.v 
guilty of keeping her son home for the 
home-study program. 


An appeal, however, was filed by 


Baumann's lawyer, Joseph Woigel. 
The motion for mistrial states that ju- 
rors were influenced by reading a 
newspaper account of the trial during 
a dinner break. 


Marathon County Judge 
Robert 


Dean has not yet ruled on the motion. 


MEANWHILE, Weigel has written a 


letter to the Wisconsin Dept. of Edu- 
cation requesting that this home-study 
program be recognized by the state. 


Lmdstrom said one of the defense 


contentions in the Baumann case was 


that a Christian Liberty Academy "sis 
ter school" at Brookfield, Wis., is rec- 
ognized as an acceptable private 
school bv the state and that therefore 
the home-study program should be 
too. 


Lindstrom said if Mrs. Osvatic is 


charged, the academy will begin its 
own counteroffensive. 


"This time it will be more inter- 


esting because we know what the 
state's position is going to be," he 
said. "It should be especially inter- 
esting because we've asked the state 
for the program to be recognized." 


The academy would file a class ac- 


tion suit against the Wisconsin Dept. 
of Education, he said. 


LINDSTROM ALSO said that if the 


Baumann mistrial 
motion is dis- 


missed, the school is prepared to ap- 
peal the case to the Wisconsin Su- 
preme Court. 


Lindstrom said he hpes to have 


1,000 
students enrolled in the home- 


study program across the nation next 
year. Now there'are 170 students en- 
rolled in 27 states. 


Of the home-study program, Mrs. 


Osvatic said, "It's the best. Now my 
son cail read and write, he's doing 
arithmetic. He's got 'good Christian 
books. I'm teaching him to grow up, 
be a gentleman and love his white 
people."
